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ON THE ROAD TO SCOTLAND 


UR. GLADSTONE’S TRIUMPHAL 
JOURNEY FROM LONDON. 
GREETED AT ALL THE STATIONS BY THOU- 
SANDS OF ENTHUSIASTIC PEOPLE WHO 

DEMAND SPEECHES. 


Loxpon, June 17.—Mr. Gladstone started 
this morning at 11 o'clock on his Scotch cam- 
paign. He was accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone. 
Thousands of people congregated at the railway 
Station to witness his departure. The crowd 
Was simply enormous. It seriously delayed the 
approach of the Premier’s carriage. When Mr. 
Gladstone finaily succeeded in reaching the sta- 
tion platform he found it packed with people, 
who welcomed him with enthusiastic cheering. 
At last be reached his seat in the special coach 
assigned for his conveyance. The window at his 
peat was open. When the crowd saw him at the 
window it set up another cheer, which was re- 
peated several times. The people appeared de- 
sirous of having the Premier address them with 
some parting words before going away on his 
arduouserrand. He farose and spoke from the 
coach window. He thanked the people for the 
honor of their “extraordinary demonstration.” 
He adjured them to a!low nothing to bide from 
them “the bare question of the hour.” 
“Attempts have been made,” the venerable ora- 
tor exclaimed, “and will be made to divert your 
attention from the real question atissue. This 
question is solely whether Ireland shall be 
trusted to manage her own affairs. Those who 
Geny Ireland this right admit that Canada and 
the other British colonies enjoy suck rights. Are 
we to trust our fellow-subjects in Ireland and 
govern by love, or are we to adopt the policy of 
the Government’s enemies and introduce into 
Ireland government by force?” Mr. Gladstone 
then bade his hearers good-bye, and the train 
moved away. Enthusiastic and prolonged 
cheering accompanied its departure, and hun- 
dreds of people, waving handkerchiefs and hats, 
ran along the platform beside his coach until 
the train outsped them. 

At Luton and Bedford crowds of people were 
atthe etation and cheered Mr. Gladstone as his 
train sped by. No stop was made until Leicester 
Was reached. Here there was an enormous 
gatbering. which gave the Premier an enthu- 
siastic greeting. A few groans were heard from 
the outside of the crowd, but these were soon” 
discontinued. A committee presented Mr. Glad- 
Stone with un address expressing confidence in 
him and his Irish scheme, and the Premier made 
a brief reply. After thanking the people for 
their reception he said: * Time is not allowed 
me to dweli fully upon the ereat question be- 
fore the country, namely, * Will you give Ire- 
land what you give the colonies with the 

atest advantage—power to manage, not 
mperial, but Irish affairs?’ During my 54 
sears of public life I never saw enthusiasm 
everywhere to equal that which bas been shown 
in this great cause. Theeyesof the world are 
Dow upon us in a degree never egualed before. 
Not only the whole British race, but the whole 
civilized mankind, have testifiedjthe liveliest in- 
terest in the question. If,as Ihave every rea- 
son to believe. the verdict is favorable to the 
people of Ireland, there will be nothing less 
than athrill of joy throughout the civilized 
world. I place before you this noble object— 
human sympathy combined with justice—and 
commend it to your deep and deliberate consid- 
eration; for you have never had an issue ta de- 
termine more charged with good or evil to the 
future advancement of this great empire.” Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech was received with wild en- 
thusiasm "by the multitude. 

The train orrived at Trent at 1:10 and another 
hait was made. Here as at the other places 
there were huge crowds, composed not only of 
the inhabitants of Trent, but of people from 
Nottingbam, Ilkestone, and every other place 
near by. Addresses and bouquets were thrust 
in through the window of the Premier's coach 
and the enthusiasm of the people was unbound- 
ed. Railway employes lined the route for a dis- 
tance of haifa mile. Mr. Gladstone bowed and 
smile:] to the people. In reply to an.address from 
the Primitive Methodist Conference, which is 
now sitting at Derby, Mr. Gladstone said he 
saw that they were deliberately set upon com- 
piying with the reasonable, determined, and 
traditional desires of their fellow-subjects in 
Ireland. If the nation performed its part at the 
polis, of which he had the strongest expecta- 
tions, they shouid see the matter brought to a 
speedy and bappy termination. 

At Normanton Mr. Gladstone received vocifer- 
ous cheers of welcome from-the Jarge crowd as- 
sembied there. The train employes had the ut- 
most difficulty in preventing the people from 
talling under the wheels of the cars. There was 
& repetition of the reckless struggie to get near 
the carriage, of the eagerness to shake Mr. 
Gladstone’s hand,and of the anxiety to entice 
him to speak manifested at other points. Those 
in tront of the crowd cnly were able to hear 
him. In replying to aduresses from the Nor- 





manton and Castleford Liberal societies Mr. 
Gladstone referred to the part that York- 
ehire had taken in tbe ast elections, 


Tne conditions then, he said, were somewhat 
untoward, because the Irish vote, by tactics 
now perbaps regretted, was not given tothe 
Liberals. The people of Yorkshire had now a 
most important decision to give. The question, 
which should be clearly understood, was wheth- 
er to let the Irish people manave their own af- 
fairs. This was asking nothing new. Ireland 
possessed that right prior to 1800. He believed 
that the Government would be successful in tne 
coming electiens. 

A crowd of immense proportions awaited the 
train at Gulashiels. On its arrival Mr. Gladstone 
was conducted to a platform to receive the fol- 
lowing address: “Asa committee appointed by 
a crowded meeting of Liberals of Galashiels, 
which, with only three dissenters, resulyed to 
support the Government and not to vote for 
any candidate who refuses to grant Irelanda 
Degisiature for the management of her domestic 
affairs, we herewith express Our unswerving 
confidence in you and the Government of which 
youare so illustrious a head. We trust that 
God will grant you strength to embody in our 
legislation the greatest of ail Liberal principles— 
self-government.” 

At Carlisle Mr. Gladstone made a speech, in 
which hesaid that he would like to ask Harl 
Carnarvon what he told Mr. Parnell in the in- 
terview at Dublin, and to whom be imparted 
tbe conversation. If Earl Carnarvon knew 
hie duty as a Cabinet Minister, he 
must bave revealed the conversation to Lord 
Salisbury. It would have been treachery for 
him to bold such talk with a person in Mr. Par- 
nell’s position and not tell Lord Salis- 
bury. e (Gladstone) would therefore feel 
convinced that Earl Carnarvon did his duty until 
he should deny that he repeated the conversa- 
tion. It was necessary for the nation to be ex- 
actly informed on this subject. The people had 
a right to know the facts,and it would not 
be bis (Gladstone’s) fault if they did not have 
presently an accurate aud complete history of 
tbe transaction. His remarks were received 
with enthusiastic applause. 

Enormous crowds greeted Mr. Gladstone at 
ell the towns on the route trom Carlisle to 
Skipton. At the latter place the crowd 
pressed 50 closely around the Premier’s 
carriage that one of the windows in 
the vehicle was broken. In his speech 
at Skipton, Mr. Gladstone, referring tu the 
‘fact that the Jate Lord Cavendish had repre- 
sented that division in Parliament. said that if 
his lordship’s life had been apared the Govern- 
ment would have bad no warmersupporter. At 
Hawick a New-Yorker presented his card to Mr. 
Giadstone, who thanked the American for his 
sympathy. ; 

At Edinburgh 40,000 persons lined the route 
from the railway station to the hotel, and the 
police bad great difficulty in making a passage- 
Here a large 
Irish contingent, with bands of music and ban- 
ners flying,turned out to meet Mr. Gladstone. The 
crowds cheered incessantly until Mr. Gladstone 
reappeared on the baicony of the botel to how 
his acknowledgments. He did not address the 
assembiage. Mr. Giadstone says he feels no ill 
effects from his journey, and that he is extreme- 
ly gratified at the reception he bas met with at

MORE MANIFESTOES. 
BESSRS. GOSCHEN AND CAINE ADDRESS 
THEIR CONSTITUENTS. 

Lonpon, June 17.—Mr. Goschen has is- 
eued a manifesto to the electors of Edinburgh, 
Hesays: “Ihave said nothing in my speeches 
which I wish to retract. Ideny that there is no 
alternative between Mr. Gladstone's scheme and 
coercion. Ideny that the Parnellites must be 
the sole arbiters, or toat a separate Irish Parlia- 
ment and Executive is the ouly feasible solu- 
tion of the Irish question. I favor larsze meas- 
ures of decentralization, relieving the Imperial 
Parliament of a portion of its work, but these 
should always be subject to the conirol 
of the Imperial Perliament. I especially 
object to giving a Dublin Parliament control of 
ihe police mayistracy, because a long-standing 
difference of race, creod, and class unfits a parti- 
san Governinent for exclusive and unrestricted 
power. The Imperiai Parliament would not bo 
putborized in banding a mivority et 
oue-third of the population of Ireland over a 
Government against which that minority hag 
made a presiouvate protest. The autonomy of

Parliament a papersupremacy. The adherents 
of Mr. Giadstone do not defend the details of 
the scheme; they simply maintain the abstract 
principle of homerule. Therefore, their accu- 
sation that the opponents of the scheme have 
no definite alternative recoils on their own heads, 
But the Unionists are willing to extend local 
powers of self-government equally applicable 
to England and Scotland, such powers to be 
always subject to imperial control. No desire 
for momentary relief, no appeal of party or 
class ought to divert the people from defending 
the supremacy of Parliament, which is the real 
issue at stake. Therefore, I ask you, electors of 
Edinburgh, to return me to Parliament, and thus 
indicate your desire for tbe defense of its su- 
premacy.” 

Mr. Caine, Liberal, has issued a manifesto 1o 
his constituents at Barrow. He says it is an 
easy matter to draft an alternative to Mr. 
Giadstone’s home rule scheme which would 
give Ireland wide self-vovernment, and at the 
same time leave the Imperial Parliament intact. 
He declares that he will oppose any scheme to 
buy out Irish ilandjlords with English money. 

A circular signed by Thomas Power O'’Con- 
nor, member of Parliament, has been issued to 
400 branches of the Irish National League in 
Great Britain. It orders the formation of elec- 
tion committees and other preparations for the 
coming struggle, and says that explicit instruc- 
tions, cordially and energetically, to support 
Gladstonian Liberals will be forwarded later. 

Lord Iddesleigh writes to an inquirer: “No 
Conservative Government would or could intro. 
duce a bill to establish aseparate Parliament 
for Ireland. In regard to Earl Carnarvon, it 
was his duty to make himself acquainted with 
the views and feelings of all classes in Ireland. 
He simply sought an interview with Mr. Parnell 
to ascertain the precise objects of the National- 
ists. Lord Salisbury’s Cabiset certainly never 
entertained proposals for, or tending to, the e - 
tablishment of an Irish Parliament.” 

The Standard pronounces Lord Hartington's 
manifesto a straightforward and courageous 
statement. The most significant passage in it, 
the paper says, 1s reserved for the last, and refers 
to the Parnell:'te obstruction in Pariiament as 
rebellion. ‘* This,”’ says the Standard, “is the 
first time thata leading statesman has had the 
moral courage to suggest publicly what thou- 
sands bave been thinking in private. It will 
serve to remind Englishmen that if tney do not 
wish to be at the mercy of Parnell they have the 
remedy in their own hands.” 

The times, commenting on the manifesto, 
says: ** These are the sentiments of a statesman 
and of an Engiisnman. They are in marked con- 
trast to the denunciation of everything the 
country has done in its past strugeles against 
intractable evils and with the cowardly policy of 
unconditional surrender, which is all that Mr. 
Gladstone has to offer.” 

Mr. John Morley. Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
announced in the House of Commons to-day 
that the Government had decided to appointa 
commission to inquire into the Belfast riots. 

Jesse Collings bas issued a manifesto to agri- 
culturists appealing to them to oppose the Gov- 
ernment, and stating that their interests are be- 
ing newlected for the Irish question. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in aspeech at Birmingham, 
denied that there was any difference in the 
principles upon which Lord Hartington and 
himself desired to deal with Ireland. Ho 
vigorously condemned the attempts that have 
substituted for freedom of thought among 
the Liberals blind subservience to the party 
leader. He deciared that “any concession to 
the American Irish, who are unquenchably hos- 
tile to England, would be abject surrender to 
dynamite.”* He questioned whether the bulk of 
the Irish would reject anything short of auton- 
omy. 





THE RECENT IRISH RIOTS. 
Siico, June 17.—Patrick Kelly, a car- 
penter, bas turned informer. In connection 
with the recent troubles inthis city be states 
that Patrick Curren, James Cleary, and himseif 
emerged from a tavern on Friday night and 
committed the outrage at the Roman Catholic 


cathedral. On Saturday they collected crowds 
of people and harangued them, charging the 
outrage on Protestants, and inciting their hear- 
ers to avenge the victims of the riots at Belfast. 
Curren and Cleary have been arrested and con- 
fess their guilt. It is etated that each of the 
three men is anxious to turn informer in order 
to obtain the reward of £100 offered for the dis- 
covery of the perpetrators of the outrage. 

DUBLIN, June 17.—The Armagh magis- 
trates have dismissed the charge of iilegal drill- 
ing entered against the Rich Rill Oranyemen. 
Henceforth the Orangemen will drill openly. 

An extensive raid for arms is being made at 
Kanturk, where five persons have been arrested. 
Tne police are scouring the district. 


THE OHIO SENATE SUSTAINED. 

CoL_umBus, Ohio, June 17.—When the 
Supreme Court rooms were opened this morn- 
ing a large number of attorneys and leading 
sitizens were on hand, each one anxious 
to hear the decision of the court in 
the quo warranto case involving the 
legality of the Senate and the conse- 
quent validity of all legislation enacted after 
the admission of the four Republican Senators 


from Hamilton County. The decision, however, 
was not handed down, and the impression pre- 
vailed that it would be deterred until Tuesday 
next. Just before 6 o’clock this afternoon the 
decision was made, a note being sent into the 
Cierk of the court to that effect. The court 
uphoids, by a vote of 3 to 2, the legality of the 
act creating the Cincinnati Board of Public Af- 
fairs, Chief-Justice Owens and Foilett are the 
dissenting Justices. The opinion has not yet 
been prepared, but is announced for Tuesday 
next. While tue decision made to-night has no 
hearing upon the constitutionality of the Dow 
Liquor Tax law, it settles the question as 
to the validity of the acts of the Senate 
after the Democratic Senators left the State. 
Very few of the liquor dealers bave paid the tax, 
because of the doubtexiating as to the legality of 
the acts of the Senate after the Hamilton Coun- 
ty Republican Senators were sworn in. Unless 
the tax is paid on or before the 20th inst. a fine 
is attached, and itis probable that the decision 
in the liquor case will be made to-morrow, al- 
though no intimation bas been made that it will. 














DEFRAUDING HIS PARTNERS. 
Cuicaco, June 17.—Edwin Scott, the 
senior member of the South Water-street com- 
mission firm of Scott, Watson & Co., disappeared 
from the city Saturday, after possessing 
himself of atl the available funds of 
his partners. Scott left ostensibly to look 


up shippers, saying that he would. return 
fonday or Tuesday. He failed to show up 
Tuesday, and his partners were staggered the 
sume day when notified by the Hide and Leather 


National Bank that their accounts had been 
overdrawn. Further investigation showed 
that May 10 Scott took $830 to 


the bank. of which he deposited $20 in 
checks and put the balance, which waa currency, 
in his pocket. Two days later be acted in a’sim- 
ilar way, appropriating about $350. It bas also 
been discovered that Scott held back a consider- 
able number of checks which he made out for 
shippers. Scott is about 32 years of age, and has 
a wife and child. His whereabouts is unknown. 








A BIG REAL ESTATE TRANSACTION. 

MiLwavkKeEr, June 17.—The largest and 
most important purchase of real estate re- 
corded in this city for many years has 
just been effected by John  Plankin- 
ton. From C. H. Ludington, who resides 
in New-York, he bas purchased the entire block 
fronting on the south side of Grand-ave- 
nue, and running from Third to Fourth 
streets, paying in the neighborhood of 
$250,000 for the same. Although in 
the business centre of the citv the property 13 at 
present occupied by a number of rookeries, 
which bave long been a disgrace to the city, and 
during the coming year these eyecsores will be 
removed and improvements made costing $500,- 
000 or more. 


KILLED BY FALLING DOWN CELLAR. 

LANCASTER, Penn., June 17.—Mrs. Mary 
Powers, an aged lady, residing alone on East 
Fulton-street, not making her appearance about 
the house since last evening, and knocking at 
the front door receiving no response, the neigh- 
pors decided to investigate this evening, and 
they found her lying at the foot of the ceilar 
stairs, with her skull crushed in, and dead. Ap- 
pearances Indicated that while preparing supper 


last evening sbe fell down the cellar steps with 
a fatal resuit.

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THE TARIFF BILL BEATEN 





RANDALL AND HIS MEN AGAIN 
ASSIST THE REPUBLICANS. 

A MaJORITY OF 17 AGAINST CONSIDERING ' 
THE MEASURE—ONLY FOUR REPOB- 
LICANS VOTE FOR IT. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Again by the aid 
of Mr. Samuel J. Randall and a handful of 
Democratic followers the minority party in the 
House of Representatives has been able to pre- 
vent the discussion of a bill to reduce tariff tax- 
ation and to make clear many ambiguities in 
customs laws that have resulted in much litiga- 
tion and loss to the Government. The defeat of 
the motion to take up the Morrison bill was 
not unexpected by the author of the 
measure or the members of the House. 
If it had been taken up more promptly 
after it had been reported the result of the 
vote might have been different. The policy of 
delay adopted gave opportunity to the protec- 
tionist Democrats, zunded by Mr. Randall, to 
cultivate opposition. Incessant missionary 
work among men whose local interests were to 
be affected, however slightly, has accomplished its 
purpose. A measure that should have been treat- 
ed upon its merits as a boon to the whole coun- 
try was antagonized by men who found tbata 
few protected persons in a few States were to 
suffer loss for the benefit of the whole country, 
and their adverse votea have strengthened the 
few at the expense of the many. 

It was the hottest day of the session that Col. 
Morrison had picked out for fight. The boister- 
ous south wind brought little comfort with it 
and scarcely stirred the air in the House, where 
the members sweltered from ll o'clock until 


nearly 1 before they began to show any anima- 
tion. There was some feeble filibustering going 
on to prevent consideration of a bill to forfeit 
lands granted to a railroad in Iowa, and it 
was with difficulty that a quorum could be ob- 
tained. Yet just before 1:50 o’clock the mem- 
bers swarmed into their seats in crowds, having 
been summoned peremptorily by the caucus 
committees on both sides. As soon as the clock 
marked 1:30 o’clock Mr. Morrison brought the 
filibustering to a stup by moving that the 
House resolve itself into Committee of the 
Whyle to consider revenue bills. On tne Demo- 
cratic side, Mr. Randall hurried anxiously to 
his place and cast his eyes quickly about to see 
if all bis forces were at hand to obey his direc- 
tion. Mr. Reed on the Republican side and Mr. 
McKinley, one of the guardians of tke protec- 
tionist cause, stood in their places awaiting the 
next move. Mr. McKinley, by way of puting 


his less apt Republican friends on «euard, 
inquired if Mr. Morrison intended to 
take up the tariff bill He did, and 


he moved the previous guestion, although there 
was little disposition to talk to prevent the tak- 
ing of the vote. The roll call had just begun 
when Mr. Holman, who had been home to In- 
diana to be renominated, slipped into his place, 
and when his name was called he voted with Mr. 
Morrison and was then observed for the first 
time dnd warmly applauded. There were few 
eurprises for anybody in the voting. The result 
was known before the clerk handed the slip with 
the count upon it to Speaker Carlisle, and there 
was a brief round of applause by the Republic- 
ansand their Democratic assistants. By a vote 
of 140 to 157 the motion to consider was lost. The 
vote was as follows, [Republicans in Roman;

New-Jersey und Pennsylvania voted 
for their protected industries and to save the 
districts trom which the votes came for Demo- 
cratic candidates who will find protection a 
strong card in November. The New-York Dem- 
ocrats voted for similar reasons. They were 
Messrs. Arnot, Bliss, ** Tim” Campbell, Dowd- 
ney, Merriman, Miller, Pindar, Spriggs, Stah!- 
necwer, and Viele. Obio’s eight Randail votes 
did not include Mr. Outhwaite, who once more 
showed his bravery and reyard for bis own con- 
victions by voting to consider the tariff.

THE NOVA SCOTIA ELECTIONS. 


PREMIER FIELDING CONGRATULATED ON 
THE VICTORY OF THE LIBERALS. 

HAtirax, Nova Scotia, June 17.—The 
vote on the issue of withdrawal of this province 
from the Canadian Confederation is a Waterloo 
for the unionists. Only 1 of 18 counties elects 
straight anti-repeal candidates. Out of 31 mem- 
bers 7 are anti-repeal and 2 independent. 
Halifax and Yarmouth give each 1,000 majority 
for secession, and the popular majority is 6,000. 
lt is doubtful if anything will come of it, as5 
counties have split and 5 members have been 


elected by less than 50 majority, while many who 
voted for the repeal ticket did so from party 
principles and are unionists, though Liberals. 
But if the Government are in earnest, lively 
times may be expected soon. Asthe majority 
are bitterly opposed to the present Dominion 
Government, they will do all they can to oust 
them at the general election a year hence. 

Premier Fielding has received a number of 
telegrams from the different provinces con- 
gratulating bim on the victory of Tuesday’s 
elections, among the number being one from 
Quebec, signed by members of the Opposition in 
the Quebec Legislature. In reply to a dispatch 
from New-Krunswick Mr. Fielding said: ** Vic- 
tory in Nova Scotia means something more 
than the triumph of the Liberal Party. It 
means that our province is deepiy dissatisfied 
with Canadian Confederation and desires the co- 
operation of New-Brunswick, and Prince Ed- 
ward Island in a movement for a separation 
from Canada aud the formation of a union of 
the maritime provinces, the people of which 
have interests in common.”

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HE NEW-HEBRIDES SEIZED 


FRANCE TAKES POSSESSION 
THE ISLANDS. 
TROOPS LANDED AND THE FRENCH FLAG 
HOISTED—ENGLAND EXPECTED TO PRO- 
TEST VIGOROUSLY.

‘Noumea, the capital of New-Caledonia, received 


late this afternoon, state that the French man- 
of-war Dives has returned from the expedition 
to the New-Hebrides. Its officers say that the 
expedition landed troops and hoisted the French 
flag over the islands of Sandwich and Malacolo. 
After establishing the military posts deemed 
necessary for the protection of French interests 
the residents irrespective of nationality were in- 
formed that France had taken possession. The 
Noumean newspapers congratulate France on 
her annexation of the New-Hebrides islands in 
defiance of England andj her colonies. New 
South Wales has dispatched a strong protest to 
London against the French annexation. 

In the House of. Commons to-day Mr. James 
Bryce, Under Foreign Secretary, replying to Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach’s question of the 14th inst., 
as to whether it was true, as reported, that 
France had taken possession of the New-Heb- 
rides Islands, said M. de Freycinet, the French 
Premier, had repeated to Lord Lyons, British 
Minister to France, his former assurances re- 
specting the islands, that France had no inten- 
tion to attempt to affect the political condition 
of them, but would hold herself bound to re- 
spect their independence, The only official in- 
formation in possession of the Government, 
continued Mr. Bryce, was contained in the 
telegrams received trom the British Consul 
at Noumea, the capital of New-Caledonia, 
by the Governor of New South Wales, 
and by him transmitted to London. 
The Consul stated that he had reasons for be- 
heving that the French tlag had been hoisted 
over the New-Hebrides and had made a protest 
to the commander of the French ships which 
The Govern- 
ment on receipt of this information at once im- 
parted it to Lord Lyons and commanded him 
immediately to draw the attention of M. de 
Freycinet to the reported hoisting of the French 
tlag and occupation implied thereby, as well as 
to the excitement causea in Australia by the 
reported seizure. Mr. Bryce told the House it 
might rest assured that the Government were 
fully sensible of the gravity of the matter. 

In the House of Lords this evening Lord Salis- 
bury gave notice that he would ask to-morrow 
concerning the unexpected action of France in 
the New-Hebrides Islands. 


Paris, June 17.—The Temps reasserts 
that the Government has given no orders likely 
to cause a belief that France has annexed the 
New-Hebrides. It says that merely temporary 
measures have been taken to protect French 
subjects.

KING LUDWI1G’'S INSANITY. 
EVIDENCE PRESENTED TO THE DIET BEAR- 


ING UPON HIS CONDITION. 

Monicn, June 17.—Among the docu- 
ments which have been submitted to the Diet to 
prove the insanity of the late King Ludwig isa 
decree of the dead monarch sentencing all the 
Ministers to death, copies of which were sent to 
all the members of the Government, and a de- 
cree sentencing a number of the Ministers to 
banishment to America. The affidavits of 30 
persons have also been submitted, in which it is 
stated that the Kinginjured them by throwing 
at them knives, china, and glass. There is alsoa 


document relating toa proposal of the King to 
form a Cabinet with his valet as President. 

The late King Ludwig left no will. Dr. 
Schleiss denies giving an opinion upon the 
King’s condition or publishing a report in the 
newspapers. He says that the cbronic inflam- 
matior ot the cerebral membranes justifies the 
theory of Ludwig’s insanity, and that the nor- 
mal condition of the cerebellum explains the 
faculty of clear judgment possessed by the King 
in spite of the tact that in other respects his 
mind was diseased. 

The German Court will go into mourning for 
a period of three weeks on account of the 
death of King Ludwig. The Austrian Court 
will gointo mourning tor two weeks. Crown 
Prince Rudolph will attend the funeral on Sat- 
urday as the representative of the Austrian 
Court. 

A number of persons have been arrested here 
for distributing pamphiets containing attacks 
on the Bavarian Ministry for allexed relations 
to —_ circumstances attending King Ludwig’s 
death.

THE EXPULSION BILL—AN

Paris, June 17.—If the Senate passes the 
Expulsion bill M. Waddington will resign the 
French Ambassadorship at London, and other 
French Ambassadors will do likewise. 

The Government has submitted to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies a bill to authorize the Panama 
Canal Company to issue its proposed lottery 
loan. 

M. Goblet, Minister of Public Instruction, has 
prohibited the meeting of the church congress 
arranged to be held at Toulouse. The Arch- 


bishop of Toulouse protests that the congress is 
to be devotional und not deliberative, and denies 
thatthe Office of Public Instruction has the 
power to prohibit its meeting. Ihe Archbishop 
announces that the congress will, therefore, be 
held despite M. Goblet’s orders. 

Prince Victor Napoleon met wito en accident 
to-day in this city. Hewas driving in the Bols 
de Boulogne, when his horse became frightened 
and rap away. The Prince was thrown out of 
his conveyance. He feil on bis head and was 
much hurt, receiving in addition a number of 
flesh wounds On his face. 

President Grévy performed the usual cere- 
monial attending the hagading of the red beret- 
tus to the three new French Cardinals created at 
the recent Papal Consistory. Cardinal Bernadon 
responded for his colleagues. He said: * This 
new dignity gives a still more sacred character 
to our obligations towards the church and 
France. As French Cardinals we will not cease 
to pray to God for France. We shali teach 
according to Cprist obedience tothe laws, divine 
and human, and respect for established autnor- 
ity.” President Grévy replied, thanking the 
Curdinal forthe sentiments expressed on their 
bebalf, which, he said, reconciled the interests 
of the church and those‘of France,

DR. HOLMES HONORED. 

Lonpon, June 17.—Honorary degrees 
were conferred upor Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes’ 
at Cambridge to-day in the presence of a brilliant 
assemblage. There was great cheering when 
the public orator in a laudatory Latin speech 
presented the degrees to Dr. Holmes. The 
orator described Dr. Holmes as one combining 
enthusiasm for science and distinction in litera- 
ture, and as gifted with skill in the hegiing art, 
eloquence, and song. Several felicitous refer- 
ences were made to “The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table” and other of Dr. Holmes's 
works. The orator told a story of a party of 
English travelers deliberately taking ‘*The Au- 
tocrat’ with them as their sole literary resource., 
during a long holiday in a remote district of 
Norway. He remarked that to-day was the an-, 
hivereary of the buttie of Bunker Hill, and also 
of the death of Addison.

A TRAIN THROWN FROM A TRESTLE 
THREE MEN KILLED OUTRIGHT. 

FoxzsureG, Penn., June 17.—Point Creek 
trestle, on the Pittsburg and Western Railroad, 
near here, was the scene of a terrible railroad 
accident Jast night. by which three persons lost 
their lives and another was so badly injured that 
recovery is doubtful. The axle on a middle car of 
along freight train broke just as the train was 
on the centre of the trestle, and the entire train 
of 20 cars was thrown into the creek 40 feet 


below. <A Jarge portion of the trestle- 
work was carried with the falling train. 
Four of the crew were buried in the 
débris, the fifth, Conductor Kime, escaping 
serious injury by jumping.

This isa movement 
on the part of the State officials to give the State 
securities a giit-edged character.

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PRISCILLA WINS AGAIN: 
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THE NEW-YORK REGATTA,. 

THE CUTTER BEDOUIN THE SECOND BOAT, 
IN THE FLEET—VARIABLE WINDS AND 
A HEAVY SQUALL 

The forty-first annual regatta of the 
New-York Yacht Club was eailed yesterday, 
with a fleet of 26 vessels, over the usual course. 
The Signal Service Bureau predicted variable 
winds, and the prediction was verified in a man- 
ner fitted to satisfy the most fastidious kind 6f 
taste. All kinds of winds blew in all sorts of di- 
rections, and there was every variety of Sum- 
mer weather, from sunshine and flat calm to, 
rain and a moderate squall. Mr. Cass Can- 
ficld’s iron sloop Priscilla again went to the 
front and staid there to the finish. The Atlantic 
came in second of the big sioops, the Puritan 
third, andthe Mayflower fourth. The big cut- 
ter Bedouin not only won in her own class, bua 
clearly outsailed everything in the race except 
the Priscilla. Inthe third class for single stick- 
ers the little cutter Clara again showed herself 
to be a magnificent boat, beating all her com- 
petitors and all those in the class above her, ex- 
cept the Bedouin. The Fortuna won in the 
keel schooner class, and the Grayling among the 
centre-board schooners, 

A great fleet of vessels gathered in the Bay to 
see the contest. Conspicuous among them was 
the little phenomenon the Stiletto. She has had 
her masts taken out, her pilothouse removed,: 
her smokestack cut down, and has been painted 
lead color, so that she has now a more sinister 
appearance than ever. Other steam yachts pres« 
ent were the Atalanta, Electra,Corsair, Stranger, 
Viola, Nooya, Wanda, Sentinel, Norma, Tillie, 
(late Polynia,) Orienta, Puzzie, Lucille, Empress, 
Vidette, Cora, Vision, and Lagonda. The 
steamboats Grand Republic, Morgan, Sylvester, 
Black Bird,Cygnus,Osseo, and General Sedgwick 
and the police boat Patrol also carried down 
spectators. The Grand Republic was covered 
with people so that each deck was Diack as 
if with myriads of black ants, The tugs R. 8. 
Carter, James Watt, Harry Roussel, Joseph 
Stickney, Minnie, Delaware, Cyclops, Standard, 
Commodore Duryea, and F. W. Vosburgh, the 
navy yard tug Catulpa, und the steam lighter 
Star also bad large parties on board. Amory 
the other vessels that went out to see the race 
were the schooner yachts Intrepid, Crusader, 
Nokomis, Ibis, Wave Crest, and Tidal Wave, the 
sloops White Wing, Outvie, and Loie. and tie 
yawis Cythera and Mascotte. Tne Gracie, which 
sailed in the race, had some distinguished spec- 
tators aboard in the persons of the young Bra-, 
zilian Prince, Dom Augusto Leopoldo, Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha; Commodore Luiz Philippe 
de Saldanba da Gama, and the Brazilian Consul,' 
Dom Salvadoro Mendonca. ! 

The sky was gray and the water a leaden tint 
when the judges’ boat, the E. Luckenbach,’ 
steamed down to the starting point. Theair 
was warm and moist and there were occasional 
patches of blue in the sky. Altogether the 
weather looked unsettled. The big sloops and 
schooners and their smaller companions began 
to move slowly around off Owi’s Head when the 
tug got into position. A light, coquettish wind, 
was blowing from the south when the starting 
signal was given, and the yachts stretched their 
necks for the line. The cutter Clara picked up 
her copper-trimmed heels and bowled over the 
line first, closely followed by the Thetia. The 
Puritan was the first of the big sloops, the 
Priscilla was second, and the Atlantic, a long 
distance behind the Puritan, was third. The 
Mayflower slid across the line lastof the big 
ones and nearly the last of all in the race. 

It was a dead beat to windward getting out of 
the Narrows. Such a wilderness of fleecy canvas 
is rarely seen there. The white sails bellied out 
and the boats heeled over gently as they moved 
slowly and silently through the water. The em-, 
erald slopes of Staten Island and the shelving. 
shores of Fort Hamilton were dottea with human 
forms, while the water on each side of the 
tleet was churned into dancing foam by scores 
of paddletwheels and screws. Outside the Nar- 
rows the Lttle Espirito was booming along ahead: 
of the fleet, while the jean figure of the wily 
Bedouin was crowding up to windward and send- 
ing twosilver ribbons away from under her bows. 
The sun was peering faintly through the clouds 
and custing indistinct shadows. The sky wasa 
patchwork of blue, white, and gray, like a great 
crazy quilt, while away over by Staten Island an: 
ominous bank of fog !oomed hke the bastions of ' 
some celestial rampart. In ashort time the sun’ 
came out brighter, and bathed in silver the tail 
Bedouin, now tearing away up to windward and 
leading the fleet. Off to the west was a skurry- 
ing rabble of steamboats, tugs, and steam 
yachts, with the uncanny Stiletto rushing madly 
through the water and past them all. 

Heavy clouds came swirling up from over the 
Higbliands as the Bedouin went spinning around 
the Southwest Spit Buoy. A roar of steam 
whistles and a thunder of guns greeted her as 
she lifted her head to the incoming seas and 
plunged boldly seaward. The Long Branch 
steamer St. Johns ran outof her course to salute 
the gliding Arab and the iron Priscilla that 
swiftly pursued her. The little Clara, flying like 
a frightened bird, flashed round the buoy and 
was royally saluted by all the assembled boats. 
The sloops all whizzed along, followed by the 
stately schoon3rs. soon all were pointing their 
long noses into the east, where little blotches of 
blue sky and white clouds were showing be- 
tween long, serried streaks of foreboding gray. 
The water was 2 mottled brown and green, save 
where passing boats filiedit with shimmering 
silver and flying snow. 

And now the fleet was scattered, the leaders 
tearing away to windward and getting their 
bows more and more to the south as they felt 
the increased force of the breeze. Away to the 
northward the Grand Republic rose,a gigantic 
wart upon the face of nature, followed by 4 
hissing rabble of steam craft. Thus they all 
burried along toward the lightship, which the 
i pot from Delaware rounded first 
amid a salvo of light artillery and; 
a whooping of steam whistles. Now the 
clouds that bad been assembling in the 
heavens, like Apollyon, straddled quite 
across the breadth of the way. They joined 
and opened their sluices, and down came the 
rain in torrents. ‘he sea took on a strange, new 
light, like an unreal dawn, and ali the waves 
ran shivering under the stinging drops. Tne 
wind piped to quarters and let goa broadside 
from tke southward. A great, gray gloom set-« 
tied upon the ocean. Sea and sky joined, and 
all the world seemed Jost in a mist, through 
which the pale yachts stalked like grim spectres. 

Suddenly there was a vision of ftlying foam, 
thrown wildly outin tumbled masses of yeasty 
spume; a quivering column.of oily, black 
smoke; a lightning streak of dull gray, and: 
something had gone rushing like a mad flend 
through the gbastiy gloom. It was that incar- 
nation of marine deviltry, the Stilleto, teariug: 
away to the westward, as if the gates of purga-' 
tory were yawning behind her. Nothing 
ever looked more weird than she _ did 
then. For a moment she distracted attention 
from the race, and then she vanisned. “Now the 
Priscilla and Bedouin, booming along, were 
nearing the Scotiand Lightship on their return 
trip. Suddenly the wind swung sharp around to 
the northwest. ‘hunder bellowed and rumbled 
over the shoresof Long Island. The rain, which 
had slackened for atime, came down with re- 
doubled fury. ‘he wind blew a squall, so that 
prudent Capt. Stone took down the Mayflower’s. 
topsail and luffed close in the wind. The other 
feiiows hung on for grim death. So aid the fel-' 
lows on the Grand Republic. They could nat 
move, because they were packed like sardines. 
They were more or Jess wet. 

Now anotber change came over the spirit of 
thescene. The rain ceased and the wind fell 
asleep. The Priscilia’s sails hung jimp and life« 
less. The scattered tieet Jooked as if it bad been 
driven hither and thither by a cycione, so far 
were the leaders ahead of those at the other end. 
Presentiy tbere was more rain. It lasted only a 
little while, aud then the sun came out. Two 
rainbows, one above the other, formed away of 
to the southeast and stood out clearly aguipss 
the dark purpie clouds. The Priscilla was near- 
ing Buoy No. 8% on her homeward trip and the 
Bedouin was behind her. The others were out- 
side of the Hook. When the Priscijla rounded 
the buoy all the steam vessels were 
huddled around it, and they —veuted 
their delirious joy in a series of yelps 
and wanes and bangs that was almost 
apalling. Tne Luckenbach steamed up to the 
finishing point and waited for the yachts to 
come along. Out came the sun, botter than a 
political campaign the week before election. 
Down went the wind, and pretty soon it lookea 
as if there was going to be a cheap and inferior 
order of drifting once more. But the wind, 
finding that tbe sun was going under acloud 
once more, took beart of grace and breathed 
sottly, but steadiiy,and so eventually wafted 
all the big yachts Some. The steam vessels 
Piayed several sections of an uupublished opera 
by Wagner as the leaders came in, and the steam 
yachts split the air of heaven into seven differ- 
ent kinds of gas with their brass cannons. 

M. Roosevelt Schuyler’s new cutter Delvin 
crossed the line, but her time was mot taken, 
because she was On the deck of the City of Rome, 
having been purchased in England by Mr.’ 
Schuylerand shipped by the big steamer. The 
decks of the City of Rome were biack with 
peopic, all of whom appeared to be greatly 
futerested in the race, as did also those-on th¢ 
outgoing White Star steamer Germanic.

RACING IN A SQUALL. 

The regatta was sailed by a fleet of 20 
yachts, 15 sivops, und Sschooners. The course 
was trom Owl’s Mend, Bay Ridge, through the 
Narrows between Forts Lafayette and Wads- 
worth, dowa the Lower Bay in a southerly di-

The preparatory signal was given.at 10:50,-and 
the starting signa) at 11 o’clock. The starters 
were the big sloops Mayflower, owned by Gen. 
Charles J. Paine; Atlantic, William Ziegler and 
pthers; Priscilla, A. Cass Canfield; Puritan, J. 
Malcolm Forbes; the schooners Dauntless, Cald- 
well H. Colt; Republic, Wright Duryea; Gitana, 
William F. Weld; Fortuna, Henry 8S. Hovey; 
Bperanza, William HH. Collender; Montauk, 
John KE. Brooks; Ruth, Henry Marguand; 
Grayling, Latham A. Fish; second class. sloops— 
Gracie, Joseph P. Earle; Becouin, (cutter,) 
Archibald Rogers; Fanny, William R. Travers; 
Thetis, Henry Bryant; third class sloops— W hile- 
away. G. F. Randolph; Vivid, T. N. Motley; 
Athlon, Rear-Commodore Jobn C. Barron; Cin- 
derella, William E. Iselin; Gaviota, G. M. Ed- 
wards; Clara, (cutter,) Charles Sweet; Bertie, 
Frederic Gallatin; Regnia, Ralph N. Ellis;

The outlook at the start was rather unpropi- 
tious. The weather was warm and cloudy, with 
every promise of rain and doubtful prospect of 
wind. There was a light southerly breeze in the 
Upper Bay and the tide was at the first of tne 
ebb. Tne body of the fleet was massed 
to the westward and southward of the 
coaggr boat, and was standing for the 
ine on the starboard tack. The Thetis, Puri- 
tan, and Gracie, almost abreast, the The- 
tis to the windward, led this division, and be- 
hind them came, in the order named, the 
Bedouin, the Priscilla, and the schooner Gitana, 
and some distance in the rear was the Atlantic. 
North of the stakeboat, which was anchored to 
the east of the judges’ boat, was a cluster of 
littie fellows standing for the line on the port 
tack. The leaders were the cutter Clara and 
sioop Esperito. Between these two divisions 
and north of the line were the Dauntless and 
other schooners and the big sloop Mayflower. 

The Clara was the first yacht to cross. She 

as followed by the Thetis of the western 
division and the Esperito of the eastern. The 
Puritan was the third boat. She went over on 
the starboard tack, having blanketed the Gracie 
and forced her to pay off and stand over by the 
stake boat, and thus lose the opportunity of 


going over on the starboard tack. The 
followers of the Puritan over the line 
were the Bedouin, Daphne, Priscilla, Ath- 
lon, Regina, Fanny, Gitana, and Gracie. The 


Atlantic was the nineteenth boat to cross and 
the Mayflower was the twenty-third. These two 
big sloops crossed on opposite tacks, the Atlan- 
tic on the starvoard, standing for the Bay Ridge 
shore, and the Mayflower on the port, standing 
for Staten Island. The Atlantic winded the 
Mayfiower as the latter was crossing the line 
and went about on her weather bow. 

Tbe schooner Speranza was the only boat 
handicapped, and she was so badly bandicapped 
as practically to be out of the race from the 
start. All of the yachts carried club topsails, 
but as the direction of the wind made it a beat 
throuch the Narrows, littie jib topsails were 
set in the placeof big ones. All of the yachts 
after crossing the line reached over to Staple- 
ton, Staten Island, on the port tack, and then 
went about and stood for Fort Lafayette on the 
starboard tack. By 11:30 the leaders were well 
below the Narrows, andin the Lower Bay each 
yacht seemed to find a different streak of wind. 
The more fortunate were the Bedouin, Priscilla, 
Mayfiower, Clara, and Esperito. They caught it 
fresher from the southeast after one or two 
tacks, and were abie to lay their course for 
Buoy No. 10. Generally speaking the yachts 
that stood over to the eastward below Coney 
Island Point secured the most favorable slant, 
but at the same time the little sloop Esperita 
was plowing straight down the West Bauk amid 
asmother of foam, and for three-fourths of the 
way to that mark was the leader of the fleet, 
Some of the boats, including the Atlantic, stood 
pver into the mouth of Gravesend Bay, and ap- 
peared to find a baffling wind from the south or 
southwest, and others that hugged the Staten 
Island shore seemed to fare no better. 

By noon the fleet was strung out into two long 
lines—one along the West Bank, the other a mile 
to the eastward, with stragglers tacking to and 
fro between. The eastward line, which, being 
to the windward, bad the advantage, was led by 
the Bedouin, with the little cutter Clara second, 
Gracie third, Priscilla fourth, and Puritan fiftn. 
The Mayflower was walking through the Puri- 
tan's lee, and the Atiantic was far astern. The 
western line was led by the Esperito, with the 
Thetis, Cinderella, and others giving hot chase, 
As the yachts neared the Horseshoe they found 
the wind strengthening, and the leaders thereby 
secured a great advantage over the stern 
chasers. The wind being southeast at Buoy 
No. 10,the yachts, instead of hauling up at 
that mark, had to stand on toward the High- 
lands, and go about well below, in order to 
fetch Buoy No. 8%. Some yachts being far to 
the windward of others, their time of passing 
Buoy No. 10 afforded a very poor criterion of 
their relative positions. The leaders passed as

The Gracie was, however, far to the leeward. 
The Maytiower, Cinderella, and Thetis came 
afterward as they arenamed.

The Bedouin’s position as leader of the fleet 
created hardly less astonishment than that the 
wonderfui little cutter Clara should be follow- 
ing so close on the heels of the big sloop Priscilla. 
As to the{Priscilla, everybody acknowledged that 
she was doing well. But the Mayflower was evi- 
dently doing better, as she had started far be- 
hind the iron sloop. As tothe Puritan, the only 
question that she suggested was ** What can be 
the matter with her?” As the Atlantic was no- 
where, apparently, many declared that she had 
gone to Bayonne for oysters. 

Outside of the Hook there was a whole-sail 
breeze from the south and some seu. For the 
Bedouin, Priscilla, and Atlantic the stretch from 
Buey No.5 to the lightship was one long reach, 
while for the rest of the fleet it was one long leg 
and a short one. The Bedouin maintained 
the leading position for more than_ haif 
the way out, but the Priscilla finally 
wrested it from her. These two had a 
long lead of the rest of the fleet. The 
Mayflower was third, but she had sagged too far 
tothe leeward to fetch the lightship without 
tacking, and the Puritan, which had done like- 
wise, wasfourth. The Atiantic was still far be- 
hind, but she was well up to the windward and 
was flying over the waterasif she had just let 
herself loose to show what she coulddo, Just 
as the Priscillawas rounding the lightship the 
Atlantic took in her club topsail. There was a 
squall making up to the southward, and Capt. 
Joe had no notion of risking histopmast. Upto 
this time all the boats had held on to this sky- 
ecraping sail, but now they became very active 
in following the Atlantic’s example, the Pris- 
cilla, Bedouin, Puritan, and Mayflower alone 
disdaining to shorten sail. 

After the Priscilla rounded the lightship anda 
set ber balloon jib topsail for the run home, the 
Luckenbach had toscurry back to make sure of 
being at the finish before her, anda fog coming 
up from sea shortly afterward and obscuring 
the lightship, only six yachts could be made out 
in therounding. These were:

At 1:45 the squall broke, the yachts which had 
beid on to their clubs, hustied them in, except- 
ing, however, the Priscillaand Beaouin. But 
there was more rain than wind in the squall, and 
no damage was done byit. At 2:02 the Priscilla, 
and soor after the Bedouin, ran into a shift of 
wind to the southwest, which, necessitating a 
beat into the Hook, brought down balloon jib 
topsails. The Bedouin’s got loose at the tack, 
feil partly into the water, and came near being 
lost. A short distance west of the Fairaway 
Buoy to the Gedney Channel the Priscilla was 
becalmed, while the yachts in the rear held a 
fair breeze fora while. They lost the wind soon 
afterward, and then for the second time during 
the day each yacht seemed to get a different 
streak of wind. The Mayflower at one time 
headed for Rockaway, and took in her bailoon 
jib topsail, and her gaff topsail as well, a fact 
which led many persons to suppose that she had 
had amishap. She came along all right though 
in theend. The Puritan and Atlantic kept to- 
gether, and the latter took the leap before they 
Were in shore of the Scotland Lightship. 

The wind, after vacillating between northwest 
and west, finally settled down to southwest, and 
torced the yachts to beat back to buoy No. 10. 
From that point they came home free, with light 
sails set, all but the Priscilla sending out spin- 
nakers. The Priscilla was the first boat to finish, 
and baving a good lead of the Atlantic, the sec- 
ond big eae to get home, she is the winner, 
uniess on a remeasurement of the Bedouin, 
which was close behind her, it should be found 
that the cutter belongs to the first class. If it 
should prove that she does belong to that class 
by reason of measuring over 70 feet on the water 
line, she will getthe prize. The Puritan finished 
fourth, the little Clara fifth, and the Mayflower 
sixth. The Priscilla beats the Atlantic 13m. 10s., 
corrected time, while the Atlantic beats jthe Pu- 
ritan 10m., actual time, and the Mayflower about

LIVING PAST THE CENTURY. 





AN IRISHWOMAN WHO CLAIMED TO BE IN 
HER 105TH YEAR. 

Shantytown, as the territory lying be- 
tween Central Park and Fourth-avenue, north 
of Eightieth-street, is cailed, seems to be con- 
ducive to longevity. Within the past 12 years 
Joseph F. Smith, the undertaker, of Third-ave- 
nue, has buried half a dozen centenarians from 
its precincts, und on Saturday will bury Mrs, 
Joanna Kenealy, who died yesterday morning 
in her one hundred and fifth year. She claimed 
that she was born in the County Cork, Ireland, 
on Christmas Day, 1781. Her maiden name was 
O'Brien, and she was twice married. Her first 
husband, Cornelius Allen. died more than 40 
years ago, and then she married Timothy Ken- 
ealy, who was employed by the Department of 
Public Works in this city for many years, and 
died 12 years ago at the age of 90 or more years. 
Mrs. Kenealy came to this country about 70 
years agoand soon after Kenealy’s death she 
went back to Ireland with a niece of her cousin, 
Mrs. Simon Sullivan, at whose home on Fourth- 
avenue, near Ninety-seventh-street, she died. 
She did not like Ireland, however, and in a week 
or two left it for this country again. 

Since her return she has lived with different 
people in Shantytown, and for the past three 
yoars has made her home with the Sullivans. 
Only a few —_ ago one of her brothers died in 
Ireland at the age, as she asserted. of 107 years. 
She was a woman of great vitality, and up to 
Wednesday walked about among her neighbors 
with an almost youthfulstep. On Sunday lastshe 
seemed to have some premonition of her death, 
for she toid a neighbor, Daniel Mulcahey, that 
she would not be alive on another Sunday. She 
had a remarkable memory and could talk by the 
hour of the different incidents of her life. As 
she lay in the icebox in the littie home of the 
Sullivans, last night, she did not appear to be 
more than 70 years old. Her strong, intelligent 
facc was deeply indented with wrinkies, but her 
hair was as brown asin her young girlish days, 
when she romped about the green fields of her 
native land. She will be buried in-Calvary Cem- 
etery. 








BROKE DOWN IN THE TUNNEL,

THE GRAND CENTRAL STATION, 


A train which left the Grand Central 
Station at 5:18 o’clock last evening was stopped 
at Seventy-second-street by the disabling of the 
engine, and it was delayed an hour and five 
minutes. About 300 persons were in the cars 
bound for White Piains and intermediate sta- 
tions. The oflicials at the Grand Central 
Station made little of the accident. The engi- 
neer, they said, discovered that the main crank 
pin on the Jeft side ofthe engine had broken off 
close to the front driving wheel, and had let 


cown the main and parallel driving rods, He 
stopped the train before it bad gone‘three car- 
lengths, and there was only trifling damage. 
No one, so the officials said, was injured, but the 
police reported that Stephen Hillman, of No. 34 
East Fourteenth-street, wasiso hurt that he went 
bome. No one of that name could be found at 
the address given. 

The accident occurred on the main north 
track, in the main tunnel. The passengers 
were frightened and nervous, as were those on a 
Peekskill train. which was blocked and delayed 
40 minutes. The trains had to be backed to 
Fifty-third-street, where the disabled engine’s 
other parallel rod was taken off, and it went to 
the roundhouse witbout assistance, while another 
engine picked up the delayed train. The dis- 
abled engine can be repaired for less than $500. 
The delay in getting the White Plains train 
off after the accident was on account of its situ- 
ation in the tunnel, which prevented an engine 
from “going round” it and the disabled engine 
from going ahead and switching back.

BOSTON’S SCHOOL SYSTEM 


THE PRESENT BOARD MERELY A 
COSTLY INCUBUS, 
| 4 MEMBER-ATTACKS‘IT‘AND:SAYS IT SHOULD 
BE ABOLISHED—DEFECTS IN THE EXIST- 
ING MANAGEMENT. 

Bosron, June 17.—Boston’s-chief pride is 
in her schools. Boston’s schoois are managed by 
a School Committee. That isa fact about which 
there is no question. Is the School Board the 
best method for managing these schools? That 
is a fact about which there is much question. 
Indeed, many of the best informed in municipal 
affairs contend that the School Board is a useless 
body, and should be abolished. A day or two 
ago I met a member of the Boston School Board 
and asked him what he thought of the matter, 
and rousing himself he said with considerable 
animation, “* Why, there is not a particle of 
doubt in my mind that the whole School Board 
is a useless piece of machinery. I don’t believe 
that the board has any business for existence at 
all, and I, as a citizen of Boston, a taxpayer, and 
a member of the School Board itself, unhesitat- 
ingly say that the whole thing should be abol- 
ished. I believe that the school affairs of the 
city of Boston should be managed by a head of 
department, the same as any other of the im- 
portant municipal boards of the city are man- 
aged. The work is all routine work that the 
board has to do with. The practical part of reg- 
ulating the schools is conducted through: the 
Superintendent and Secretary and Auditor, aided 
by the Board of Supervisors. In my opinion the 
only thing really that the School Board has to do 
is to consent to or carry out suggestions which 
emanate from the Superintendent and Board of 
Supervisors. Under this School Board system 
the expenses of education in the city of Boston 
have grown to enormous proportions—indeed, 
out of ail comparison with what they ought to 


be—and there has never been any disposition 
shown toward a reduction of expenses so far as 
I can see. Indeed these expenses are now higher 
per capita than anywhere in the United States, 
or in the whole world, for that matter. 

* Just think of the enormous outlay in the 
Truancy Office. I believe that that whole de- 
partment could be abolished without any detri- 
ment to the public schools of Boston. This de- 
partment is now composed of some 17 officers 
which, in my estimation, represent 17 sine- 
cures. The salaries of these truant officers 
amounted to $20,700 last year. Now, I claim that 
in that one item the city of Boston could be 
saved that amvuunt. In what way? Weil, I 
would simply transfer the duties assigned to the 
truant officers to the Police Department, where 
they properly belong. The police can do this 
work much more efficiently, because each officer 
knows every boy on his beatand knows whether 
they should be at school or not and whether 
they are there or not, because they see the boys 
every day ortwo. Truant officers, on the other 
band, simply look up the cases when they are 
required to do so, and sometimes days elapse be- 
fore their attention is called to the matter. It 
would impose no additional labor worth speak- 
ing of upon the police, and would insure a more 
a and proper eoforcement of the truancy 
aws. 

“In proof of my statement that the board 
could be entirely dispensed with I need only to 
mention that the sessions last on an average 
only about half an hour ateach meeting, which 
is held fortnightly. I, for my part, bave no 
doubt that the work would be done much more 
satisfactorily if the whole board were abolished, 
and there 1s one point 1n its favor—it would take 
the whole thing out of party politics. There is 
one thing to be said about the board, that the 
appropriations that they have asked for, or 
‘rather the Committee on Accounts has asked 
for, have always been larger from year to year. 
In other words, there has always been a tend- 
ency to increase instead of reducing expendi- 
tures, and as an illustration of the foresight 
usedin making their calculations of expendi- 
tures last year there was a surplus of $40,000 
which remained unused, and which, I think, re- 
verted to the sinking fund. While one cannot 
commend their foresight, yet it may be an in- 
genious scheme for increasing the city’s sinking 
fund. However,1 merely state the tact, and 
leave the citizens to draw their own conclusions. 
Under this system the net rate per scholar is 
$26 81 per year, and last year there was ex- 
pended for new schools pees, 108 15. Then 
see what sum is paid out in salaries for a Super- 
iutendent and a corps of Supervisors. I have 
watched that matter pretty closely, and, in my 
humble opinion, the Superintendent is the only 
man who earns his salary, and I do not see what 
necessity there 1s for the Supervisors. And that 
brings to mind the fact that quite a number of 
the teachers in our public schools are non-res- 
idents of the city otf Boston, and,iflam not 
mistaken, even some of the Supervisors do not 
pay taxes in Boston. Idon’t know how you 
feel about that matter, but I believe it is wrong, 
and works a hardship on others who are in the 
city’s employ. I cannot see why policemen, 
tiremen, and otiver city officials should be re- 
quired to live within the city limits and an ex- 
ception made in the case of School Board em- 
ployes. I remember that some time ago my 
friend Harvey N. Collison offered an order in 
the Common Council looking toward remedying 
this matter by requiring that all city employes 
should live within the boundaries of the city, 
but it never became an ordinance. The head 
masters, too, require a good deal of attention. 
Do you know the salary paid toa head master? I 
don’t suppose that one citizen in ten knows the 
salary that is paidto the head masters, and yet 
it is something over $3,500a year. Why, 1t is 
out of all proportion. When you consider the 
matter Ithink that you will agree with me that 
there are very few men who receive so large a 
salary for any such grade of work. I know 
there is a good deal of sentimentalism about the 
glorious profession of teaching, about training 
up the youth of our land in the way they should 
goand all such rot. But it’s ali bosh. 1 saw 
those head masters together for the first time of 
my life at the rooms of the School Board about 
five weeks ago and I never saw a more uninter- 
esting set of menin my life, and as for ideas, 
well, I listened to their discussions and, so far as 
ideas were concerned, I must say that they were 





‘mighty conspicuous by their absence. The 
Supervisors get the same __ salaries as 
the head masters, but of them it can 


be said that they do a little something, 
whereas the head-masters do not, or, if they 
do, I have never discovered just what it is. 
But, after saying that the whole system is 
wrong, itseems hardly necessary to go onto 
show that abuses have grown up under it, Any- 
body can see what these abuses are if he will 
take the trouble tolook. Take the curriculum 
of studies adopted by the city of Boston, lL 
must say there are a great many excellent 
things taughtin our schools, but I must aiso 
say that there are many things worse than use- 
less, not only wasting; the time and energy of 
the pupil, but positively hurtful in their influ- 
ence. There are branches of study that ought 
never to be taught tochildren at the ages at 
which they are taught, andl am sorry to saya 
great many branches are omitted which might 
prove of immense value to scholars in after life. 
While speaking of studies I suppose I might as 
well mention a little incident which happened a 
few days ago. fellow-member of the School 
Committee asked me if I had any text books 
which I wished to sell. I said no; bave no 
text books excepting the specimens which have 
been given to me as a wember of the 
committee. Why do youask? Well, he replied, 
a gentleman came into my office to-aay and asked 
me if I had any text books tosell. I was sur- 
prised that he should come to me for such a pur- 
poss and asked him why he should think that I 

ad any school books for sale, He said, oh well, 
I knew you were a member of the School Board, 
and I have been buying books from other mem- 
bers and i iy you might have some you 
wanted tosell. i told him no, I didn’t think I bad 
any right to sell the books that 1,as a member 
of the School Committee, received from the city 
of Boston, and wish I could. find out any mem- 
ber who was selling them. I wanted him to tell 
me the name but he wouldn't, and that's why I 
ask you, thinking you might be the fellow or 
might know who he is, for 1 want to find out 
who the member is, 

““Ireminded him again that I was not in the 
bookselling business and felt as anxious as he 
to find out who was. 

* However, I was not altogether startled by 
this information, I remember some time ago 
talking with a gentleman who is Chairman ot 
the School Committee of one of the suburban 
towns. That gentleman told me that a certain 
publishing house wrote him suggesting pretty 
plainly that if he caused certain of their publi- 
cations to be adopted as text books to be used 
in the schoolsin his charge they would gee that 
it was to his advantage. My friend promptly 
wrote back a rather severe letter asking for an 
explanation. In response he received a very 
mild letter, somewhat apologetic in its tone, 
and the same afternoon he received the letter 
the agent himeelf cailed upon him, and said that 
he thought it best to call and explain rather than 
to put in writing the fact that he simply meant 
to offer a gift to my friend. He thereupon told 
him that 1f he would secure the introduction 
of these text books he would pay him a certain 
lump sum in cash and accrtain percentage on 
the number of books, being the same arrange- 
ment that he had made with Mr. —-, of the 
Boston School Board, for a like service. But 
what’s the use of talking? The board is made 
up mainly of old fossils who have been there for 
the past 10 or 15 years. The younger and more 
energetic members are not numerous enough to 
have any weight. I cannot imagine what dis- 
aster might come toour public schools, the way 
the School Board isrun, if it were not for the 
fact of the three very efficient officers in the 
persons of Secretary Bates, Auditor Porter, and 
Superintendent Seaver, for I consider them 
thoroughly conscientious and efficient. To sum 
up, I believe that the whole system of managing 
our schools herein Boston is wrong, and the 
quickest, suresé and best way to correct it is to 
abolish the School Committee and make a school 
department, es a like other departments, to 
the chief executive magistrate, as other depart- 

ments are.”

THOMPSON OUT OF MONEY. 


PAWNING HIS WATCH ON THE DAY OF THE! 
TRAGEDY—ARRIVAL OF HIS FATHER. 

Evidence corroborative of the theory 
that Winfield B. Thompson, who shot his wife 
and himself at the Sturtevant House.on Tues- - 
day because he was-out of money, appeared 
yesterday upon an examination of the young 
man’s effects at the Sturtevant House. They 
were contained in a valise, where, among a 
somewhat scant but neat lot of clothing, were 
found three pawn tickets,a memorandum of 
money borrowed, and a letter, all of which 
proved that Thompson was hard pressed, and 
that his father did not know of his marriage. 

One of the pawn tickets showed that on Sat- 
urday Thompson obtained $3 62 on an opera 
glass at a Sixth-avenue loan office, and that on 
the day of the murder he pawned his watch for 
$2 60 in a Seventh-avenue pawn shop. Thisshop 
is near Twenty-seventh-street, and it was doubt- 
less there that Thompson went when he excused 
himselt from his wife and Mra. Pratt at Stern 
Brothers on Tuesday, rejoining them with the 
pistol in his pocket. Tbere was another ticket 
for two rings pawned on June 20, 1885, for $5. 
The memorandum of money borrowed contained 
the following: ‘$250, Shaw; $15, King; $25.

In the letter from his father, dated at Kansas 
City on June 10, the father suid his own mar- 
riage was postponed and that his parish had 
voted him an extra $1,000 for his trip to Europe.

A manuscript poem 
of eight stanzas, in a morbid vein, writ- 
ten by a finer hand than Thompscn wrote, 
was also among the effects. The trunk 
contained only the bride’s outfit, which was 
complete and well ordered, although not large. 
A fine leather card case from “* Rutie,” a set of 
gold studs from “ Rosie,” and several merit cer- 
tificates awarded her in 1874 when she attended 
Grammar School No? 17, together with a bunch 
of letters from girl friends, Jay in the trunk. 
The father’s letter to the young man and a wed- 
ding invitation were addressed to him as ‘* Dr.” 
W. B. Thompson, indicating that he had de- 
ceived others besides his father in regard to the 
medice! studies he never pursued, 

Charles W. Scovell, of Pittsburg, came to the 
city yesterday morning. He is a lawyer and 
was a friend of young Thompson when he at- 
tended the Wesleyan University. He was ad- 
mitted to Thompson’s bedside at the hospital. 
They did not talk about the motive for the 
shooting, but Thompson was anxious that his 
friends should get his effects and that the bride’s 
family should be helped in paying her funeral 
expenses. Mr. Scovell went to the Coroner’s 
office and arranged to go to the hotel in the 
evening and get the things. Afterward he con- 
cluded to wait until this morning. 

Thompson sutfered no special change yester- 
day. He was dosed with opiates so that he 
could barely keep awake. Toward evening Drs. 
Markoe, Bull, and Adams consulted about the 
case, and decided that it was hopeless until the 
peritonitis could be relieved by the extraction 
of the ball that entered the breast, Should he 
live until morning an operation will probably 
be performed for that purpose. After the 
doctors left him Thompson dozed quietly for two 
hours or s0. Then he was roused by the arrival 
of his father, who reached the city at 7 o’clock 
and proceeded$ at once to the hospital. J. D. 
Armour, of Kansas City, the son who lives in 
Chicago, and Lawyer Scovell attended him. Tne 
tather bore up bruvely to the entrance to the 
hospital, where he faltered, and needed the aid 
of his son and Mr. Armour to ascend the 
steps. He recovered quickly in the lower 
hall, and went to the ward apparently 
composed. The greetings at the bedside were 
quiet, after which a low conversation went on 
foran hour. The visitors then hurried from the 
hospital with nothing to say about the inter- 
view. It was s0 late that the inspection of the 
effects at the hotel was at that time postponed 
until to-day.

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SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ MONUMENT. 

New-Haven, Conn., June 17.—The cor- 
nerstone of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument 
was laid on East Rock this afternoon, and in 
spite of the rain 5,000 persons gathered tosee the 
ceremony. Gen. Frank D. Sloat, acting as Chair- 
man of the Monument Committee, invited the 
Grand Army to lay the cornerstone, and Com- 
mander Simeon J. Fox, of Admiral Foote Post, 


replied briefly for the order. The cornerstone, a 
massive granite block, 6 feet by 4 and 18 inches 
deep, was then swung into position under the 
supervision of Commanders Fox, Gleeson, and 
Weidig, of Posts Nos. 17, 52, and 76, of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and Commander Farn- 
ham, of Camp No. 1 of the Sons of Veterans. 
The Stars and Stripes were run up on astaff 
erected in the centre of the monument site. 
While the spectators cheered the band played 
“The Star Spangied Banner,’ and a national 
salute of 88 guns was fired from the city’s brass 
cannon stationed on Indian Head. Govy. Harri- 
son spoke briefly, as did Selectman John L. 
Treat, representing the town of New-Haven, 
and President Kieiner, of the Councilmen, rep- 
resenting the city. Three hundred school children 
sang and the crowd by this time dispersed. The 
monument when completed will be over 100 feet 
high. It is to cost $60,000. 


ARRESTED FOR FORGERY. 

MeErrpeEnN, Conn., June 17.—William J. 
Johnson, an insurance agent, was arrested this 
afternoon on the charge of forgery. For the 
last few years he has been the agent for several 
insurance companies, and was supposed to be 
carryingon a prosperous business. A little over 
a year ago he assumed the agency for the West- 
chester Fire Insurance Company of New-York, 


but before doing so was compelled to give a 
bond for $500. He became indebted to this 
company to the amount of $400, and yesterday 
an agent came here to realize on the bond of 
£500 given by Johnson and signed by Thomas 
Maguire, James Fannon, and Johnson himself. 
The sureties’ names were forged, and it has been 
ascertained that Johnson obtained possession of 
a notary’s seal, unknown to the owner, amd 
affixed the seal to his fraudulent bond. Johnson 
does not deny his guilt, but says he can make up 
the amount due the company, He isa popular 
man, and is in great demand as a tenor singer. 











THE CROPS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
RarteieH, N. C., June 17.—The wheat, 
oat, and rye crops were never better in: this 
State than now. There is a larger acreage than 
last year and the yield will be at least a third 
larger. Corn is looking well, and but for the 
tremendous rains in the western counties the 
yield would now promise much more than Jast 
year. The truck gardens have done well in the 
eastern part of the State. Cotton is a good 
stand and is Jooking well. The acreage is more 
than last year. The tobacco prospect is not 
good, because the plants have died out and been 
destroyed by the bugs. The acreage of this 
crop will be a third less than last year. Labor is 
scarce and wages higher than last year. Ifa 
drought does not intervene during July and 
August the crops in this State will exceed any 
year since the war ended.

NO KIDNAPING UNDER THIS LAW. 
Apany, N. Y., June 17.—A very impor- 
tant bill which has hitherto escaped public atten- 
tion has been signed hy Gov. Hill. The bill pos- 
sesses interest to all officers of justice in the entire 
State. The new law takes effect immediately and 
provides that a person charged with crime in an- 
other State or Territory shail not be taken out 
of this State either with or without his consent 
unless he be regularly extradited, and any per- 
s0n or Officer who aids or assists in removing 
any fugitive from justice out of this State with- 
outa requisition being first obtained shall be 
uilty of felony and imprisoned in State prisor. 
‘he act is sweeping in its character in this re- 
spect and amends chapter 1 of title 4 of part 6 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure.

At about 11 o’clock one of the 
officers discovered two men bearing these bags, 
near Pier No. 16, East River, at which the 
steamers ot a West Indian line are docked.

MEN TO BE RELEASED. 
It is currently reported that the-signing 
by Gov. Hill of the bill amending the law re- 
lating to imprisonment for debt has created as 
much joy among debtors as it has sorrow among 
creditors, but not more. There are several 
claimants for the credit of having pushed the 
measure to a successfui issue. The imprisoned 
debtors in Ludlow-Street Jail consider that 
the victory was won through their efforts. 
They received numerous offers from legal gen- 
tlement of questionable standing to take charge 
of the matter, and at one time decided to raise 
® funp to push the bill through tho Legislature. 
They held an informal caucus. and each man 
chipped in his loose change. The pile amounted 
to $6. Small as it was, the amount would have 
Gere cheerfully accepted by one * shyster”’ if 
shang tp Keating had not pointedly requested 
the fellow to shake the dust of Ludlow-Street 
by = feet, 
® claims of New-York’s imprisoned debtors 
are disputed by residentsof Long Island City. 
The latter are stronely of the opinion that ex- 
Mayor De Bevoise, of ‘that community, was the 
force which set the bill rolling through the Leg- 
islature. The ex-Mayor has been a resident of 
the Queens County Jail since June 26, 1883. 
While Mayor of Long Island City a new issue of 
bonds was made.

it was said, and criminal suit 
Was brought sgainst Mayor De  Bevoise. 
Three indictments were found against 


him by the Grand Jury. He was tried o 
one of these and acquitted.

Prior to his trial on a criminal! indict- 
ment Civil suit was brought against De Bevoise, 
and judgments aggregating $117,000 were found 
against him. In spite of his influence, which is 
yet said to be considerable, the ex-Mayor was 
Placed behind the bars. He fully expects to be 
liberated to-morrow, but as soon as he steps out 
of prison he will be rearrested on a bench war- 
rant issued yesterday by Judge Cullen, of the 
Supreme Court, on application of District At- 
torney Fleming, of Queens County. The friends 
of De Bevoise say that he will bave no trouble 
in procuring bail. 

There are a number of debtors in Ludlow- 
Street Jail, but exactly how many of them will 
obtain their liberty to-morrow neither Sheriff 
Grant nor Warden Keating feels-certain. Sheriff 
Grant said yesterday that he knew nothing of 
the provisions of the bil), which had been amend- 
ed by the Senate. He had dispatched a messen- 
ger to Albany on Wednesday with orders to se- 
cure a copy, but ata late hour lest evening the 
messenger had not returned. It is considered 
not unlikely that the Sheriffs of the 60 counties 
in the State are anxious to obtain a copy of the 
bill and may have made application simul- 
taneously. Sheriff Grant did not care to discuss 
ameasure of which he knew nothing. He was 
visited late yesterday afternoon by Warden 
Keating, who had in his possession a list of the 
men who are imprisoned in Ludlow-Street Jail 
under civil process, If a creditor can only hold 
& man who owes him under $500in jail for three 
months and over $500 for six months the follow- 
ing will be discharged from Ludlow-Street Jail 
under the amended law: 


A. R. MCDONALD, who has been in jail since March 
13, 1880, for refusul to pay a judgment for $55,254 70. 
Charles It. Hovey and others recovered tor McDonald 
a largeclaim against the United States Government 
under an agreement that they were tu receive 25 per 
cent. of the proceeds us their compensation.

HENRY SCHWARTZ has been in prison since Oct.'6, 
1885, fora debt of $1,800. 

JAMES B. BERRY was committed to jail on Dec. 3, 
1885, for having secreted a stallion on which there was 
& mortgage, and having refused to divulge its hiding 
place under an order of court. He was committed for 
contempt in the sum of $2,U00. 

JOUN KIERNAN is under judgment for damages of 
$728 ¥S since Jan. 11, 1886, for running over John Cun- 
ningham. Suit was brought against him, but before 
the case was reached he transferred, for an alleged 
consideratien of $1,500, his property, and refused to 
tell what he had done with the amount. 

JULES CHATTILLON has been in jatl since Jan. 12, 
1886, on aconviction of fraudulent disposal of proper- 
ty. The amount of his debt is $403.

BENJAMIN OPPENHEIMER was imprisoned April

HERMAN MILLER was committed for contempt 
March 8, 1885, for refusing to obey an order of court 
directing him to pay alimony and counsel fees to his 
wife in an action for separation, brought on the ground 
of cruel treatment. 

There are nine other prisoners in jail under 
conviction in civil suits who will not be benefit- 
ed by the amended law. How many men are 
““on the limits” Warden Keating could not say— 
perhaps a couple of hundred. These had been 
arrested and had given bonds to remain within 
* jail limits.”.. They had not been inside the jail, 
and norecord of;them is kept there. By “jail 
limits’ is meant New-York County. ar- 
den pe understood that under the “new 
law” his salary and the salaries of his keepers 
would be paid by the county. This, ne thought, 
would be a relief to Sheriff Grant, who was now 
expected to pay the salaries out of the profits on 
his allowance of 60 cents a day for each prisoner 
in jail. The debtors in Ludlow-Street Jail who 
expect to be liberated before Sunday were in an 
extremely happy frame of mind yesterday, and 
insisted on explaining to all visitors how they 
had managed to circumvent the stony-hearted 
creditor.

The box 
contained a large, old-fashioned clock, which is 
agiftto the President from John H. Steuart, 
United States Consul at Antwerp. Mr. Steuart 
is an antiquarian as well as a Consul, and he bas 
from time to time shipped to friends here old- 
fashioned articies of various descriptions which 
he had found in Antwerp. The clock which 
has been sent to President Cleveland has, like 
most of the old-fashioned Belgian clocks, .a 
fancy design for a pendulum, 

The dog was knuwn on board the Western- 
landas Jock. He may have had another name 
before he left Belgium and he may have still 
another name when he becomes an inmate of 
the White House, but during the voyage he was 
always ready to go to the butcher when the lat- 
ter called out “Jock.” His friendship for the 
butcher was at times quite touching. Jock 
jumps through hands and performs various 
other feats of canine skill. He is something 
less than 8 feet long. His black, woolly hair has 
been shaved about the body, but has been left 
around the head. On his legs are little tufts 
resembling muffs, and his tail has not yet been 
shorn of its beauty. The animal loons up intel- 
ligently whenever he can get his eyes out from 
under his bangs. Jock chased fles about the 
lower deck of the Westerniand yesterday after- 
noon, and seemed all unconscious of the fact 
that he is destined to own the White House on 
and after to-morrow. Mrs. Cleveland had not 
been informed that her old acquaintance was 
coming to the White House. The dog and the 
clock will probably both proceed to Washington 
to-day.

THE REFUGEES IN CANADA, 
—_— 

HOW NEW-YORK’S DEFAULTERS AND AB 

SCONDERS PASS THEIR. TIME, 

From the: Ottawa.{Canada) Free Press,.June14. 
With a yiew to hunting-up-American 
Gefaulters who have taken refuge-on-this side 
of the line 45, a Free Press:correspondent-bat 
made the round trip. The police authorities 
have been seen, and from them everything 
learned which they considered it prudent to tell. 
Taere is no disposition among Canadians to ex: 
aggerate the defaulters’ crimes, The people ap: 
pear to take their presence as a matter of 
course, Jonn C. Eno heads the list. He is living 
at Quebec, The house he rents is large, and the 
situation delightful. Itis two miles and a half 


from the Post Office. The rent he pays—nearl 
$2,000 a year—is, for Quebec, enormuaie This 
means proportionately about $6,000 or $8,000 a 
year in New-York. Kents are yery low in the 
Gold Rock City, and Eno’s house at Beauvoir ia 
one of the finest in the suburbs. Financially he 
appears to be atease, He drives good horses, 
and is liberal with his money, but socially he ig 
not known. Neither he nor his wife ig 
ever invited out, nor are they visited by 
society people. Eno has never been asked 
to the garrison mess, and does not belong to the 
only social organization in Quebec of any pre- 
tensions—the Garrison Club. The old French 
families do not ask him to their houses. The 
doors of the Langevins, the Taschereaus, the 
Rosses, the De Chaneys, or the Duvals do not 
open to receive him. His acquaintances are 
Principally made at barrooms. Some few so- 
ciety men have a nodding acquaintance with 
him. Many people wonder that Eno stopped at 
Quebec. Society is exclusive, and the oid 
noblesse have long memories. When Eno gives 
‘*dinner parties” they are oniy attended by his 
legal advisers or speculators who may wish to 
use him. The commercial club he belongs to is 
& small place where men of business meet. 
lt has no social significance and doeg 
not pretend to any. Many respectable men 
belong to it. These men meet Eno in a business 
way. They do not ask him to their nomes. 
Some of them may drink with him at the St. 
Louis Hotel, when they meet him there; that is 
all. He visits the houses of two or three person- 
al friends, but the stories about his being re- 
ceived into society are, the reporter was assured, 
exaggerations, He paid many visits on last 
New Year’s Day. Most of them were not re- 
turned. He attends cocking mains and billiard 
tournaments, and he isa constant visitor to St. 
Roch, This is the roughest suburb of the city. 
Mrs. Eno is admired, but society people will not 
receive her. This is Owing to her husband’s 
irregularities, 

Tom Fields will be remembered as-of counsel 
for New-York City during the Tweed régime. 
He came here after the crash, and, it is thought, 
brought $2,000,000 into the country with bim, 
He was generally considered here as more un- 
fortunate than criminal. Rollingin riches, he 
was magnificent even in disaster. He purchased a 
large farm trom the Hon. J. J. C. Abbott, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Lachute, along the banks 
of the Ottawa, and forl7 yearslived alife of 
strictretirement. He very seldom left his seclu- 
sion. He would allow no friends to gather 
around him. There were no English people 
near where he made his home. Among the sim- 
ple habitants surrounding his river retreat he 
made himseifat home. Aboutl8monthsago he 
seemed to take new life. Fast horses and blooded 
stock were added to his already large personal 
property. Heseemed to come out again into 
active life. Detectives said he was about to re- 
turn to New-York. After the death ot his old 
enemy, O’Conor, Fields tried to sell his proper- 
ty, but failed in securing a purchaser. He very 
seldom went to Montreal, and when he did was 
known to but a few. A few months ago he 
Sickened and died quickly, being buried upon 
the farm where for many years he had lived in 
seclusion. No friends were present at his death 
bedside, and only those who thought they might 
benefit at his death were present at his funeral. 
His large and valuable estate and personal prop- 
‘erty were sold by licitation. His debts were 
few, and his large properties, now converted 
into money, went to a few relatives. 

Hinckley, the Cashier, is another New-Yorker 
whom the extradition law would not reach. He 
lived in Ottawa a while because, as it was said at 
the time, he wished to go to Manitoba and could 
not get there. If he went by land he would have 
had to pass through Michigan, Illinois, and Min- 
nesota. If by the lakes he had to go through 
the American locks at Sault Ste. Marie. If de- 
tected he could have been arrested. The com- 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific Railway through 
the wildervess north of Lake Superior left the 
absconder free to travel from one end of the Do- 
minion to the other. He left for Winnipeg about 
six months ago andis now believed to be there 
under the alias of Henry Morgan, engaged in 
profitable mercantile operations. 

Henry Legget was another New-York swin- 
dler of the more common kind; more of a vul- 
gar footpad than the gentlemanly defauliter. 
That alone was sufficient to bring discredit 
upon “respectable”? American absconders. He 
had traveled all New-England and swindled 
farmers by representing himself as a begewe- 4 
capitalist loaning money on real estate mor 
gages. Some of these mortgages were made, 
recorded, and sold by him. In other instances 
he obtained money which he represented wag 
for legal expenses. Those who gave mortgages 
never received any money uponthem. He hied 
himself to Montreal, took a house op Sher- 
brooke, one of the most fashionable streets, 
and lived like a lord. He made many acquaint- 
ances and gave them wine suppers, became a 
member of the different clubs, attended all din- 


‘ners, responded to the toast to the President of 


the United States, and was generally known 
as a “jolly good fellow.” After swindling a 
large number of people here he went West. and 
is now living at Port Arthur on his ill-gotten 
gains. 

Dick Cook, the?absconding banker from Ha- 
vana, N. Y.. is in Toronto, where he has resided 
for tue last 18 months. His defalcations amount 
to about $75,000. He affected piety and became 
a prominent member of the Baptist Church. A 
description of him has been received by the 
police authorities here. Then tbere is Hoexter, 
the absconding New-York shirtmaker, wha 
skipped the country with a cool $150,000. He 
has been here now nearly 18 months and has 
staid at the St. Lawrence Hall, Montreal. He 
pays handsomely for everything he gets, and 
gets everything that is going. He feels very 
much depressed over bis wrongdoings in the 
past, and says heintends to go back and square 
up as soon as he can safely do so. 

Then there are the boodle statesmen,.Charlie 
Dempsey, Bob De Lacy, John Keenan, the Bis- 
marck of New-York City Hall, and Billy Molo- 
ney. These men are all staying in Montreal, 
where they have the best the city affords. Their 
movements are varied. Ali occupy rooms upon 
the same floor and are great chums, Keenan and 
De Lacy particularly. They walk, ride, eat, 
and drink together. Moloney and Dempsey, 
however, seem to be engaged in picket duty 
and throwing inquisitive people off the scent. 
One day the ex-reading clerk will make quite a 
show of starting off on a journey. He rushes 
to the railway station and boards a train for 
Quebec. The next day or the day after he reap- 
pears in Montreal again. Dempsey repeats the 
same operation, only going in an opposite di- 
rection. It may be, as Keenan once said in giv- 
ing an explanation of Moloney’s absence, that 
Moloney, when he becomes hilarious, boards 4 
train; for the lightning reader of the boodlé 
board of 1884 induiges in frequent libations. It 
may be interesting to note, however, that no 
matter how far Keenan’s associates go they 
soon return and keep in communication with 
him, and it is possibile that the former Bismarck 
is furnishing the funds to make the exiles’ ban. 
ishment endurable,

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POLITICS IN CONNECTICUT 


NEITHER PARTY UNITED ON A 
CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR. 
HE CHANCES OF THE ASPIRANTS FOR THE 
OFFICE ANALYZED—BOTH PARTIES 

WANT THE LEGISLATURE. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 17.—The publica- 
tion of a letter, written by the Hon. Lyman W. 
Coe, of Torrington, in the Hartford Courant a 
few weeks ago, announcing the purpose of Mr. 
P. C. Lounsbury, of Ridgefield, to be a candidate 
forthe Republican nomination for Governor, 
precipitated a discussion of the situation in the 
newspapers, which was considered by many 
politicians to be unfortunate. The letter repre- 
sented that Mr. Lounsbury, besides looking after 
his own interests as a candidate, was especially 
desirous that the Legislature should be Repub- 
lican,and Gen. Hawley, as a pronounced candi- 
date for re-election to the United States Senate, 
was referred to in such a manner as to arouse 
a suspicion that a Lounsbury-Hawley combina- 
tion had been formed—Lounsbury to furnish the 
sinews of war and Hawley the brains. And, as 
the matter was canvassed, a definite report 
was circulated that a conference of friends 
of both gentlemen was held at the time 
of the legislative reunion in May, at which 


an understanding was reached. Asa matterof 
fact, there was no such conference. It had been 
agreed long before by the friends of Mr. Louns- 
bury that a private meeting should be held, 

robably in New-York earlyin June, or not 
ater than the 15th,to determine whether it 
would be advisable for him to bea candidate 
this vear or to wait until 1888 and then go with 
the Presidential current. But the Coe letter up- 
set this plan, or at least disarranged it. Mr. 
Lounsbury regretted the publication of the let- 
ter. Hedid not authorize the expressions in it. 
Fiis friends said it was premature. They were 
notthen prepared to say what it was best for 
nimtodo. But, making a virtue of a necessity, 
they decided that he must bea candidate, and 
he is to-day in the field. If they had taken 
their own counselin the way they originally pro- 
posed, he might have retired from the canvass 
without embarrassment. Now he iscommitted 
to run and take the chances. Meanwhile Speaker 
John A. Tibbits, of New-London, had been 
named as a possible candidate. He gathered 
strength every day. His candidacy was not of 
his own seeking. Some very good Republicans 
and shrewd poiiticians had discovered in him 
elements caiculated to win popular support 
which no other man in the State prosesses, and 
they brought his name to the front. He is aman 
of brains. He made a good Speaker, to which 
office he was elected by a majority of 46 in a 
House which contained a Republican majority 
pf only 10. He hasa splendid soldier’s record. 
He was in the hardest battles of the war and was 
badly wounded at Antietam and Gettysburg. 
He isthe only Republican in the State whom 
the Democratic managers emphaticaliy do not 
want the Republicans to nominate for Governor. 
But he has no money. That is the only objec- 
tion to him. His friends, however, will not with- 
draw his name just yet. 

Another candidate—not a pushing one but a 
willing oneif the party wants him—is Morgan 
G. Buikeley, Mayor of Hartford, and brother of 
Gen. William H. Bukeley , who was defeated for 
Governor in .1882, and failed to get a renomi- 

ationiin 1884 owing to the candidacy of Mr. 

ounsbury. Mayor Bulkeley can obtain con- 
siderable support if he makes an effort to get 
it. If he waits for the nomination to come 
to him unsought he will wait a long time. 
While itis understood that he does not fancy 
the Lounsbury movement, yet he may dislike 
to put himself in offensive opposition to it, as 
buch a course might seem to invite obstacles 
to his future candidacy iu case he should Ge- 
tire at another time torun for Governor. But 
he has very little policy 1n bis political compo- 
sition. By aremarkable display of good judg- 
ment he can probably be Governor of the 
State some day; put not this year. Gov. Har- 
rison, as a possible caadidate, is‘out of the ques- 
tion. He has made strange and sad mistakes 
—of the head, not of the jfeart. He seems to 
have no knowledge of men. Hecould not rally 
50 delegates to his supportiin a State Conven- 
tion. But he isin no sense a candidate. It is to 
be Lounsbury or Tibbits. And it will probably 
be Lounsbury, because: 

I. He has paid more money to help forward 
Republican campaigns in Connecticut in the 
past four years than any other man. It is under- 
stood that he will make liberal donations if he is 
the candidate, and he will ago so. The party 
workers, who always expect to make something 
put of a money candidate, want him. Men who 

ropose to be candidates for the Senate and 

jouse in close places want him. The Repub- 
licans in the western part of the State, especially 
in Fairfield County, want him; for in that part 
of the State Democratic example for years has 
made &@ money campaign an apparent necessity. 
He bas been “ worked up” asacandidate dili- 
ently by men who have the means of control- 
ing caucuses in various parts of the State. 

ll. Money can get a nomination out ofa 
convention when it cannot control a Leg- 
isiature or decide a popular vote. Dele- 
gates fixed in advance can, as a rule, be de- 
pended upon. A few men in many towns 
can easily arrange a delegation if they under- 
gptand that their expenses will be paid. Popular 
movements have never amounted to much in 
political conventions in Connecticut, where the 
**boodle” confronted them. About the only in- 
stance, to the contrary, was when Gov. Harrison 
Was nominated two years ago ona statement, 
eloquently and forcibly put, that he did ‘“*not 
have a check pinned to his coat tail,” but the 
trouble now is that four-tifths of the men who 
voted for Harrison are disappointed over his ad- 
ministration; thatthey are sorry they didn’t 
take the embroidered coat tail in 1884. And this 
makes converts to Lounsbury. 

In the opinion of many personal friends of Mr. 
Lounsbury it is an unwise decision on his part to 
run this year. A majority of men who strenu- 
ously urge his candidacy are controlled by their 
own selfish interests in the matter. It is believed 
that politicians of the Fessenden class, who are 
near to Mr. Lounsbury, would hesitate, but for 
the pressure of certain cormorants, about giv- 
ing their consent to his candidacy. They fear it 
is now or never; but they are deceived by clamor. 
In the first place, in the present disturbed rela- 
tions of the labor question, it is not a good year 
to conduct a moneyed campaign, and it is a 
worse year for a wealthy candidate to take the 
rhances of losing what he putsin. Itis surprising 
to many careful observers that Mr. Lounsbury 
cannot be made to see precisely what relation 

e bears to the party Just at this particular time. 

t goes without saying that he is not spoken of 
psa candidate anywhere because of his per- 
onal acquaintance and popularity. On the 
DOmtrary it isa common remark in Republican 
ircles—in respectable circles—** On, let him run; 
f he is willing tospend money let him; it will 
do somebody good.” This is base ingratitude to 
p man who deserves better things said of him; 

ut this is a greedy year in Connecticut, when a 
whole Legislature, a United States Senator, éour 
members of Congress, and eight Sheriffs are to 
be elected, and some allowance maist be 
made for pure gelfishness, and, in the eager 
grasp for spoils, for vigor of expression. It is 
nota favorable year for “ purwhasable mate- 
rial.’ A member of the State Committee, who 
wants to see Lounsbury made Governor, but 
now thinks it very poor policy for him to run 
this year, said to THE TrMEsS’sS correspondent 
less than a week ago: “Acting honestly, if 
$1,000, more or less, should be sent to my dis- 
trict to be used for Lounsbury’s election, I 
phould return it with an explanation that I 
could not use it where it would do him the least 
good.” Butali committeemen are not like this 
one. 

The Democratic nomination for Governor 
will depend altogether upon the situation in the 
labor party two months hence. The organiza- 
tion of the Knigtts of Labor affects the Demo- 
cratic Party materialiy, because a good five- 
sixtbs of its membership belongs, naturally, in 
that party; and its vote can be held under con- 
ditions very easily arranged. How large this 
vote isit is dificultto determine. A recent an- 
nouncement that there are 70,000 Knights in the 
Btate, 50,000 being voters, is ridiculous. If there 
are 10,000 voters there are a goodmany. The 
highest popular vote ever Cast in the State was 
137,000, Reference to the census statistics of 1880 
will show that it is impossible to figure out 50,000 
voters in an organization composed exclusively 
of laboring men, taking into account the fact 
that there were but 192,000 males of a!l occupa- 
tions in the State, and this number included all 
ages above 10 years. There were 36,009 males 
fadults) engaged in professional and personal 
occupations and 28,000 1n trade and transporta- 
tion. These and other deductions bring the class 
distinctions down. But thereis a Jarge labor 
vote and it is the principal factor in Democratic 

olitics in Connecticut to-day. The Knights of 

abor, itis said, do not favor the nomination of 
a lawyer for Governor; but there are men in the 
profession whom they would undoubtedly sup- 
port. Judge Phelps, of Essex, 1s one; but he 
expressly says he is not a candidate. He 
might be made one in an emergency. His 
preference decidediy is to go back to 
Congress from the Second District, and his party 
is ready to send him there. There would be no 
question probably about the unanimous nom- 
ination in a State Convention of Mr. A. E. Burr, 
of Hartford, who would be acceptable to the 
Eaments of Labor if he would allow his name to 
used; but for 10 years at least he has persist- 
ently declined to run, though as persistently 
urged tocoso. The most popular young Dem- 
ocrat in the State is ex-Lieut.-Gov. Sumner, of 
this city. Ifthe labor men should say the word 
he would be nominated with a rush. Judge 
Granger, of Canaan, a member of the Supreme 
Court Bench, is a possible candidate; so is Bank 
Commissioner Hyatt, of Norwalk, with quite 
a contingent following. Edward 8. Cleveland 
of Hartford, is mentioned by some of the Jocal 
labor organizations, though there is a more gen- 
eral demand that heshould run for Congress 
against Mr. Buck, who is sure to be nominated. 
Of the six men here named one will come to the 
front promineatiy before many weeks proba- 
bly; but it would be the idlest Zucss work to at- 
tempt to select him now. The Democrats, ona 
full party vote, have anormal majority in the 
State of about 2,500. A nomination that will 
secure the labor vote is very possible to win be- 
fore the ople over a combined Republican 
and Prohi ao vote—counting the latter at not 
to exceed 2,500. 

But the Legislature is wanted by both parties, 
not only asa contingent resort to elect a State 
ticket in case a popular majority is not obtaived 
but to secure a United States Senator. The sit, 
uation ou mei Senatorsiip is pins on it fhe 
Legislature ubiican D req ea 
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may show indifference at the polls in the elec- 
tion of Representatives, but a party victory in 
the Legisiature isa Hawley victory—and that is 
all there isto that. A Democratic Legislature 
would send William H. Barnum to the Senate. 
Ex-Senator Eatoa might attempt the tactics of 
1874, by which he secured an election on his stiff 
partisanship out of a body created by the use of 
another man’s money; but history will not re-

But much 
of the appurentsupport of Col. Russell in his 
own county is not sincere, and to make matters 
worse for him there isan effort in progress to 
send astrong delegation to the State Conven- 
tion for Lounsbury for Governor, to ve supple- 
mented by votes in the Congressional Conven- 
tion for Wait. This may surprise a rood many 
earnest Republicans in the eastern part of the 
State, but they are invited to compare notes 
later on. 

It is, of course, too early to anticipate results 
touching all the party movements which are 
herein outlined, but it requires no shrewd fore- 
casting to say that the Fall campaign in Con- 
necticut will be a very interesting one. ASH.

CLUBBED WITH A MUD TURTLE.

RatricH, N. C., June 17.—Peace and 
quiet usually rule in this tree-shadowed town, 
broken only by the thunder of railway trains 
and the occasional assault of some overbold 
comic opera company. But just now the place 
is writhing in an agony of legal doubt. Men are 
going about with an expression of pain and 
anxiety on their facesand a gnawing at their 
hearts. The town is aroused, and there is going 
to be one of the biggest discussions of fine points 


of lawthatever worried the historic halls of 
justice. Isa living mudturtie a deadly weapon? 
That is what the town of Raleigh wantsto know, 
and thatis what it is going to lind out if there 
is legal talent enough in North Carolina 
to decide the momentous point. The 
other day two men had a quarrel in 
front ot the Market House. Men will quar- 
rel even in Raleigh. Sometimes a man hits 
another with his fist and sometimes he kicks 
him. Occasionally one goes to the goat for his 
science and butts. But this time one man, 
named Jones, seized a plain® everyday mud 
turtie and proceeded, with intent to maim, 
bruise, lame, or break up, to whack over the 
head with it another man named Yearby. It is 
not stated what Yearby did to provoke this 
hard-sbel) treatment, but his head was more 
thoroughly Jacerated than it would have been if 
he had indulged in a difference of opinion with a 
perfect gentleman from Boston. The aforesaid 
turtle weighed 15 pounds, which, hitting a man 
all at once, is supposed to be suflicient to make 
him stop and wonder who he is. Butin addi- 
tion to this the turtle was alive. And now the 
beautiful point of Jaw ari-es as to whether the 
damage was done to the head of Yearby simply 
by the impact of a com%non turtle shell, moving 
on a parabolic curve and influenced to a certain 
extent by the muscles of a human arm, or 
whether thefturtle, aroused toa momentary per- 
sonal interest in the proceedings, came to the 
conclusion that this was about as much his pic- 
nic as anybody’s, and proceeded with the cus- 
tomuary alacrity of his species to subtract about 
a pound of human flesh from the Yearby family.

Whether a mud turtle 
possesses the necessary amount of ability to cet 
there to make him the equal of a bull dog, 
whether be can be aimed with equal certainty, 
and whetber he can catch on with the same 
amount of pure cussedness are fine points that 
willanimate and cheer the atmosphere of the 
State when this case comes up.

CUBAN SLAVES SET FREE. 

HAVANA, June.12.—The number of slaves 
deciared free in accordance with the abolition 
law between May 8&8, 1885, and May 7, 1886, was 
25,523, divided as follows: Province of Pinar del 
Rio, 3,982; Province of Havana, 3,682; Province 
of Matanzas, 9,881; Province of Santa Clara, 
6,914; Province of Puerto Principe, 47%, and San- 
tiago de Cuba, 1,017. The number of slaves who 
have obtained their freedom during the 6 years 
elapsed since the promulgation of the law is 
120,253. The number still awaiting their freedom 
is only 25,881, divided among the provinces as 
follows: Pinar del Rio, 3,987; Havana, 5,693; 
Matanzas, 9,264; Santa Clara, 5,648; Puerto Prin- 


_cipe, 101; Santiago de Cuba, 738. 





A VERDICT AGAINST FISHEILL. 

Newbsunre, N. Y., June 17.—In the case 
of Miss Clara Phillips, of Fishkill, against the 
town of Fishkill, tried yesterday in the Supreme 
Court at Pougbkeepsie, the jury this morning 
rendered a verdict against the town, awarding 
plaintiff $7,000 damages. Miss Phillips sued for 
$20,000 damages for injuries received in falling 
into a large excavation on the side of Washing- 
ton-street, Fishkill, on Sunday evening, May 31, 
1885, the night being dark and stormy. The ex- 
cuvation had been in a dangerous condition for 
three years. The injuries of the plaintiff were of 
an internal nature, and physicians state that 
tbey will be permanent. 

DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT? 

RareieH, N. C., June 17.—The victory 
for Prohibition in Raleizh Township has raised 
avery important question. The local option 
law refers only to ‘“‘spirituous” liquors. Pre- 
vious to November, 1883, the words, “ malt and 
vinous” were also inciuded in the statute. The 
liquor men intend to ask for license on July 1 
to sell malt and vinous liquors. Tbis applica- 
cation will be resisted by the Prohibitionists, 
and the question wijl be carried to the Supreme

A DAUGHTER OF ROBERT BURNS. 

From a Letter to the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Tt will surprise many, and may interest 
a few, of your readers to learn that there 
died at Moffat, on the 13th of last month, a 
veritable, though illegitimate, daughter of the 
poet Burns. The old lady in question, Helen 
Armstrong by name, who was 97 or 98 years of 
age, resided for many yearsin Moffat, in the 
same little back streetin which she was born 
somewhere about the year 1788, The fact of her 
relationship to Burns was well known in Moffat 
and the neighborhood. Her mother, Nelly 


Hyslop, was a beauty in her day, and Burns was 
for some time a devoted admirer of hers. Helen 
is said to have bornea strong resemblance to 
Burns in her earlier days, and indeed the likeness 
to the portraits of Burns was traceable to the 
last in the contour of the face and inthe dark 
bright eyes, dimmedas they were by age and 
sickness. Nor was the likeness confined to 
physical points; inher mental powers Helen 
showed astrain of the poetic blood. A few 
years ago her conversational powers and her 
quickness of_ repartee were most amusing and 
attractive. Even a few months since, when well 
enough to talk, her conversation was highly in- 
teresting. Helen’s life, as far as 1 can learn, was 
nota very eventful one. She went to service at 
a very early age—T7, [ think. She belonged, to 
that genus of Scotch servants, still extant though 
rather rare, who remain yeafs in one “ place,” 
and identify their employers’ interest with 
theirown. She was 30 years in one situation, 
at the Buccleuch Arms Inn at Thornhill, 
with a family named Glendinpving. I believe 
she lived there till all the family had 
died out. Thornhill, as every schoolboy knows 
or ought to know, is close to Drumlanrig 
Castle, one of the ducal palaces of the Buccleuch 
family. Helen told me she once saw Sir Walter 
Scott at the old inn on his way to visit the Duke 
at Drumlanrig. Hecame into the kitchen and 
shook hands with the cook in bis bright and 

enial way, and stepping uptothe fire, where 

ung a huge pot of skinny potatoes, he lifted up 
the lid, took out a potato, and proceeded 
leisurely to eatit without the aid of knife or fork. 
The cook, Who was very proud of herkitchen, 
bad all her metal ware brightly burnished, 
and Sir Walter, looking round on it, re- 
marked, ‘*Kb, Lucky, ye hae a’ bricht and 
shinin like the siller.” To which Lucky 
replied: “ Aye, Sir Walter;Jout it’s no’ a’ gould 
that glitters.” Helen thought that wasa very 
sharp answer, and believed Sir Waiter thought 
so too, as he subsequently related it at dinner 
*amang the gentry.”’ Helen’s reminiscences, 
when she was well enough to be in good conver- 
sational trim, were such as might be expected in 
the case of one who, in her own words, ** had 
bad a long life and had seen muckle.” She 
added, with pious thanksgiving and a touch of 
true Scottish independence, that in all her long 
life she had never had to ask charity from any 
one.

—_>——_— 
HIS ACTION FOR BREACH OF PROMISE DIS- 
MISSED BY THE JURY. 

Povucuxerrrsiz, N. Y., June 17.—The 
trial of the breach of promise case, in which 
Isaac Hosier, of Pine Plains, Dutchess County, 
sued Mary Ann Lindsley, of Philmont, Coium- 
bia County, for $15,000 damages, came off before 
Judge Barnard to-day. The plaintiff’s case was 
conducted by George G. Titus, of Pine Plains, 
and Lewis Baker, of Poughkeepsie, and defend- 
ant’s by Robert Andréwa, of Hudson, and Will- 
iam I. Thorn, of Poughkeepsie. The plaintiff's 
testimony was, in substance, that there had 
been a proposition of marriage from him 


to the defendant, and letters on the sub- 
ject passed between them, but he_ was 
unable to produce any of them. Dates 
for the marriage were fixed, and the event was 
postponed trom time to time, partly because of 
the lady’s illness and because of the death of her 
father. Witness stated that endearing terms 
were in many of the letters, that he never 
begged her to marry him, and never made a 
practice of pleading with her to marry him. As 
an evidence of the lover-like action on his part 
he said that ina wagon trade he asked her for 
$50, and that in tho presence of another party 
defendant used the expression, **I and Isaac are 
engaged for life.” After she was married to 
Mr. Lindsley he made a demand on _ her for 
$15,000. The defense was a general denial. The 
courtship from letters produced by defendant, 
which she had received from Hosier, showed 
that the courtship was all on his side. The fol- 
lowihg extracts from them were read:

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 17, 1838. 

The President has approved the act for the re- 

lief of Chester A. Arthur and William H. Robertson 


and the act authorizing the construction of a bridge 
across the Staten Islund Sound known as Arthur Kill, 
and to establish the same as a post road. 

The House Committee on Public Lands to-day 
took up the Senate bill forfeiting the Northern Pacific 
land grant, struck out ali after the enacting clause, 
with the exception of the clause subjecting the road 
to territorial taxation, and inserted the House bill on 
the same subject now on the calendar. 

Mr. Randall to-day reported to the House from 
the Appropriation Committee the Sundry Civil Appro- 
prieation bill. The bill appropriates 321,053,822 04, be- 
ing $12,500,778 55 less thanthe regular estimates and 
$15,000,778 85 tess than the aggregate regular and sup- 
plemental estimates considered by the committee. 
The appropriations for the current yesr aggregated 


$26,205,747 06, or $5,151,025-02 more than is recom-. 


mended tn the new bill. 

Acting Secretary Fairchild, in a letter to Rep-: 
teserttative Breckinridge, of Kentucky, says it! is. 
estimsted that there are now pending over 7,000 suits 
of all sorts growing out of the customs Jaws in which 
the United states ts a party, some of which suits are 
for the enforcement of fines, penalties, and forfeit- 
ures; some for the collection of penalties on_ bonds, 
&c., nnd others against Collectors of Customs for tbe 
recovery of alleged excessive duties under section 
2.081, Revised Statutes. It is estimated that there are 
5,000 suits of the last-named class. 

The Hon. J. M, Durham, of Kentucky, First 
Controller of the Currency, was married this after- 
noon to Mrs. Margaret Letcher Carter. of Kentucky. 
The ceremony was performed at the residence of_ the 
bride’s sister, Mrs. Compton, in this city, by the Rev. 
Dr. Pitzer, of the Southern Presbyterian Church. The 
wedding was private, only the relatives of the couple 
and a few intimate friends being present.

A MURDERER’S RECORD AS A SOLDIER ANS 
SAILOR PLEADS FOR HIM. 
New-Or.eans, June 17.—Gov. Mefnery 
has commuted the sentence of Daniel Dougher- 
ty, condemned to be banged, to imprisonment for 
life at hard labor. The commutation was made 
onthe recommendation of the Board of Par- 
dons, on account of the prisoner’s old age and 
honorable record asa soldier. Dougherty was 
convicted for having killed his wife on the night 
of the l7th and morning of the 18th of Septem- 
ber, 1885. They had a drunken quarrel, result- 
ing in Dan's clubbing his wife severely. She 
died the following day. He is 73 years old, and 
was born in Ireland. In 1830 he came to the 
United States and enlisted in the navy. He 
served in the Cyanne, Levant, and Ohio, United 
States men-of-wur,and was under Commodore 
Isauc Hull in the Mediterranean. He was 
on the Ohio when that vessel and the 
Cyanne passed through the Straits of Gibral- 
tur with their decks cleared for action, 
expecting every moment to be fired upon trom 
the English forts on the rock, there being at 
that time some misunderstanding between the 
two Governments in regard to some American 
sailors. In 1541 he was paid off in Boston Har- 
bor, and came to New-Orleans, where he en- 
gaged in sailmaking. Whenthe war broke oytd 
he enlisted in the Cannon Guards, Elevent 
Louisiana Regiment, and_ participated with 
them in the battle of Belmont. It becoming 
known that he was an old man-of-wars man, he 
was transferred to the Confederate gunboat 
Livingston and served until the vessel was de- 
stroyed, together with the gunboat Van Dorn, 
in the Yazoo River. He was then transferred to 
the ram Arkansas, and was in all the engage- 
ments in which that vessel figured. He was 
captured at Port Hudson and returned to this 
city, and has been for many years a well-knowp

Has the Republican Party in Maine 
reased to be a prohibition party?

They held a convention at 
Portland yesterday made up of 193 dele- 
gates representing 66 cities and towns 
and 14 counties, and declared that 
both old parties “‘ contain a new ele- 
ment which will not allow the en- 
forcement of the prohibitory law,” and 
that ‘‘the Republican Party is afraid 
ie enforce the law.”

It is a notorious fact 
that the enforcement is very partial in- 
deed, but if the sentiment of the people 
in favor of itis not strong enough to in- 
duce either of the parties into which 
they are divided politically to enforce 
prohibition how is it to be done by a 
mere handful of Prohibitionists acting in- 
dependently and with no chance of con- 
rolling the machinery of the law? 











It is to be hoped that the courts will be 
able speedily to unravel the legal compli- 
eation in which the Broadway Railroad 
is at present entangled. The Corporation 
Counsel, in behalf of the city, is trying to 
get it out of the hands of the Seventh- 
Avenue Company on the ground that 
that corporation has no legal right to 
operate it and is not bound to pay to 
the city the compensation for the privi- 
lege which was provided for in the fran- 
chise of the defunct Broadway Surface 
Company. Receiver O'BRIEN is also 
trying to get the road away from 
the Seventh-Avenue Company on the 
same legal ground that it has no 
right to its possession, but in the mean- 
time he wants to be paid for its use.

Rule 8, ap- 
proved and promulgated by the Presi- 
dent, declares that no ‘discrimination 
shall be made by reason of any political 
opinion or affiliation by the appointing 
power.” The second section of the act of 
Jan. 16, 1883, makes it the duty of all 
officers to aid in carrying the rules 
into effect. Section 5of the same act 
makes it a penal offense for any 
one in the service to furnish infor- 
mation as to politics or anything else 
for the purpose of improving or injuring 
the chances of any applicant being appoint- 
ed or promoted. To take a definite ex- 
ample, if Mr. WALKER, secretary of Col- 
lector Hepprn, should ascertain that a 
man on the eligible list was a Democrat, 
and should give Mr. HEDDEN a hint to 
that effect to improve that applicant’s 
chances, he would be liable to a fine of 
$1,000 and imprisonment for a year. If 
Mr. HeppEN should take the hint he 
would violate the law and be liable to dis- 
missaL Yet the Sun advises precisely 
this sort of thing. It is just as lawless 
and rather more cowardly than JOHN 
Most’s Fretheit. 








The race yesterday was even less satis- 
factory as a test of the big sloops than the 
race of Tuesday. A succession of calms, 
variable and baffling breezes, and rain 
squalls offer a fine field for luck, but very 
little for a competition either in model, 
rig, or seamanship. Nevertheless there 
was enough of a test to make it 
evident that the Priscilla is far better in 
light weather, when compared with the 
Puritan, than she was last year, and that 
the new Atlantic is also very fast in light 
breezes. Of the Mayflower we cannot be 
said to know any more than we knew be- 
fore the race. Of course a much more 
decisive test than this must be had before 
the Galatea’s competitor can be selected. 











| THE DEFEAT OF THE TARIFF BILL, 


Mr. RanpDALt has had his way, and Mr. 
Morrison, with his committee colleague, 
Mr. Hewitt, and his chief, the Speaker, 
has been defeated. The measure of tariff 
reform, so long and laboriously prepared, 
held for so many months in the hope that 
the party which was pledged to it would 
unite in supporting it, has been contemptu- 
ously kicked out of the House without 
the poor compliment of a hearing. By a 
vote of 157 to 140—within 27 of the full 
membership at present of the House—Mr. 
Morrison’s motion to go into Committee 
of the Whole to consider the Tariff bill 
was rejected. Of the 157, 35 were Dem- 
ocrats; of these 35, 10 were from the 
State of New-York. In a sense, there- 
fore, it may be said that the reform policy 
of the Democratic Party was balked by 
these ten men, and since their votes 
would at least have saved the party the 
disgrace of refusing even to listen to the 
plea for reform, they must be held re- 
sponsible for it. Theirnamesare: ARNOT, 
of Elmira; Buiss, of Brooklyn; Tim Camp- 
BELL, DowpNrey, MERRIMAN, MULLER, 
Vir_z, of New-York City; Spriaes, of 
Utica; StraHuNecksr, of Yonkers, and 
Pinpar, of Cobleskill. We do not know 
how their constituents will deal with 
them, but if most of them are not un- 
seated, it will be because the Democratic 
Party has ceased to regard its pledges as 
of any value whatever. 

We shall not undertake to analyze or 
enumerate the motives that have induced 
RaNDaLL and his followers to repudiate 
the promises of their party in this cynical 
and discreditable fashion. Those motives 
are sufficiently known. In Mr. RaNDALL’S 
case it was simply the performance of the 
slavish work for which he is retained by 
the Republicans of Pennsylvania, the pay- 
ment of the service for which he is per- 
mitted to hold his seat. With some of 
his followers the party was betrayed 
for like reasons, to save their individual 
interests. We do not imagine this was 
the case with any of the New-York 
men. They were simply influenced 
by the timidity and stupidity that 
afflict men with little conscience and less 
brains in politics. But whatever their 
motive, they have put their party in the 
charming and promising position of de- 
liberately failing to carry out its avowed 
policy on the most important national 
question as to which it undertook to give 
any definite pledges. If they think that 
is an advantageous position from which 
to enter another national canvass they 
will have an opportunity this Fall of test- 
ing the soundness of their opinion. If 
the Democratic Party, in itself, stripped 
of convictions and incapable of action, 
is a political force powerful enough to 
sway the opinion of the country, then 
they have done well. But if some show 
of energy, integrity, intelligence, and con- 
sistent purpose may be supposed neces- 
sary to party success in this country, then 
they have not done well. 

Meanwhile it is worth repeating—what 
we have often noted before—that Messrs. 
CARLISLE, Morrison, Hewitt, Mannina, 
and the other revenue reformers can 
carry their cause to victory when they 
are ready to fight for it. So long as they 
goon as they have gone for the past six 
years patiently submitting to treachery 
and insult, they will notdoso. That the 
leaders who command the support of 
five-sixths of the party representation in 
the House cannot shape the policy of 
their party if they choose to do so is a 
palpable absurdity. Solong as they move 
to the assault with an offer of surrender 
on their lips, they will be compelled to 
surrender, When they get ready to fight 
in earnest they will win. So far their 
opponents have resisted them with the 
threat that if they pressed théir policy 
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these opponents would desert the party. 

When they get ready to declare, and to 

live up to the declaration, that if their 
policy is not carried out their opponents 

must leave the party, the process will be 

reversed. The fate of tariff reform de- 

pends entirely on the courage or coward- 

ice of its defenders. 








THE REPUBLICANS OF BROOKLYN. 


‘The Republican General Committee of 
Kings County at a special meeting on 
Wednesday unanimously adopted a re- 
port submitted by its Executive Commit- 
tee which promises greatly to improve 
the character and efficiency of the organ- 
ization. It proposes to infuse new vitali- 
ty into the ward associations and the gen- 
eral organization, and to promote active 
work ‘ throughout the entire body, not 
merely for the benefit of party, but for the 
cause of good government. Itis the hope 
that all factious divisions will be over- 
come, and that a hearty co-operation of 
Republican voters will be secured. 

In the first place it is recommended that 
each association have a permanent head- 
quarters whenever possible and hold not 
less than nine meetings yearly. The 
method of registration and the by-laws 
of the associations are now so liberal that 
every citizen desiring to doso may be- 
come a member and take his full share 
in the primary action of the party. This 
leaves no excuse for a failure to do every- 
thing possible to secure good nomina- 
tions. Then itis proposed that the Gen- 
eral Committee have a permanent head- 
quarters, where committee meetings and 
conferences may be held, records kept, 
documents distributed, and information 
furnished, affording, in short, a centre of 
active work. 

One of the best recommendations of the 
committee is that for the appointment of 
a committee to prepare and disseminate 
‘‘ political information for the masses; 
documents not only declaring but defining 
principles, not from a party standpoint, 
but the simple analysis of truth affect- 
ing the political life and interest of all.” 
No more useful work can be done by 
a political organization than such 
a dissemination of information upon 
public questions and _ interests as 
shall enable voters who have small 
opportunities for study to act intelli- 
gently. As an auxiliary to the same 
kind of work it is proposed to have a 
Committee on Public Speakers, who shall 
keep a list of those who are able and will- 
ing to address meetings of the various 
associations and who may on application 
be assigned to such duty. This would 
make the association meetings interest- 
ing and instructive, and, as the commit- 
tee suggests, exert an influence ‘‘ opposed 
to factional strife and personal politics.” 

Among other excellent suggestions is 
one that no candidate for office shall be 
permitted to act on the Campaign Com- 
mittee, the purpose being to prevent that 
committee from ‘‘ using its power and in- 
fluence in the interest of its own mem- 
bers, or for special candidates, or in any 
way other than in the conduct of the 
campaign for the whole party and all its 
candidates.” Itis also proposed that the 
Executive Committee itself and all its 
members, as well as those of the Cam- 
paign Committee, do their full share of 
campaign work, so that the burden may 
not be put, as it often has been, 
upon two or three men. These vari- 
ous propositions and the spirit exhibited 
by the General Committee in accepting 
them indicate that the organization of 
the Kings County Republicans is to be 
made effective and harmonious and 
brought into sympathy with the best 
sentiment and the progressive tendencies 
of the party. The co-operation of the Re- 
publican League, lately formed in Brook- 
lyn for special work in promoting the 
best interests of the party, was distinctly 
invited. The result cannot fail to pro- 
mote a wholesome party activity and 
strength, and the example is one that 
might well be followed elsewhere, no- 
where to better advantage than in this 
city. 








CONCORD’S STATUE OF WEBSTER. 


The unveiling yesterday of BALL’s statue 
of DaNIEL WEBSTER in the capital of the 
Granite State was fitly made an imposing 
occasion. The claim which New-Hamp- 
shire has to a share in the fame of WEB- 
STER is analogous to that which Massa- 
chusetts has in the fame of BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, the claim of the place of his 
nativity and his earlier life. And as the 
capital of the Bay State long ago set up, 
in a conspicuous spot, a statue of the 
great philosopher and statesman who, as 
a printer’s runaway boy, left her to seek 
his fortune in Philadelphia, so Concord 
has now raised a like memorial in token 
that the great Massachusetts Senator was 
ason of New-Hampshire. 

But the claim of New-Hampshire .upon 
WEBSTER is very far greater than that of 
Massachusetts upon FRANKLIN, FRANK- 
LIn’s father was an Englishman by birth, 
although his mother was one of the 
Massachusetts FoLtGrrs. But it was the 
great-great-grandfather of DanrtgL WEB- 
STER who came from Norfolk, in Eng- 
land, to Hampton, in New-Hampshire, 
where he married Saran. Brewer, of 
that town. The great-grandfather of 
WEBSTER was a native of Hampton, and 
his grandfather and father were natives 
of Kingston, in the same State, while the 
illustrious ‘‘expounder of the Constitu- 
tion” himself was born in the town of 
Salisbury in 1782. Again, while FRaNK- 
LIN quitted Boston in search of his fort- 
une at the age of 17, WzBsTER was edu- 
cated at Phillips Exeter Academy, in 
New-Hampshire, and then at Dart- 
mouth College, where he graduated in 
1801. At Salisbury he studied law, and 
not until: 1804, at the age of 22, did he 
first remove to Boston, and then only to 
return the following year to his native 
State, where he tried his first case, and 
where he opened an office as attorney at 
law in Boscawen. Then he removed to 
Portsmouth, where he remained many 
years, and became known asa great law- 
yer in a State renowned for great lawyers. 
Eighty years ago, on the 4th of July, 
1806, he delivered the public oration at 
Concord, where his statue, presented by 
Mr. CHENEY to the State, has now been 
unveiled, In New-Hampshire he was mar- 





ried, and from that State was first elected 
to Congress, in 1812, and re-elected in 1814; 
and the testimony of Everett, Lownpzs, 
and MaRsHaLL is uniform that already 
during those two Congresses, in his 
speeches on the Berlin and Milan decrees, 
on the navy, and on the embargo, he 
showed himself to be one of the foremost’ 
debaters of the day, and foreshadowed his 
coming greatness. It was not, in fact, 
until August, 1816, that, already at the 
age of 34, he removed to Boston, and 
thenceforth became identified with the 
political interests of the Bay State, ever 
since also so justly proud of him. It is note- 
worthy, too, that immediately thereafter 
it was in a New-Hampshire suit, the still 
famous Dartmouth College’ case, that he 
laid the foundation of his imperishable 
national fame as a lawyer. 

New-Hampshire may well pay honors 
to her majestic son, molded in frame and 
intellect under her influences, whose na- 
tivity, ancestry, education, and career, 
both asa lawyer and statesman untii his 
reputation had become assured, are all 
her own to treasure. 








A CANADIAN SCANDAL, 


Human nature is the same, it seems, in 
the Common Council of Chicago and in 
the Foreign Office of Persia. It is now 
alleged that the similarity extends to 
Canada, the officials of which have here- 
tofore been supposed to be exempt from 
some of the frailties of Aldermen and 
Pashas. The Toronto Globe gives pub- 
licity to a story concerning the present 
Prime Minister of Canada which, if it 
be believed, will dispel this fond imagina- 
tion. Thestory is that the wife of Sir 
JOHN MacponaLp has lately received 
from the Directors of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway a diamond necklace of the 
value of not less than $25,000. It is also 
declared that a son of Sir JoHN Macpon- 
ALD and a sonof Sir CHaRLES TUPPER, 
the Minister of Railroads, receive each a 
salary of $8,000 a year as solicitors for the 
corporation in question, and that the pro- 
fessional standing of neither of these 
young men is such as to warrant a belief 
that they would be appointed if they 
were not the sons of their respective 
fathers. 

There was alsoa story that the same 
corporation had settled upon Sir JOHN 
MACDONALD’s daughter a large amount— 
$250,000 was the sum mentioned—in 
bonds of the company. This story, how- 
ever, is denied by the Ministerial organ, 
and the denial is accepted by the Globe. 
The other stories are not denied, though 
an effort is made to explain away their 
force. The Globe is a newspaper of char- 
acter and standing, and it states and com- 
ments upon the stories with a moderation 
that is calculated to enhance their effect. 

There may be a question whether the 
present to Lady MACDONALD was a, testi- 
monial for services already rendered to 
the railway or a gift made-in expectation 
of areturn. In the former case it should 
have been postponed until Sir JOHN was 
out of office. It would be a question of 
personal delicacy and dignity with him 
and the members of his family ! whether 
such an offering could then be accepted, 
and nobody would have the right to 
quarrel with their-decision. But Sir JoHN 
was the Premier of Canada at the time 
when.the gift was made. By permitting 
a member of his family to accept it he 
put himself in the same position in which 
a member of Congress would put himself 
if he should accept a fee as counsel for a 
corporation which had a claim pending 
before his committee, or if he should ac- 
cept or demand a share in an enterprise 
his usefulness to which would depend 
upon his official action. 

Bribery is a harsh word, but it repre- 
sents a harsh fact, The fact is not to be 
got over by any such pretenses as those 
we have supposed. It would not be safe 
to offer anybody above the social grade of 
a New-York Alderman a bribe for his vote 
or his influence in direct terms, no matter 
how corruptible he might be or how 
anxious to accept a bribe, if the transfer 
of it were glossed over. There are many 
men who actin the spirit of the couplet—- 

* Virtue, I grant you, isan empty boast, 
But shall the dignity of vice be lost ?”— 
and who expect a.polite pretense that 
they are not doing what they are doing 
in addition to their price in money. There 
is only one rule for a person. holding a 
place of trust, political or commercial, 
and that is to have no interests, present 
or prospective, contrary to the interests 
which. his trust binds him to protect; and 
this is the rule which the Premier of Can- 
ada, if the facts be as they are reported. 
to be, has plainly transgressed. 

This story may have the effect of 
strengthening the impression that prevails: 
in Europe that representative institutions 


-are especially favorable tocorruption. In, 


asense and to a degree thisis true. Men 
engaged in earning their living and taken 
from the ranks of their countrymen to 
hold offices are more liable to seize 
chances of enriching themselves corruptly 
than men of fortune who constitute a 
governing class. Until lately England was‘ 
governed exclusively by the latter class. ; 
There was in its Government scarcely a: 
man who had ever earned bis own living 
or who had ever fallen under the tempta- 
tions of men struggling for a livelihood. 
If such a man did appear he was spoken 
of scornfully as an adventurer. An aris- 
tocratic Government is not necessarily 
free from corruption. WaLPoLe did 
not carry his measures by argument. 
In much more recent times stories 
have been circulated about English poli- 
ticians which it is not ‘‘ good form” to 
print in the newspaper, such as the story 
of DisrakrLl’s transactions in the shares 
of the-Suez Canal. Disrakut, be it noted, 
is one of the class whom the hered- 
itary land owners who so long gov- 
erned England described as ‘ advent- 
urers,” and from whom in this coun- 
try all public men are _ necessarily 
chosen. To say of a Duke with fifty 
thousand a year that he cannot be bribed 
isnot to praise him; it is to use words 
that have no application to his situation. 
It is more than possible that, as the de- 
moralization of England goes on, cor- 
ruption will become more common 
in politics than it has been here- 
tofore. If that should be the case

A CHURCH FOR WHITE MEN ONLY. 


THE STRUGGLE TO KKEP COLORED CLER- 


GYMEN OUT OF DIOCESAN CONVENTIONS, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The Episcopal Convention of the Dio- 
cese of South Carolina met in Charleston last 
month, and, as usual, its deliberations were 
very discordant. The apple of discord was the 
admission of colored clergymen to seats in the 
Convention, and, unless wiser counsels prevail 
and more charity be exercised, a schism will be 
created in the Episcopal Church of South Caro- 
lina that will not easily be healed. 

At the Convention held at Columbia Jast year 
two colored clergymen appeared as delegates, 
having been placed on the roll by the Bishop, 
and upon the report of the comniittee of the 
clergy being made, finding the colored clergy- 
man entitled to seats, some of the lay delegates 
endeavorea to have the names of the colored 
clergyman stricken from the roll of the Conven- 
tion. A vote by orders being demanded and 
taken, the clergy, with four exceptions, sus- 
tained the Bishop, and the majority of the laity 
being opposed to it, the motion was lost. The 
groundtaken by the opposition was that ** cler- 
gymen” and “delegate” as used in the constitu- 
tion and canons of the church mean white cler- 


gymen and white delegate. In support of this 
Position the **Dred Scott” decision and many 
otber authorities were cited to prove that none 
but white men could be permitted to hold seats 
in the Convention. 

The constitution of the Episcopal Church of 
South Carolina being framed and adopted in 
1875, at a time when the word ** white” had been 
expunged from all civil laws, it is curious how 
even the lay delegates could seriously advance 
such an argument. The defeated laymen, prin- 
cipally lawyers from Charleston and Abbeville, 
are determined that the Episcopal Cnuurch of 
South Carolina shall be a church for white men 
only. Although there were no colored clergy- 
men present and claiming seats in the Charles- 
ton ‘Convention, having;received sappoint- 
ments elsewhere, an effort was made to adopt 
such measures and establish such precedents as 
would give to the order of laymen the power to 
ay upon the rieht of every clergyman to a seat 
n Convention. Upon the assembling of the Con- 
vention in Charleston the rolls of the delegates 
were called as provided by the constitution; the 
Bishop then, pursuant to the constitution and 
canons, declared a quorum present and the Con- 
vention organized. Immediately the battle was 
opened by the appeal of one of the Jay dele- 
gates from the declaration of the Bishop. For 
two days the ficht continued, no business being 
transacted by the Convention. Finally, to-en- 
able the Convention to do some of the work for 
which it had met,a temporary expedient was 
adopted by passing a resolution to the etfect 
that the Convention should proceed with its 
work, leaving the question of membership un- 
settled. 

It is unfortunate that the question was not 
finally decided, as delay only serves to increase 
the rancor and bitterness of the laymen who 
oppose the admission of colored delegates. The 
Rev. A. F. Porter, of t#e Holy Communion 
Church, is also Rector of St. Mark’s Church, 
colored, of Charleston, and basa national repu-. 
tation, being a man of towering intellect, an in- 
domitabie will, and an untiring worker in the 
church, education, and charity. The most act- 
ive and uncompromising of those  favor- 
ing the admission of all delegates en- 
titled to seats under the constitution, he 
was early chosen as the victim of the obstruc- 
tionist and rebellious laymen, who, no doubt, 
believe that by depriving him of all power in 
the counsels of the church others would be 
warned and deterred from longer battiing for 
the right. At the Columbia Convention the at- 
tempt was made totake from Dr. Porter every 


‘position of honor and trust which he held in the 


diocese over which the Convention had control, 
but after a severe struggle they were unsuccess- 
tul. The strife was renewed at Charleston with 
better success. Inthe election of the Standing 
Committee, after many fruitless ballots, in 
which the twoorders did not agree, the clergy 
voting for Dr. Porter, he requested his name 
withdrawn io order that barmony might 
prevail, at least so far as he was individually 
concerned. Although a member of the Standing ' 
Committee for many years, as well as a Trustee 
of Suwannee University, he was left off both the 
committee and Board of Trustees. This action, 
instead of having the desired effect, will only’ 
serve to make Dr. Porter and his friends the 
more zealous in the good work, and unless all 
signs fail the Convention of 1877 will mark a 
more liberal epoch inthe Episcopal Church of 
South Carolina.

| APPROACHING SALE OF THE BLENHEI® 
COLLECTION—MANY OLD MASTERS, 

The collection of pictures and porcelain 
from Blenheim Palece will be sold in London, 
by order of the Duke of Marlborough, in a series 
of sittings, commencing on Saturday, July 24, 
The sale will be conducted by Messrs. Christie, 
Manson & Woods, and it is safe to predict that 
its incidents will awaken lively interest on both 
sides of the Atlantic. A few copies of the cata- 
logue have reached New-York, and from a peru- 
sal of its 97 pages some idea may be formed 

‘of the importance of the collection. Arrango- 
ments have been made for the sale to extend 
Over six days. 

The painters represented, smong others, in 
the first day’s proceedings are L. Backhuysen, J. 
Van Balen, Brauwer, Breughe), A. Cuyp, Van 
Dyck, Beemskirk, Jordacns, Maas, Minderhbout, 
Van Der Neer, Rembrandt, Rottenhamer, Ruys- 
dae), Snyders, Steenwyck, Teniers, Wouvermann, 
and Rubens. Among the Van Dycks isa“ Vir- 
gio and Child,” with life-size figures, ana de 
scribed as a very beautiful picture, aud Jor- 
daens’s signature appears on “ The Deposition," 
showing the dead body of the Saviour mourned 
by the Virgin and others aiter the crucifixion, 
This last isa composition of eight figures, life 
size, and is regarded as one of the painter’s mas. 
terpieces. The subject of the Rembrandt ig 
* Isaac Blessing Jacob,” a composition of three 
life-size figures. The Ruysdael is a landscape 
with open fields and figures at the bend of a road. 
Two of‘the Wouvermanns are of a warlike ty pe, 
the first depicting a skirmish of cavalry ou the 


slope of a hill and the second the storming of a 
town, with cavairy making a sortie, the latter 
being one of the artist’s early achievements, 
There are no less than 18 Ruvenses, the list in- 
cluding a “Madonna and Child,” of which a 
repetition may be seen in the Munich Gallery: a 
repetition of the “ Adoration of tne Magi” at 
the Louvre: one of several “*Returns of the 
Holy Family trom Egypt,” described as a pict- 
ure of remarkable briihancy and of great sim- 
plicity of execution withal: a “Departure of 
Lot and His Family from Sodom,” with life-size 
fixures, presented by the city of Antwerp to the 
great Duke of Marlborough; a life-size portrait 
of the painter—a duplicate of the Pictures in 
Florence and in the royal collection at Wind- 
s0r—and a “* Venus and Cupid Endeavyoring ta 
Restrain Adonis from the Chase”—''a magnifi- 
cently rich picture,” presented by the Emperor 
of Germany to the first Duke of Marlborougo. 

The second day's sale will be that of the col. 
lection generally referred to as the “ Tenierg 
Gallery,” and including 120 pictures. The Arch. 
duke Leopold Wiiliam, when Governor of tha 
Low Countries, appointed Teniers his principal 
Painter, and gave him the supertatendence of 
his gallery, which contained the works of the 
Most distinguished masters of the Italian as well 
as of the Fiemish scnool. Many of these pict- 
ures had been purchased from the collection of 
King Charlies [. on their dispersion by the Par- 
liament in 1619. Teniers painted small copies of 
the principal pictures in the Archduke’s collec. 
tion, In which he imitated the particular style 
ot each master so successfully that he was called 

the Proteus” of painting. These imitationa 
he caused to be engraved and published ina 
folio volume dedicated to his patron; itis now 
known as the “ Teniers Gallery.””. Among the 
copies made by the Dutch artist are reproduc- 
tions of originals by Bellini,Giorgione, Mantegna, 
Veneziano, ‘Titian, Tintoretto, Paul Veronese, 
Schiavone, Palma Giovane, Palma Vecchio, 
Paris Bordone, Guido Keni, &c. A large pro- 
portion of the copies are familiar to the art 
lover through the originals in the Belvedere Gul- 
lery at Vienna, 

The third day’s sale will bring to light paint- 
ings by Cluude, Lancret, Poussin, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Swaine, Watteau, Van Leen 
Van Dyck, Guinsborougn, Mark Guee- 
rardts, Hoibein, Sir P. Lely, D. Mytens, and 
Paolo Veronese. Tne Claudes are small land- 
scapes; two of the Reyuoldses are copies after 
Correggio and Caracci, respectively; there are 
five Watteaus and nine Van Dvycks. A painting 
of Thomas Wentworth, Earl of Strafford, by the 
last-named artist, is cited by Dr. Waagen as “one 
of the few truly dramatic portrait pictures by 
Van Dyck,” the original, however, being at 
Wentworth House. The Guainsboroughs are 
portraits of John Russell, fourth Duke of Bed- 
ford, and Frances Howard, a Countess of Essex 
and Somerset. The Titian is a full-length 
picture, life size, of Philip II. of Spain, and a 
repetition of the celebrated portrait in the 
Studjat Naples. 

The sixth day’s proceedings will dispose of ex- 
amples of Albano, Borgognone, Caravaggio, 
Ludovico and Agostino Caracci, Castizione, 
Corregazio, Cario Dolci, Luca Giordano, Guido, 
M. Ricci, Tempesta, Tintoretto, ittan, Vasari, 
and Paolo Veronese. The Caravaggio is a full- 
length firure of * The Magdalen.” Two of the 
Dolcis are, respectively, an ** Adoration of the 
zlagi.” of great finish, and ** La Madonna colle 
Stelle,” which last is highly praised by Dr. 
Wazgen and Passavant. One of the Luca Gior- 
danos is a large and powerfully colored * Deuth 
of Seneca.” Tintoretto is represented by a 
vrilliant little ** Virgin and Child,” and Titian 
by a * St. Sebastian,” life size, and by a painting 
of two figures trom his ** Gloria,” now in the 
Vatican Gallery. 





SOME NEW PAINTINGS. 

A beautiful and lifelike picture of & 
child, which may be referred to as notably suc- 
cessful because of the felicitous reproduction of 
a child’s expression--one of the most difficult 
things for a portrait painter to achieve—is now 
oa view at Goupil’s. It is the work of Miss 
Maria Brooks, of London, an English artist of 
considerable repute, who, after a somewhat 
more protracted sojourn in Canada than wags 
originally projected, intends taking up her 
abode iu the United States, The picture at pres- 
ent inviting public inspection, despite its ex. 
treme simplicity, shows the hand of an ex- 
pert. Its subject is an 8 or 9 year-old child, 
habited in black velvet trimmed with 
fur, and holding a hoop. ‘The whole- 
some glow of the cheeks and the rich lixght bair 
are typical of the English girl; tbe figure stands 
out well on a background of oid gold, and, as 
mentioned, the sweet and happy expres- 
sion of the little maiden is capitaily causht and 
rendered. This painting of Miss Brooks’s is the 
Only one she has piaced on exhibition thus tar, 
but some of the works io her studio will no 
doubt be shown later on. For 12 or WW 
years the artist has been a regular exhibitor at 
the Royal Academy in London, alter having 
won high bonors at South Kensington and ino 
the Royal Academy schoos. Some of the pict- 
ures whi ch have cailed forth critical eulogy in 
London have been brought hither, and among 
them may be cited a large canvas illustrating 
half a dozen female costermongers gathered in 
a London omnibus, some portraits of children, 
some small figure picces. und a number of land- 
scapes taken in the vicinity of Montreal and 
Quebec. The scene in the omnibus is remark- 
able for character, variety of expression. rich- 
ness of color, and finish, although it is difficult 
to reconcile the stories of vice in the great city 
with the fact that so lovely acreature as the 
blonde vendor of fruits and vegetables in one 
corner of Miss Brooks’s painting is suffered to 
ply her humble trade. 





WHO BEGAN THE REVOLUTION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The interest that Tur Tiwes seems td 
take in the towns that are claiming to bave begun 
the Revolution, as showa by reprinted extracts 
from other papers, excuses this reference to twa 
Berkshire towns. An armed resistance to Great 
Britain antedating that at Exeter, N. H., and 
more effective than that, took place at Great 
Barrington on Aug. 16, 1774, more than eight 
months before the battle of Lexington. Tha 
Judges of the Crown endeavored to hold court 
here, but were driven from the town by a large 
number of armed men, some of whom, coming 
from Connecticut, seized a Tory magistrate and 
took him to Litchfield, where he wus imprisoned, 
At no time after the date mentioned did the au- 
thority of Great Britain prevail in Berkshire. 
It seems to me that this was the first county in 
the colonies to assert independence and to main- 
tain it, 

The dispute over the first declaration of inde- 
pendence has been hot, and one ought to be 
cautious not to reviveit. I will merely state a 
fact. Sheffield, in this county, has a declaration 
dated Jan. 12. 1773, two years and four months 
older than the Mecklenburg Ceciaration. It as- 
certs the right of self-government, announces 
numerous grievances and rights, and usea a 
great deal of harsh language against Great 
Britain. The paper is a long one, and was 
adoptedin open meeting Unanimously after a 
second reading. Of the committee that re- 
ported it, Theodore Sedgwick was one, and two 
Others afterward became Revolutionary Gen- 
erals—John Fellows and John Ashley. These 
historical facts have been quietly hidden away 
in these hills, known to but few, even here, but 
documents and records prove their truth.

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[VE GOVERNORS PRESENT 


BUT OUR OWN GHILL THE LION 
AMONG THEM ALL, 
#MPOSING CEREMONIES AT THE UNVEILING 
OF THE STATUE TO DANIKL WEBSTER 

IN CONCORD, N. H. 

ConcorD, June 17.—Five Goyernors sel- 
éom meet in one town in such a little State as 
New-Hampshire. That number of officials, how- 
ever, by their presence in Concord to-day, con- 
tributed to the dignity of the proceedings at- 
tending the unveiling of the statue of Daniel 
Webster. So far as ceremony went, the 
State was accordingly enabled to make 
B&B partial atonement for her neglect to reara 
monument to the memory of her distinguished 
s0n, now dead upward of thirty years. The 
contents of a bushel were successfully squeezed 
into a peck measure when 35,000 persons were 
packed into this snug little city to witness the 
celebration. Dignified Massachusetts sent Gov. 
George D. Robinson and Lieut.-Gov. Ames, and 
some bullion and brilliant colors on the backs 
of a dozen members of the Ancient and Honora- 
bie Artillery of Boston and of the Governor’s 
staff. Gov. Samuel E. Pingree, resembling a 
clergyman on a tour of visitation, and three 
staff officers represented Vermont. The State of 
Maine sent her granger Governor, Frederick 
Robie. Gov. Moody Currier came up from Man- 
chester to do the honors for the Granite State, 
accompanied by his staff. 

Tne Governor who attracted the greatest at- 
tention was tbe clean-cut gentleman with a 
pallid face, a mild mustache, and *“ County An- 
trims” well up in the region of bis high cheek 
bones, who got out of the special train with ex- 
Congressman Frank Jones. Gov. Hill’s retinue 
was an exceedingly small one. His private sec- 
retary, Col. William G. Rice. Controller Alfred C. 
Chapin, Insurance Superintendent Robert A. 
Maxwell. and Col. John S. McEwan were the 


only New-Yorkers on his train, savea single 
member of his staff, Col. Edward L. Judson. 
The staff as a whole were not invited, otherwise 
Gov. Hili would have had them here. In their 
gorgeous uniforms they would have overshaa- 
owed the Massachusetts contingent. It was as 
well for them that they didn’t come. They 
would have starved to death. Moreover, a 
stringent local option law 1s in full operation in 
the town. This discovery was made by the In- 
surance Superintendent, when he inquired fora 
giuss of piain lemonade,and was: blandly in- 
formed that no mixed drinks could longer be 
obtained in the capital city. 

Gov. Hili’s party left Portsmouth on the 8 
o’clock train. Tbey had spent a comfortable 
nigot at Groveliy Ridge guarded by two mas- 
tiffs, who insisted on patrolling rather more real 
aState than is secured by legal title even to 
Baron Frank Jones. Their reputation is such 
that even local Democrats have little business at 
Grovelly Ridge after sundown. Keen-eyed 
Judge Charles Levi Wvodbury, of Boston, 
climbed aboard the Directors’ car at 
Manchester, and was introduced to the Gov- 
ernor as an cld Democratic warrior. Mayor 
Eldridge, of Portsmouth; Capt. Dan Marcy, ex- 
Mayor Paige, and one ortwo warriors beguiled 
the Governor into a conversation about crops, 
erangers, and the general welfare of ‘*‘ our gio- 
rious old State.” No politics was allowed, and 
the Governor was glad enough when the train 
rolled into Concord. The other Governors 
were waiting on the Empire State, and the 
whole party was driven to the Eagle Hotel. 

An upper chamber was set apart asa recep- 
tion room. Some thoughtful person had left a 
swimming punch bowl andsome crackers anda 
dish of broiled codfish on atabie in the adjoin- 
ingreom. This codfish is a famous Yankee dish, 
ang it must always be a cause for wonder 
that the lunch counters of Gotham do not afford 
this remarkable appetizer. Presently the two 
rooms were thronyed with visitors. The An- 
cient and Honorables made the first attack upon 
the apartment that was not occupied by Gov. 
iil. All the old Democratic war horses of the 
State sought an introduction to Gov. Hill, and 
one by one Frank Jones gratified their 
hearts’ desire. It is a matter of no special 
concern whether they slaked their thirst after 
that or not. They had journeyed from the 
head waters of the rivers, from the regions 
arouna the great lakes and ponds, yea from 
avery section between the seashore and the 
Canadian line, to see the Governor of New- 
York. Toe tribes along the  Piscata- 
gua, the Piscataquog, the Pemigewassett, 
the Winnesquam and fair Winipiseogee had 
each their representatives. 1t wasa grand day 
ior New-Hampshire, but even a greater day for 
her war horses, who reveled in reminiscences of 
the days of Jefferson. They included candidates 
for every office within the gift of tbe National 
Admunistration and tor every office within the 
State. which the Republicans have insist- 
ed regularly upon filling at the end of 
every 12 moons, Some few there were who in 
generations gone by had actually represented 
the Democracy in the balls of Congress. They 
were rare enough, and are regarded by the pres- 
ent generation with curiosity and awe. Still 
the party has hopes of toppling over the 
majority which has stood like a Chinese 
wall between it, and the rich fields in which the 
Repubhcans have so long browsed and grown 
fat. There isnosuch dreadful fear up here as 
there is around the Kittery Navy Yard that the 
country is on the verge of destruction. Never- 
theless it is believed that the Administration 
might strike at least a four-mile gait without 
any danger of rattting the party to pieces. 

The long line passed before the Governor, 
bighly gratified at seeing a living representative 
of the New-York Democracy. In it were Alvah 
W. Sulioway, the State’s representative on the 
National Committee; Henry O. Kent, who was 
relisted as Naval Officer of Boston, much against 
the wishes of the friends of Col. John 
W. George; Judge Harry Bingham, the 
most intelectual man in the little army of 
New-Hampshire’s unrewarded sons; Railroad 
Commissioner E. B. 8S. Sanborn, Hosea W. 
Parker, and E. A. Hibbard, living examples of 
what the Democrats have been able to do doin 
two Congressional fights; John W. Sanborn, 
Luther F. McKinney, Chairman Charles Stone, 
ot the State Committee; United States 
District Attorney J. S&. H. Frink. Federal 
office holaer No. 2: Jonn M. Hill, Jobn G. Sin- 
clair, and Capt. Dan Marcy, all of whom have 
run inthe Gubernatorial race; ex-Judge Will- 
jam.S. Ladd, Nathan Perkins, N.*. Berry. James 
A. Weston, who once was the State Chief Ex- 
ecutive, and Mark F. Nason, office holder No. 3, 
who has recently got the Dover Post Office. 

Of those not strictlv of the Democratic faith 
who grasped the Governor’s hand were William 
E. Chandler, ex-Secretary of the Navy; Com- 
missioner of Garden Seeds George 8B. Lor- 
ing, ex-United States Senator dward HH. 
Rollins, and some scores of others, only one 
or two of whom have been overlooked 
by the National Administrators of the 
last quarter of a century. Patriotism 
and a pride in filling the offices are 
to-day quite as strong characteristics of the war 
borses as they ever were of the trotters of the 
opposite political faith. New-Hampshire is 
as chock full of patriots as Concord was to-day 
of reminiscences and relics of Daniel Webster. 

It was 1 o'clock by the old watch of Mr. Web- 
ster when the Governors got into their carriages 
and took their line in the procession. The ancient 
timepiece is the property of Mr. Peter Butler, 
who is even prounder of itthan he would be of 
a whole Post Office at the Cross Roads. The en- 
tire National Guard of New Hampshire marched 
over from the muster-ground to take theright of 
the line. Gulliver once on atime encountered 
just such anarmy. They were three regiments 
strong. They bad a battery of 12-pounders 
and a squadron of cavalry. The Seventh 
Regiment’s Armory would comfortably con- 
tain the whole guard of New-Hampsbire and 
all their families. The Yankees, however, have 
B reputation as fighting men. The dry 
goods clerks of New-York may be smarter 
in their uniforms, but they can show 
no sturdier ranks than the farmers who gather 
crops from these rocky hills. Round and round 
the town they marched, and each taxpayer e.- 
joyed to the fullest the blessing of witnessing 
them from his own stoop. 

The statue of Daniel Webster stands in the 
State House “ yara,” as the handsome little park 
in front of the granite Capitol is still described 
by the Concord people. A bronze statue of the 
great statesman by Powers was lost at sea 
somewhere in the vicinity of the Atlantic

Judze George W. Nesmith, of Franklin, who 
was an intimate friend of Webster, and 
who is now in his ninety-sixth year, was 
the presiding officer. His feebleness com- 
pellea him to transfer to Gilman Marston, 
Chairman of the legislative: committee, the 
arduous duties of the position. Such of the 
speakers as used manuscript read it from the 
top of the iittle mahogany writing 
desk on which Webster wrote in _ his 
college days. As Mr. Cheney arose to present 
his gift to the State the daughter of Col. John H. 
George stepped forward and pulled the cordwhich 
loosened the flag, and the statue was uncovered 
to the view of the thousands in the vicinity. 
‘The orution was delivered by Samuel C. 
Bartlett, President of Dartmouth College. The 
gift was accepted on behalf of the State 
by Goy. Currier. Then followed speeches by 
Gov. Robinson, Gov. Robie, Gov. Pingree, and 
Gov. Hill. The crowd applauded and the rain 
Pattered on Gov. Hill’s head as he delivered 
these remarks: 

I: is needless for meto say that I am pleased to be 
present on this interesting occasion. have come 
from the captial of the tmpire State to testify by my 
presence, rather than by any words I cun express, 
the interest which the pecple of my _ State 
feel in the name and memory of Daniel 
Webster. [Applause.} Though born upon the goil of 
your State, he did not beleng to youalone .Your 
sister Stutes join with his nntive State in claiming 
some share of the honor and glory whicn his achieve- 
ments and services reflected upon the whole country. 
His fame ts the renown of America. His life and char- 
actor udd lustre tothe free institutions of our land 
it may be safely asserted that among all the 


great men who have been developed under our 
Democratic form of Government he was 
one ot the creatast. No studént can 


perceive his works without being impregnated with 
the superiority of his eminent abilities. Enaowea by 
nature with extraordinary powers, uncommon)s gifted, 
he was a born Jeader among men. Whether 
as statesman, orator, or jurist. he had no 
rivals worthy of the name. Alwnvys a profound 
thinker, he exhausted every subject he discussed, and 
this is the distinguishing feature of all his proauc- 


tions and efforts. NO subject was ever s0 
deep that he did not fathom it; no iitiga- 
tion so intricate that he did not comprehend 


it; no pat cxuuse so weak that it did not bave in him a 
powerful champion and friend. Nw public man in all 
our history has succeeded better in rendering meim- 
orable the great speeches of bis life and impressing 
their importance and splendor upon his countrymen. 
What schoolboy in this broad Iand wh» hus not de- 
claimed to applanding audiences the immortal ora- 
tions of Daniel Webster? Who ts so ignorant and ob- 
scure inthis great country of ours ti®mt be does not 
knowthe author of the words, “ Ltberty and union, 
now and forever, one and inseparable’? Mr. Webster 
Was unquestionably the gresiest orator of his time. 
None cuuld surpass him upon the stump and before the 
people. 

About the year 1850, I believe it was, he was on a 
tourthrough the principal citiesof New-York State 
and addressed the multitudes who flocxed from ail the 
surrounding country to hearhim. From that day down 
to the present time there is pointed out to the stranger 
in those cities the spots where he delivered his 
speeches, the occasion being regarded as the great 
event of the time, snd the particular piaces where he 
etood a matter of peculiar interest. “Upon that 
balcony,” or “in this park.” or “in such au hall,” 
or “in yonder church ts the place where Daniel 
Webster spoke in 1850.” is the tnformation which 
is poured into your ears by the old rasidents of those 
cities who delight to recall the important circum- 
stance. It was in defense of our form 
of Government—of the Constitution and. the 
Union—that Mr. Webster achieved his greatest 
triumphs as a stateemunand orator. There have been 
great orations In the world’s history, but | venture the 
assertion that none has exceeded his wonderful 
achievements that gave him imperishable and ever- 
lasting fame 

It wae not left for us alone. howerer, to fully appre- 
ciate bis patriotic services in bebalf of an imperiled 
Constitution, QOur fathers before us on every prop- 
er occasion testified their admiration for his brilliant 
efforts, and there was a public dinner given to 
Webster at Albany, N. Y..on May 28, 1851, by the 
citizens of that hospitable city, which was pre- 
sided over by a distinguished citizen of our 
Sture—the Hon. John C. Spencer—who, in pro- 
posing a toast and in speaking of Mr. 
Webster's defense of the Constitution. appropriately 
said: “How pvoorend insignificant are all our efforts 
to expres: our appreciation of such a character 
and of such services. hey have exunk deep 
in our hearts: they will sink deeper _ still 
in the hearts of the unborn millions who are 
to people this vast continent, and when he and 
me sleep witn our fathers, his name will reverberate 
from _ the Atlantic to the Pacitic as the defender 
of the Constitution and of his country.” He 
then proposed the following beautiful sent!- 
ment: “The Constitution of the United States 
and Daniel Webster; inseparable now and in- 
separable in the records of t:me and. eternity.’ 
Webster replied to thiscomplimentin his usual elo- 
quent manner, and in concluding his speech proposed 
in return the following courteous aud appropriate 
sentiment: “The young men of Albany, the young 
men of this generation, of the succeeding generations; 
may they live forever, but may the Constitution and 
she Union outlive them ail.” 

1 have gladly journeyed to your cap‘tal to take part 
in these ceremonies, and | can assure you that no State 
tukes a deeper or more affectionate inierest in any 
honora that can be paid to your distinguished states- 
man than the State of New-York. New-Hampshire 
aod New-York have much incommon. They were both 
actively engazed in the great strugyie for inde- 
pendence, and each made giorious Revolutionary his- 
tory. Our citizens have many business and com- 
mercial r@iations with the people of your State. Both 
loyally sustained the Union cuusein the war of the 
rebeliion. i recall the fact that New-tiampsbire was 
the birtnplaca of one of my distinguished predecessors, 
he who uttered the famous tentiment and issued the 
familiar orcer, ** Whoever hauls down the American 
flag, shoot him on the spot.” Your State may well be 
proud of being the birthplace of both Daniel Web- 
ster and Gen. John A. Dix. 

Iam «iso reminded that every block of granite of 
which the magnificent Capito! of the State of New- 


York ts built comes from the quarries of 
New-England. It is to be feared that New- 
Yorkers are sometimes too apt to imagine 


that their State overshadows in importance the other 
portions of the country. Atripthrough your beauti- 
ful and prosperous State will dispel that illusion. In 
other countries the grext commercial metropolis of 
New-York City seemsto be confounded with New-York 
State and the whole country. At a public dinner 
given to Mr. Webster at Buffalo, N. Y., in 1851, 
he himeelf alluded to this subdject. speaking 
as follows: “The commercial character £0 
far pervades the minds of commecin. men 
all over the world, that there are many men who are 
very respectable and intelligent who do not seem to 
know that there is anything in the United states but 
New-York. When | wasin England it was asked of me 
if I did pot come from New-York. I told them my 
wife came from New-York; that is something. Well, 
gentlemen, I bad the honor one duy to be invited toa 
state dinner by the Lord Mayor of Jondon. He 
wasa portly and a dignified geuticman. He hada big 
wig on his head. all powdered and ribboned dow™ be- 
hind, and | had the honor to sit between him 
and the Lord Mayoress, und there were 800 gueris 
with all the Iuxuries and guryeousness of the 
Lord Mayor’s dinner. Soon after the cloth 
was removed his Lordship thought proper to take 
notice of his American guest. He seemed not 
to know exactly who 1 was. He knew [| 
was a Senator, but he seemed to have but little 
idea of any place in the United States but New- 
York. He arose: “Gentlemen,” said he, “Ll 
give you the hesith of Mr. Webster, a member 
of the upper Senate of New-York. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Webster was, of course, greatly surprised as 
well asamused atthe blunder of his English host,which 
thus summarily reduced him from the high and exalted 
position of a Senator of the United States to that 
ofa Senatorin the Legisiatureof a single State. I 
can assure you, howeve:, that New-York would 
have been proud to have had Mr. Webster 
Senator in either her “upper” or 
other branch of her 


as her 
lower Senate, or in any 
Legislature. (Loud applause.) But I must not de- 
tain you ionger. came to listen rather than 
to speak. I realize too well that olaborate 
eulogy cannot add anything to the greatness 
distinction of the man whose statue you 
unveiled to-day. We have none of us forgotten the 
magnificent oration of Kaward Everett on Webster, 
delivered about 20 years ago upon a somewhat 
similar ocousion. He has left nothing for any 
one to say in regard to Webster in this 
generation. It was the most brilliant production of 
this age in the line of oratory, and will answer 


for ail the futnre. In conclusion permit me 
to suggest that while the pure and generous 
motives which promoted the erection of this 


statue are to bes heartily commended, it wus 
not needed to prevent the name of Daniel Webster 
from being forgotten by posterity. Neither murbie 
nor granite nor steel nor brass is necessary to per- 
petuate his fame. It may weil be said of him: 
* Art to his fame no aid hath rent, 
His country is his monument.” 


The outdoor ceremonies were concluded in a 
drizzling rain, in the midst of which Gov. Hiil’s 
party burried to catch the train for Boston. 

Among the letters read at the unveiilug of the 
statue was the following from President Cleve- 
land:

DEAR SiR: I regret that pressing official duties 
will not permit me to be present at the exercises at- 
tending the unveiling of the stutue of luniel Weo- 
ster at Coneord on Thursday next. hKvery occasion 
which does honor to this illustrious stutesman is of 
extraordinary interest to ail American citizeus, since 
our pride in bis career and achievements is not in the 
least Jimited by partisan influence or by any senti- 
ment jess than national. It would be well if in 
the capital of every State there stood a statue such as 
Concord bossts, which should not only prompt the 
memory of a man, but which should also keep alive 
through the coming centuries the love and veneration 
of the American people for true American greatness, 
Yours, very truly.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR DISSENSIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—General Secre- 
tary Turner, of the Knights of Labor, was 
questioned to-day by a reporter about a 
secret circular of General Master Workmau Pow- 
derly, published to-day, numbered 22, and dated 
Philadelphia, June 12, in which the Knights are 
warned against what he considers a plot to 
pack the convention to be held in Richmond 
next October with politicians, and in which Mr. 
Powderly claims to have discovered a great 
conspiracy which is on foot to disrupt the order 
by underhand means. Mr. Turner was at first 
very reticent, and refused to talk, but when his 
questioner began to quote extracts from 
the letter, showing that he knew its 
contents, Mr. Turner’s whole manner changed. 
At first he was inclined to be angry, but fiually 
concluded to made the best of it. “1l knew 
it,” he said. “I told Powderly when we were 
sending that circular out that it would get 
in print. Why.do you know we have spent 
over $500 and nearly a week’s labor in mailing 
those documents to the General Assembly. 
“'There,”’ said the Secretary-Treasurer, pointing 
to large pile of official envelopes, “tis a lot 
of the circulars that have not been matied yet. 
There is no use, they will get out, and after this 
I will urge that allsuch matter be given to the 
press at once.”

PRINCE LOUIS BONAPARTE. 


BRA AE LGR, 
HE TARRIES AWHILE WITH THE MIKADO 
IN YOKOHAMA. 

From the San Francisco Bulletin, June 9. 

Prince Napoleon Louis. Joseph Jerome 
Bonaparte, second son of Prince Napoleon Jo- 
seph Charles Paul Bonaparte, 1s making a tour 
around the world aud was expected to arrive in 
this city to-day by the steamship Oceanic, from 
Hong-Kong. The steamship Oceanic came to the 
Mail dock this forenoon. Somewhat later ex- 
pressmen and other handlers of baggage were 
tossing trunks and valises about at the dock 
with the breezy unconcern characteristic of rep- 
resentatives of a free people. None of these 
pieces of baggage bore the opulence 
of names distinguishing the French Prince, 
and inauiry revealed the fact that the 
Prince, who is known in France as Prince 
Louis, did not arrive. He has been through In- 
dia, made a stay at Hong-Kong and then took 
the steamship City of Sydney to Youobama, 
There, it is said, he has been entertained royally 
in the same palace where Gen. Grant was re- 
ceived and féted. He is on his way to the United 
States, but found it agreeable to remain awhile 
in Japan. An officer of the steamship City ot 
Sydney, who talked with Prince Louis on the 
passage irom Hong-Kong to Yokohama, and 
who strove ineffectually to teactr the Prince 
the subleties of the American game of poker, 
described the Prince somewhat this forenoon. 
Prince Louis is rather tall, pale, with features 
resembling pictures of the first Napoleon, 
and not so heavily built as the first Napoleon. 
His expression is habitually sad. He speaks 
English fluently, is affable, friendly, and is in- 
terested in this country. He played piquet 
much of the time on the voyage, and won or 
lost with little appearance of interest. He said 
that he expected to come to this country on the 
steamship Rio de Janeiro, which will be the 
next steamer, but that he might not arrive so 
soon, He is accompanied by a valet, who also 
speaks English fluently and whose features in- 
dicate hira to be of Irish origin, but he is really 
an Italian. That Prince Louis is enjoying his 
trip appears quite certain. He has an abundance 
of Jeisure, and may not come here for some 
time; not until it suits his convenience. 

Some interest will be felt concerning the 
movements ot Prince Louis Bonaparte, he being 
ason of the foremost Bonapartist Claimant for 
the French throwe. The more recent Hong- 
Kong papers printed in English, do not contain 
any account of his stay in Hong-Kong. The 
Japan Gazette of May 24 mentions his arrival at 
Yokohama and conveys the information that he 
dined at the French Consulate there. Accord- 
ing to the Gazette he subsequently went to 
Tokio, accompanied by Mr. Aoki, Vice-Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs, who came down to 
Yokobama to receive him. May 24 Prince 
Louis was at the Rokumei-kwan and was 
to pay a visit to the Imperial Princes, 
He had also been “entertained by their 
Majesties the Hmperor and Empress, in their 
Imperial Palace, on the 19th inst. It is not 
expected that on arrival at San Francisco Prince 
Louis will be received in any quarter as a Prince, 
He is said to be regarded at the French Consul- 
ute here simply asa citizen of France. No at- 
taché of the French Consulate was at the Mail 
dock to-day to receive him,and the announce- 
ment of his coming had not, seemingly, caused 
any commotion in the French Coiony. Had he 
come ashore to-day it would have been like any 
tourist who has not any title. 

Prince Louis Bonaparte is still a very young 
mun, having been born July 16, 1864. His brother, 
Napoleon Victor Jerome Frederick, was born 
Juiy 18, 1862. He is a son of Princess Clotilde, 
aaugbter of Victor Emmanuel, late King of 
Italy. His grandfather, Jerome Bonaparte, was 
the youngest brother of the first Napoleon, and 
Prince Louis is therefore grand nephew of the 
great Napoleon.

NO CANDIDATES WANTED. 
—-—_—- 
ONE OF THE RULES OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
ONE HUNDRED. 

Edward Knox threw a bombshell into 
the camp of the Committee of One Hundred last 
night in one of the parlors of the Murray Hill 
Hotel. Mr. Knox’s bombshell was a resolution 
to the effect that no oné should be eligible as a 
member of the committee if a candidate for any 
office orif he carried a candidate in his pocket. 
Inthe absence of Chairman Henry A. Oakley, 
Gen. Henry L. burnett presided, Robert A. 
Van Wyck was the Secretary. Among those in 


attendance were William Belden, Edward Knox, 
James J. Coogan, C. C. Shayne, aud Francis M. 
Bixby. Tat 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
presented its report for adoption. The sole pur- 
pose of the organization wxs stated to be the 
promotion of the principles declared by the 
mass meeting of citizens in the Academy of 
Music on June 2, and the application of them in 
the reform of the municipal government of this 
city and of its administration, and to this pur- 
pose exclusively will its officers, committes, and 
members direct their efforts, and employ 
all funds which sball be inotrusted to 
the committee. The first stated mecting 
of the committee is to be held on the 
first Tuesday of September, and thereafter 
meetings will be held on the first and third Tues- 
days ineach month. Section 15 of the by-laws 
sets forth that no person shall be presented asa 
candidate of the committee for any public office 
uniess he shall have been nominated by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and approved by a three- 
foyrths vote of those}present at a stated meeting 
of the Committee of One Hundred, or ata speciul 
meeting culled to act upon such a nomination. 

It was when this section was read that Mr. 
Knox threw his pombshell. What was said by 
the members of the committee upon the resolu- 
tion is their secret. The reporters were excluded 
trom the meeting. After the struggle it was 
observed that Mr. Knox was proud and happy, 
as he hada right to be, and members who were 
not candidates or who did not carry candidates 
in their pockets congratulated him upon the 
adoption of his amendment to section 15. The 
amendment was as fuliows: ** And no member 
of the Committee of One Hundred shail be 
el‘zible for such vomination.” 

William Belden offered a resolution, which was 
adupted, directing the Executive Committee to 
appoint five taxpayers, who shall be empowered 
to employ an expert accountant and investigate 
the various departments of the City Government. 
The five taxpayers will be appointed at the next 
meeting of the Executive Committee. The Rey. 
Howard Crosby was nominated to fill the va- 
cancy in the Committee of One Hundred caused 
by the resignation of Robert Minturn, The 
matter was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee and the meeting adjourned,

LONGFELLOW’S COLLEGE ROOM.

Journal, speaking of the talk about the room 
occupied by Henry W. Longfellow whilea stu- 
dent at Bowdoin College, in Brunswick, says: 
‘Perhaps many an Alumnus has remembocsed 
that ‘27 M. H.,’ was his room, too. Others may 
bave found a pleasurable fiavor in the fact that 
some college friend has been domiciled or has 


been permitted to cultivate his sprouting muse 
within tbe sume four walis as once furnished 
ripening solitude to the early genius of our 
honored poet. Indeed, a country paper, quot- 
ing the paragrapb, has mentioned, with the 
slightest tinge of a local pride, that a towns- 
mun is the supposed fortunate occupant of * 27, 
Maine Hall.’ But Maine Hall that was, is not. 
Fire consumed it. Its ashes whirled aloft by the 
flames and sprinkled down upon tbe campus, 
anda pile of ruins were the paining memorials 
of the college’s lo3s, scarce more than 10 years 
after Longfellow’s graduation. Another Maine 
Hall was raised above the same foundations. 
Another No. 27 came into existence. It holds 
now about the exact position as the former in 
the terrestrial atmosphere above the college 
campus, The old lines of latitude and longitude 
redrawn will intersect at tce same point. Hut 
the 7 is not there; rather it is wholly an- 
other. That sentiment which finds gratification 
in the homes or haunts of noted men of litera- 
tureand gains athrillin touching objects once 
familiur to their bands can but with an oblivi- 
ous stretch of the imagination find satisfaction 
in ‘ No. 27, Maine Hall,’ as now existing.” 











ANCIENT CITIES OF HONDURAS, 

From the New-Orleans Times- Democrat. 
While Guatemala boasts more ruined 
aboriginal cities, Central Honduras was once the 
scene of a hixh condition of civilization. Near 
the source of the winding Chemelicon, on the 
left bank of the river, are situated the ruins of 
Copan, the capital of a great and powerful abo- 
riginal kingdom. The temple walls are fallen, 


put the stones that compose them are sculpt- 
ured with graceful hieroglypnics vastly dif- 
ferent from the uncouth signs and symbols 
that cover the late obelisks and temple wails of 
the famous ruined cities of Egypt. Recent in- 
vestigations prove that the once great Indian 
capital aj Copan must have been founded 
thousands of years ago, shortiy after the 
half-destroyed world recovered from that 
terrible cataclysm that covered it with 
the desolating débris of the drift period. In- 
deed, it is probable that, like Uxmal, it has been 
several times rebuilt, for its ruins betray traces 
of several styles of architecture that embrace 
different epochs of civilization. But the stories 
told by the mural scuiptures and the hiero- 
giyphic-covered obelisk remain a profound 
secret to the savants of the day. No rosetta 
stone has been discovered to reveal the mysteri- 
ous histories they relate, nor can we ever hope 
to learn them, The language of the builders 
has disappeared with those who raised these stu- 
pendous Monuments.

ARS AbD 
EDWIN PERCY WHIPPLE. 

Edwin Percy Whipple, the widely known 
critic, essayist, and lecturer, died of pneumonia 
at his home in Boston Wednesday night. He was 
in the sixty-eighth year of his age, having been 
born in Gloucester, Mass., on March 18, 1819. 
His father died when he was an infant, and 
Edwin's early character was thus left to the for- 
mation of his mother, Lydia Gardiner, a woman 
of strong mental power. She removed with her 
sonto Salem, where he attendea the English 
high school. His literary talents showed them- 
selves at an early age, and when 14 years old he 
was a contributor toa Salem paper. At the age 
of 15 he left school and became a clerkin a 
bank. While serving in this capacity he 
was also Librarian of the Salem Atheneum, 


and spent his leisure hours in greedily devour- 
ing the best of the volumes in his charge. In 
1837 he left Salem and went to Boston, where he 
entered a broker’s office, and soon after was ap- 
Pointed Surperintendent of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change news room. He also joined the Mercan- 
tile Liprary Association, and with five other 
members formed a little club of six, which held 
seasions for literary exercises and debate, known 
as “The Attic Nights.” It was in these Attic 
Nights that his ready wit, quickness in discus- 
s10n, and the thoroughness of his literary attain- 
ments first began to attract attention. 

His first literary work that attracted public 
notice was an essay on Macaulay, published in 
the Boston Misceliany for February, 1848 He 
was then but 24 years old, but the judgment 
evinced in this essay was of so high an order 
that it culled forth an appreciative letter from 
the famous historian himself to the youthful 
author. He had begun his cureer as a lecturer 
and reader three years previously, when he read 
a@ poem satirizing the manners and follies of tiie 
day, and this was followed by a lecture on the 
“Lives ot Authors,” which was repeated in 
nearly ail the large cities of New-England. 
In 1850 he was selected as tho fourth 
of July orator for Boston, and delivered 
an oration of singular power on “ Wash- 
ington and the Principles of the Ameri- 
can Revolution.” He gave many striking lect- 
ures before the literary societies of Brown, 
Dartmouth, and Amherst, and in 1859 delivered 
a course of 12 !ectures before the Lowell Insti- 
tute, of Boston, on the * Literature of the Axe 
ot Elizabeth.” These were tine specimens of 
literary criticism, and 10 years later were pub- 
lished in book form, making a welcome addition 
to well selected libraries. 

In 1860 Mr. Whipple gave up his position as 
Superintendent of the Exchange News Rooms 
and devoted himseif exclusively to literature. 
He was a frequent contributor after tbat date 
to the North American Review, the American 
Heview, the (hristian Examiner, Graham's Mag- 
azine, the Atlantic Monthly, Harper's Magazine, 
and other periodicals, and during the war he 
wrote political editorials for the Boston /ran- 
script, which were conceived in a spirit of lofty 
and ardent patriotism. All Mr. Whipple's lect- 
ures, and most of his essays and contributions to 
periodical literature, have been collected and 
published in yolumes, Two of these bear the 
title “*Essays and Reviews,” a third is called 
** Literature and Life,” and the others are * Suc- 
cess and its Conditions” and ‘ Character and 
Characteristic Men.”

SELLING HIS SEAT IN TH# STOCK EXCHANGE 
AND STILL HOPING. 

A. B. Stockwell, who for many years has 
been one of the notable men of Wall-street, 
sold his seat in the Stock Exchange yesterday for 

27,000. Mr. Stockwell came to Wall-street with 
lots of money, and by lucky speculations 
increased his fortune until be was one of the 
magnates of the stock market, ruling the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and other big corpora- 
tions. He had dash and pluck. He took big 
risks. He wasa man of new enterprises, and 
many a project gained a strong foothold and 
flourished through his influence, and many men 
now financially strong owed their first stuart to 
his friendly offices. 

But one day there was a collapse; cliques 
combined against him, and the old Wall-street 
story was told once more—a man of consequence 
was pushed to the wall. Bad luck tollowed bad 
luck, No fortune but ill fortune came to him, 
and in the end he was practically penniless. 
He has fought pluckily through adverse 
fortunes, but though there are friends who 
predict happier things as sure to come one 
of these days, Mr. Stockwell no longer has 
power or influence in the Street. He himself 
tells with great glee the story how, when he 
was at the height of his prosperity, everybody 
bowed down and saluted him as Commodore 
Stockwell, a title that they cut down to Captain 
when be first began to go with an ebbing tide, 
while, when it became known that he was close 
to bankruptcy, the popular salutation was 
plain, unadorned “Hello, Stockwell,” which 
before long gave way to the more expressive 
epithet of * that red-headed son of a gun from 
Cleveland.” , 

With the $27,000 derived from the sale of his 
Stock Exchange seat it is said that Mr. Stock- 
well will wipe out personal debts, and use what 
remains as the basis for plans upon which to 
try once more atest of fortune. He is still the 
same cheery, good-natured man that he was in 
the days of his best fortune. 








THE RESULT IN OREGON. 
From the Portland Oregonian, June 10. 

The candidates who stood as special 
representatives of J. H. Mitchell were severely 
deult with. Cornelius is enormously behind on 
the vote. Part of his loss, especially in Mult- 
nomah, Clackamas, and Clatsop, is due to the ac- 
tion of the men of the anti-coolie associations, 
who voted for Pennoyer; but taking the State 
at large, the loss was due chiefly to the deter- 
mination of great numbers of Republicans not 
to cast their votes so as to epable Mitchell, by 
whom the nomination of Cornelius was dictated, 
to claim a victory. They knew that the election 
of Cornelius would be proclaimed asa Mitchell 
triumph, as a justification of Mitchell’s election; 
that it would confirm bis hold upon the party and 
enable him to maintain his detatorship over it. 
Consequently they did not vote for Cornelius. 
For the same reason they have beaten Marston, 
who stands as @ representative of Mitchellism 
and of the Treasury ring. Steel and Dement in 
this county, kuown and proclaimed as special 
representative of Mitchell, would likewise have 
been Overwhelmingly beaten—though the coun- 
ty has been from 1,090 to 1,000 Republican ma- 
jority—had it not been for their “deal” with 
the whisky ring. Even with the help of the 
whisky ring and with all the aid he could secure 
by selling out other candidates, Steel has buta 
narrow majority; while Dement, who parades 
himself as Mitchell’s “law partner,” is beaten. 
Gault also, another of the gang who regard 
Mitchell as their god, is beaten by a vote which 
shows what the people think of Mitchell and 
Mitchellism. Harms, candidate for the Legis- 
Jature, is also a sacrifice to the same determina- 
tion to cut Mitchell’s strikers down at every op- 
portunity. There is no riddle in the returns.

STEALING HIS OWN HORSE, 

Fort WortsH, Texas, June 17.—A Judge 
and jury ina Texas District Court have found a 
man guilty of stealing his own horse, and sent 
him to the penitentiary for twelve years. It is 
a most remarkable case. L. W. Owen i 
a worthy citizen of Erath County. He has a 
good reputation for integrity in his community. 


In 1885 he branded a bay colt out of a mare be- 
longing to him and turned it out_on 
the range. Owen then came to Fort 
Worth and remained here some time on 
business. While away one W. H. Bosey 
saw the colt and took it up as his property. 
Owen returned, and finding his colt in Bosey’s 
possession demanded the animal. Bosey refused, 


saying the animal was his. The case got 
into the Justice’s court on a_ writ of 
sequestration. The colt was awarded to 


Owen, who thereupon took it from Bosey’s 
premises. Bosey went before the Grand Jury 
and he wae indicted for theft. The jury trying 
the case found Owens guilty, giving him 12 
years, and he isin jail. Owen has appealed to 
the Supreme Court. As faras is known this is 
the first case where a man stole his own horse. 








AUDITOR BROWN’'S IMPEACHMENT. 

Des MoIngEs, Ia., June 16.—With the ex- 
ception of the episode yesterday in which 
Witness Ayres is reported to have called Coun- 
sel Lehman a liar, to-day has proved the 
most interesting of the impeachment trial. 
Ayres testified this morning that Brown had 
borrowed $100 from the Governor’s con- 
tingent fund, and that Brown's clerks, 


of whom he was one, had sent out 
campaign documents from Brown, both in 
and out’ of office time. Gov. Sherman 
testified this forenoon, and much 
was occupied in skirmishing tor points 
between counsel and managers. Nearly 
all questions asked by Brown's counsel were 
refused by the Senate. Counsel endeavoring 
toshow that Sherman had intended to ver- 
manently remove Brown instead of suspending 
him. The chief fight was to have the Governor 
interpret the order of suspension. Brown's 
counsel. finally got the answer, by having Sher- 
man verify his testimony before the Investigat- 
ine Committee last Winter, in which he sfid he 
meant the removal to bea finality. Witness de- 
clined to allow counsel to assist his memory re- 
garding the use of police and military, and was 
Obstinately oblivious to very nearly all that 
transpired from the timeof his ordering Brown's 
suspension until he ejected him by force of 
bayonets. Interrogatories as to his having con- 
sulted biased advisera were disallowed by the 
court. e will be on the stand to-morrow,

TEXAS AND PACIFIC. 

Holders of the income and land grant 
mortgage bonds'of the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
way Company received a report yesterday from 
their recently appointed committee which was 
cherged with inquiring into the rights of this 
class of securities in the matter of she com- 
pany’s proposed reorganization. The commit- 
tee, consisting of Simeon J. Drake, Christopher 
Meyer, W. C. Hall, and William wstrauss, recom- 
mended to the bond owners that the issuc of 
fcrip on the income bonds be discontinued. 
They showed that over 3,000,000 acres of land, 
‘no wor-e than the average sold heretofore,” 
remain, and they insisted that this particular 
mortgage asa junior railroad security—a third 
mortgare upon the Eustern Division—is ‘‘a lien 
Or positive value ana one not to be disregarded.” 
After hearing the report of the committee the 
mecting adopted resolutions embodying these 
views, which are to be sent tothe company. The 
commana is to prepare a plan of reorganiza- 

on. 

The bondholders of the New-Orleans Pacific 
Division ot the Texas and Pacific Company are 
also moving for their share in the reorganiza- 
tion scheme. A meeting was held yesterday at 
the office of Tilghman, Rowland & Co., No. 54 
Exchange-place, and it was voted that steps be 
at once taken for the protection of interests in- 
volved. A committee, with Mr. O. O’Brien as 
Chairman, was appointed to take preliminary 
action. 

The reorganization plan which isin course of 
preparation by the Rio Grande Division bond- 
holders and in which it ts probable that the 
stockholders will acquiesce, as weil as security 
holders, of other classes, is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, only comparatively trivial matters of 
detail remaining to be shaped. 
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WARRING NORTHWEST ROADS. 

CHICAGO, June 17.—President Cable, of 
the Rock Island, is expected to return from the 
East to-morrow, and rumors are current 
that within a day or two a meeting 
of the managers of the Milwaukee 


and St. Paul, Rock Island, and North- 
western Railroads is to be held, with a view of 
settling the passenger war between Chicago and 
St. Paul and other points. The report that the 
Rock Island will consent to an arrangement that 
the rates by the limited trains of the Milwaukee 
and St. Pavl and Northwestern shall be 
$2 more than the ordinary trains is denied 
at the headquarters of the Rock Isiand. 
The Northwestern and St. Paul Roads are will- 
ing to make such concession, but the Kock Ial- 
and’s demands are much more exacting. From 
what can be ascertained that company will 
decline to make peace unless a_ pool is 
formed on St. Paul and Minneapolis busi- 
ness or it is guaranteed a_ differential 
rate for its Albert Lea route. There 
is not the least prospect that the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and the Northwestern will consent to 
such a settlement of the difficulty. They de- 
cline to make a pool, nor will they allow the 
Rock Island a differential either on first or sec- 
ond class business. Tbe prospects, therefore, of 
a settlement of the war are rather poor.

EXTENDING BURLINGTON’S LINES. 
CuicaGco, June 17.—The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad Company has just 
let the contract for the construction of an im- 
portant extension of its lines in Illinois, This 
extension will be 12 miles in length, and will run 
from Galesburg to Rio, Ill. The building of 
these 12 miles of road will shorten the 
company’s line from Peoria to Kock Island 
22 miles, and the line from Rock Island 
to St. Louis 10 miles. The extension will con- 
nect the old Rockford, Rock Island and St. 
Louls with the main line at Galesburg. Work 
will be begun at once, the contract providing 
that the line be completed by Sept. 1, 1886. 
Rumors are current that atratiic agreement is 
to be made between the Mobile and Ohio, Cairo 
and St. Louis, and Burlington Railroads for a 
new through route from Chicago to Mobile and 
New-Orleans.

LARGE DEATH RATE AMONG NEGROES. 
From the New-Orleans Times-Cemocrat, June 15. 

The last mortuary report of the Health 
Officer of Savannah shows a death rate per 1,000 
of the populationef 12.19 for the whites and 
122.94 for the colored people. This is bad enough, 
put the mortality of the colored children is even 
worse, being at the rate of 601.98 per 1,000. Should 
such a mortality continue it will sweep away all 
the piccaninnies of the Georgia city. At this 
rate of mortality the average duration of life 
among the negroes of Savannah is but little over 
eight years, and this when the city is free from 
any epidemic disease. Measles prevails there to 
asmail extent; but while it is of a mild type 
among the white children it has proved very 
fatal with the negroes. It is not to measies or to 
auy disease that this mortality is traceable. It 
is caused by imprudence. by lack of the 
proper care and_e attention. The negro 
children are neglected, receive no nursing, 
fail to get the medical attendance, the medicine, 
or food they require. They live,even when in 
good health, in the most unsanitary condition 
and defy all the laws of hygiene. Every South- 
ern city is suffering from this same trouble. Its 
death list isswollen by the thousands of ignorant 
negroes who fall victims to their carelessness 
and imprudence. Diseases are nursed in its 
negro quarters; small-pox, measles, and scarlet 
fever linger there, when they have been driven 
out from all the white districts. The evil is 
growing worse from day to day. There has been, 
no sanitary improvement among the Southern 
negroes, no decrease in mortality. Each year 
shows @ Worse condition of affairs.

WITH FORTY-EIGHT WOUNDS. 








BATTLE-SCARRED JOHN F. CHASE OF THE 


FIRST MAINE BATTERY. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

Among the battle-scarred veterans of 
the civil war who went from Maine is John F. 
Chase, of Augusta. He was arugged farmer’s 
boy, 18 years of age, when, prompted by a sense 
of loyalty, he rallied to his country’s defense. 
He was the fifth one who enlisted in this State 
under the first call for troops in 1861. Four 
brothers of his also enlisted, two of whom were 
killed and two were wounded. He took part in 
ail the battles of the Potomac, from the first 


Bull Run to Gettysburg. During his entire term 
of service the post of duty and of danger always 
found him present. his is the testimony of his 
Captain, which has otten been expressed. He 
never aspired to rank, not even to wearing the 
chevrons of a Corporal. He was content, as well 
ag proud, in simply being cannoneer No. i of the 
Fifth Maine Battery. Two weeks ago Private 
Chase was in Washington, when Gen. Black, 
Commissioner of Pensions, in introducing him to 
his friends, said: ‘ Here’sa man who probably 
bas more wounds on his person than any other 
soldier living.” 

Gen. Black did not speak unadvisedly. For 
nearly turee years Private Chase went through 
every arduous and trying campaign of his bat- 
tery without a scratch, to be at last battered and 
broken by arebel shell on the bloody field of 
Gettysburg. He bears 48 wounds as the me- 
mentoes of that battle. It scarcely seems cred- 
ibie that one could have passed through such a 
fearful baptism of blood and still survive. The 
story may be told in a few words: 

The Fifth Maine Battery was attached to the 
First Corps under Gen. Reynolds. It was the 
third day of the fight, and the battery was 
posted on Seminary or Weed’s Hill. The rebel 
Gen. Pickett was making his famous charge on 
our left centre, and a terrible artillery duel was 
in progress. The battery was in a hara place, 
being between cross-fires. The air was full of 
the missiles of death. The heroic Chase, with 
his shirt sleeves roiled up and his face black 
with powder ana smoke, was in the act of ram- 
ming homea cartridge when a rebel shell fell 
about three feet from him and burst. The 
frxgments tlew in all directions. Chuse was 
thrown nearly a rod from his gun and fell in- 
sensible. His clothes were literally stripped 
from his body. His right arm was blown oft, 
his left eye literally torn from its socket, while 
his breast _and shoulders were gashed with 
wounds. He was carried tothe rear. ‘I'wo days 
after, when the dead were buried, he was being 
conveyed with others to the grave. A groan 
from him attracted attention, and he was dis- 
covered to be alive. Upon recovering con- 
sciousness the first words tnat came from his lips 
werw: ‘* Did we win the battle ?” 

Private Chase’s pluck at Chancellorsville re- 
ceived the commendation of Gen. Hooker. His 
battery was facing a most destructive fire from 
the enemy’s batteries. All the officers and men 
of his battery being either killed or wounded he, 
with another brave comrade, fired his gun seven 
times after the other guns of the battery had 
ceased work. ‘The gun was then dragged off by 
the two, the horses having been shot or disabled, 
to prevent its capture by the enemy, which 
shortly afterward occupied the position that had 
been vacated by our retreating forces. 

Private Chase talks with enthusiastic earnest- 
ness about the splendid record the Fifth Maine 
Battery made during the war, but in his mod- 
esty rarely if ever alludes to the gallant part he 
bore in its many sanguinary contests. He is now 
43 years of age, and receives a pension of $36 a 
month from the Government, which will be 
shortly increased to $46 a month by a special act 
just passed by Congress upon the recommenda- 
tion of Gen. Black. During the past two sessions 
of the Maine Legislature he has served asa 
messenger in the House of Representatives.

THE MAINE PROHIBITIONISTS. 
PORTLAND, Me., June 17.—The Prohibi- 
tion Convention ‘vas called to order this morn- 
ing by the Kev. Mr. Parks, of Presque Isle. 
The temporary organization of yesterday was 
made permanent, and a number of Vice-Presi- 
dents were chosen. The Committee on Creden- 


tials reported 193 delegates present representing 
66 cities and towns, and 14 counties. During the 
recess of the convention, the Second District 
Prohibitionists nominated Col. W. 8. Eustis for 
Congress. The convention proper was then 
called to order, and resolutions were submitted 
and adopted. Gratitude to God is expressed for 
the proxress made in the cause and thanks are 
tendered to all aiaers. The records of courts, 
the deposits in savings banks, the small 
proportion of taxes collected by the United 
States authorities, the total destruction of the 
manufacture of alconolic drinks in the State, 
and the vast increase of sentiment in favor of 
total abstinence may fairly show that Maine 
jJeads in this reform, and is a quarter of a cent- 
ury in advance of the license States. It is 
affirmed that both the old parties contain 
a new element which will not allow the 
enforcement of the prohibitoryiaw,ana thatsuch 
a law ought to be enforced while it is a part of 
the organized law of the State. In the principal 
cities of the State there is no impartial enforce- 
ment of the law. The Republican Party regards 
the work thus far accomplished as its utmost 
effort for prohibition, and is afraid to enforce 
the law. The vote for Prohibition is not simply 
local, but its influence will be wide, and will en- 
courage States now struggling for Prohibition. 
The resolutions further say: ‘**We aim atthe 
application of Christian principles to politics, to 
secure civil service reform, to do away with vi- 
tuperation in political contests, tbe abolition of 
polygamy, ana the better condition of the In- 
dians and of the colored people at the South.” 

A State Committee was appointed and em- 
powered to fill all vacancies. Mr. Join 8. White, 
of Portland, was chosen Chairman of the com- 
mittee; Charles S. Libby, of Portland, Secre- 
tary, and the Rey. S. F. Pearson, of Portland, 
Treusurer. 

The Rev. Dr. Bashford declined the nomina- 
tiou for Governor, and presented the name of 
Aaron Clark, of Buxton, a lifelong farmer and 
Prohibitionist. Mr. Clark was unanimously 
nominated, and accepted in a brief speech. The 
delegates of the First Congressional District 
nominated T. B. Hussey, of North Berwick, for 
Congress.

PLATE WITH A HISTORY. 
From the London Truth. 

A very notable service of plate has just 
been sold in a London auction room for nine- 
teen hundred guineas. It was boughtearly in 
the reign of Charles I. by Sir Christopher Har- 


ris, of Radford, near Plymouth, who had the 
custody of Sir Walter Raleigh in 1618. Shortly 
after the civil war broke out hostilities com- 
menced in the pneighborbood of Plymouth, and 
Sie Christonoher, fearing for the safety of his 
precious plate, buried it, and presently died 
without having revealed the place wbere he had 
concealed it. Careful search was made, but it 
could not be discovered, and the loss bad be- 
come a legend, when, in the Spring of 182%, a 
laborer turned up a_ box ina fiela which he was 
plowing, avd in it was found the long-lost 
Radford plate.

THE GAS CLERK'S LAMENT 


BEARING TRE BRUNT OF THE 
CONSUMER’S ANGER. 

A GRAY-HAIRED BOOKKEEPER VENTING HIS 
WOES AND TELLING SOME OF THE 
MONOPOLY’S SECRETS. 

¥f the wrongs which the unfortunate gas 
fonsumer has to endure are many and great he 

pan at least proclaim them in the ears of a wor!d 
pf sympathizing fellow-martyrs, but who has 
yet had the hardihood to talk of the sufferings 
pnd picture the woes of that other, but silent, 
victim of the great monopoly—the gas office 
rlerk? Itis true that he 1s looked upon by the 
public rather as the willing agent of oppression 
than its innocent victim; but appearances bells 
him. For reasons hitherto confined in the soli- 
tude of his own breast he is more dissatisfied 
with his vocation than any other member of the 
great army of scribes; and to the chronic state 
of silent rebellion which he is in, many of the 
discomforts experienced by the public ina gas 
office are attributable. 

He has a hard time of it, both at the hands of 
the company and of the public. No father of a 
Jarge family whose monthly bill of $3 makes an 
unwelcome inroad upon his scanty pay; no im- 
pecunious boarding house mistress whose life is 
a constant struggle to stave off unpaid bills; no 
fluent debater, eager to seize on the flimsiest 
pretext for an interminable argument; no apo- 
plectic hater of the dragon monopoly—not one 
of these but looks upon that patient scribbler 
neated on his high stool as the head and front of 
offense, the very prime mover and arch priest of 
extortion and his proper and legitimate prey. 
Bookkeepers in city gas offices are paid from 
$s00 to $1,200 a year, and this to manya less 
lucky scribe would seem to offset small evils. 
But a heavy amount of work isexacted. Each 
has to keep over 1,800 accounts, and the thou- 
sind jittie details connected therewith keep him 
busy from § o'clock tillé. Every working day 
in the year he has to go through the same 
routine of entries, hear the same complaints, and 
detend the company ainst the same charges as 
jn each of the iormer weary years he has been 
in the business. 

A bald-headed and gray-bearded clerk, whose 
hich stoolis near the door of one of the large 
offices, became talkative when plexsantly ap- 

yroachbed the other day. “* You ure right, my 

Boy.” saidhe. “Ours isa hard business, and it 

gets harder every day. 1 came to this office 

when there was but one bookkeeper, ana he had 
to go out and take indexes to iill up dis time 

Nimes tave been changing ever since, and as 

the staff! bas grown larger we bave been put un- 

der moreand more gulling restriction, and have 
to work more jucessantiy every Year. iuvery 
other day they post up some bulletin explaining 
that such and such a new duty will fall upon us, 

@nd the ‘rules of the company’ are almost as 

voluminous and formidable as the Talmud, 

‘things have changed greatly even during the 

past 18 months. This used to be the main 

tlice of one of the nominally competing com- 
panies, The new consolidation bas brought lots 
of red tape into the routine of the office, and 
the company has become more niggardly and 
exacting than ever to its employes since those 
troublesome investigating committees began 

their work. In the old days we used to get a 

Christmas present of $1C0 every year, but the 

great consolidation does not believe in such 

Yoolish liberality—at any rate to mereclerks. It 

eserves such tavors for statesmen nowadays. 

~ those times the amount of the divi- 
dends paid was kept a profound secret. 
No one but those directly interested knew 
for certain how large they were. They were 
not issued at regular intervals, but a week be- 
fore the appointed time the Treasurer would 
nddress a curt, but not on that account less 
pleasing, postal to each stockholder containing 
these words over bis signature: *A check will 
be icgady for you at this office on and atter 
Wednesday next.’ That was sufficient to bring 
pil of them to the office on the appointed day. 
They never delayed. Indeed, there used to be 
five or six old feliows who made their appear- 
ance on the sidewalk before the office was 
opened and they would wait patiently for two 
hours before the Treasurer came. They would 
not know until they got the checks what rate of 
dividend haa been declared. : 

* 7 have been in this office 24 years and notice 
*%that as the corporation bas got richer and the 
dividends larger and more frequent more useless 
officers have been put here and the ordinary 
working force has been treated more niggardly, 
There are numbers of sinecurists on the roll 
now and they draw big salaries. In the early 
caysof the company there were only enough 
‘officers to manage the business, and all did a fair 
amount of work. Now every Director and 
committeeman has put his son, or brother, or 
nephew, or son-in-law into one of the 
ofiices, of course at a rattling good salary. 
There are so many of these favorites that 











ofiicial tities cannot be found for one 
half of them. We know them as * Assistant 


Deputy-Second-Superintendents,’ They are 
jJecacies from the old companies, and the con- 
eolidation has been obliged to adoptthem. Six 
tbousand a year is about the salary paidtoa 
* brother-in-law,’ and most of them know 
enough to accept this as a windfall, and act up 
to that idea by spending as few hours in the 
office as possible. 

“We had alittle man here, once, however—a 
relative of the President, of course—whose sole 
grief seemed to be that he bad nothing in the 
world todo. Money was a good thing in his 
eyes, but above all else he yearned for a posi- 
tion of wuthority. It was an easy thing 
for his father to find room on _ the 
salary roll for him, but there was 
either a vacant office nor one which 
could be created, se he had to rely on 
the prestice of the family name for power to 
bulldoze the clerks. He used toactualiy pine 
‘away for lack of some one to find fault with. 
He meant well, perhaps, and excelled in very 
small details). He was very methodical, and 
him most ad- 

itted that while his knowledge of the gas 
yusiness Was very limited he could probably 
tie up a parcel of sugar witha matchless pre- 
cision that would cause the eyes of a grocery 
clerk to water with envy. He used to arrive at 
the office promptly at 9 o’clock in the morning 
with the quick step of a man who had a heap of 
important work todo immediately. He hada 
‘little round of smail self-invented duties to 
perform, which were not at all necessary, and 
which an ordinary man would do in ten minutes, 
He would start upon these at high pressure 
speed, for him, and would get through in about 
en hour. If be had 18 tickets to drop in three 
boxes in different parts of the office he would 
make 18 separate journeys. He never knew 
enough to drop into a box at one visit all that 
belonged there. If he did, his desire to prolong 
the job—more intense than that of the most 
dilatory journeyman plumber—held him back. 
For the rest of the day he used to struggle with 
himself for something todo. He had no taste 
for reading, and no friends called on him. We 


used to take turns in watching him and 
reporting his antics to the rest of the 


fellows. He would sit down in his chair 
for a few minutes and then ~gg up as 
if a hundred thorns bad pricked him. e would 
march up and down his office biting his nails and 
wondering what possible exeuse he could find for 
hauling some poor subordinate over the coals. 
After deep study he would think of some ob- 
scure and unnecessary book whichthe reign of 
red-tapism had created, and as the bright idea 
entered his brain he would make a break for that 
volume at the rate of six milesan hour. He 
had not a moment to spare at such times,and a 
stockholder entering the office at thet moment 
and seeing him would havesaid to himself: * What 
a hard-working man Mr. So-and-so is.’ When he 
found the book he would look through it 
for some trivial omission, even as small 
as the crossing of a ‘t’ or the dot- 
‘ting of an ‘i.” A most portentous look 
would steal over his face if he was 
successful, It was an expression partly of grief, 
partiy of reproachful rebuke, and partly of a 
stern resolve that the offender must be severely 
punished. Then he would call out loudly the 
nameof the culprit and stand still while he 
marched the whole circle of the office. With 
much precision of detail he would point out 
where the fault lay and solemnly warn the of- 
fender acainst ite repetition. :Then he would re- 
tire triumphantly to his office and issue a bul- 
jetin to pe posted in tbe office warning every 
bookkeeper agaiust that particular offense. He 
harassed us like a bluebottle fiy for about six 

ears and then—under aspecial dispensation of 

*rovidencs, as we believe—he was detailed to 
another ollice.” 

** 13 a gas bill ever reduced ?” 

“Weil, Ihave known it done, but not often. 
When a consumer writes that his house has 
been locked up for the past six weeks while he 
was in the country, but that the monthly gas 
bill is nevertheless one-third more than the 
usual amount, the Acting-Special-Assistant- 
Secretary sends a man to take the index and 
sinell around for a leak. Everything is of course 
reported to be in apple-pie order, and the usual 
stereotyped answer is sent out that ‘In reply to 
your tavor of yesterday we have had the index 
carefully verified and find no leak. The inclosed 
bill is therefors correct.’ No matter how loudly 
the consumer protests, a reduction is very 
rarely made insuch cases, but in a certain class 
of bills the company occasionaily yields. When 
the index of a meter is found not to have pro- 
gressed since the last monthly visit the suspi- 
cions of the company are at once aroused. They 

ear that the meter has stoppod registering and 

tgs changed without delay. A bill is rendered, 
romputed on the consumption charged for in 
the corresponding month of the previous year, 
These are called ‘average’ bills,as no indexes 
can be furnished by the company to warrant 
the charge. It often happens that the cone 
sumer hasactuaily burned no gas inthe month in 
question, and when the bill is presented he ob- 
ects strenuously. The company is aware that 

t cannot legally enforce payment of such bills, 
and hence they are sometimes reduced under 
protest. If the consumer refuses to pay the re- 
duced amount: he is asked to make an additional 
deposit of $10 or $20. His gas cannot be cut off 
for the bill, but the increased deposit required 
as an alternative to payment is usually suf- 
ficient compulsion.” 

“ How will you be affected by the bills just 
passed reducing the price of gas ?”’ 

“Ob, we shali be sufferers, of course. We 
are always legitimate prey when a reduction of 
expenses or an increase of dividends is sought 
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sociation opened its hoavy guns onthe com- 
panies we have been quaking in our shoes lest 
our salaries should be reduced, and now that the 
bills have actually passed we are quietly await- 
ing the fall of the axe. Some of us will object, 
but the majority are too much impressed with 
the idea of their helplessness to resist. We 
are unorganized, and tbere are hun- 
dreds of clerks out of employment who 
at a pinch could jump in and take our places, 
They would wiadly do the work for the $800 or 
$900 a year offered as a start, in spite of the com- 
plex requirements of the position and what to 
the new-comer seems a bewildering amount of 
work. During the .nort period of active com- 
petition between the old companies five or six 
vears ago our maximum salaries were cut from 
$1,400 to $1,200, although none of the possessors 
of soft berths had their incomes reduced. We 
were told that the company was ‘compelled to 
reduce expenses,’ and had no alternative but to 
submit.” 

“De yeu think the public will fare any better 
in cozsequence of the metuction in price?” 

“That I don’t kuow. I am gure the compa- 
nies won’t be satisfiel with any less dividends 
than they have teen paying, and if, in order to 
maintain them, they have to increase the press- 
ure or diminish the illuminating power of the 
gas there is nothiug to prevent them. It seems 
almost impossible, though, that the gas bills can 
be made as high at $1 25 as they were at $1 75. 
Fifty cents per thousand is a big decréase in the 
price, and a great gloom fell over this office the 
morning after the Governor signed the bills.” 
During the agitation of the Saturday half- 
holiday movement the clerks in the gas offices 
have been in a continuous state of wonder that 
it has not been applied to them. The work given 
to them is fixed and must be done without 
fail in any event. They urge that if the offices 
were closed atl o’clock on Saturday afternoons 
the company’s work would be done just as well 
and as promptly asat present, as each man, with 
the prospect of a half holiday before him, 
would labor with redoubled zea! to get through 
in time. Any one going to the office after the 
clerks had left to complain of a leakor of a 
failure of the supply would be attended to 
under the present plan, which keeps two work- 
men ineach office unti! 8 o’clock every evening 
to attend to pressing cases. The utmost con- 
cession, however, which the company has yet 
made to the desire for a half holiday has been 
to close the offices at 8 o’clock on Saturday 
afternoons during July and August.

TRYING TO PROTECT THEM IN THE 


BROADWAY MATTER. 
CORPOR4MKON COUNSEL LACOMBR’S§ AT- 
TRMPT TO MAKE THE SEVENTH-AVENUE 
ROAD RESPONSIBLE FOR MONEY DUE. 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe was 


served on Tuesday with the order obtained ) 


by Attorney-General O’Brien from Judge 
Parker at Kingston last Saturday direct- 
ing him to show cause! to-morrow why a 
ptay of all proceedings in the suit of the city for 
an injunction restraining the Broradway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company from con- 
tinuing to run cars on the tracks of 
the dissolved Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany should not be granted. As there was no 
temporary stay embodied in the order, Mr. La- 
combe determined to bring on his motion for an 
injunction at an earlier day, and to that end he 
procured from Judge Van Brunt an order to the 
counsel for the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Company to show cause yesterday. His reason 
for this course was that he feared “ that the op- 
portunity for delay and evasion on the 
part of the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad Company, so far as_ the 
city’s rights were concerned,, would be in- 
creased by the proceedings for the stay.” 
Since the Attorney-General had indicated 
his intention to stay the city’s proceedings, 
Mr. Lacombe said, officers of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Company had been quoted as 
paying that they would be glad to pay the 
$40,000 for the use they had had of the tracksin 
Broadway if they only knew to whom to pay it. 
It therefore seemed proper to him that the rela- 


tions of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Company tothe city, us the party entitled to 
receive rental from the Broadway Surface 
Company, whose rights the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Ratlroad Company pretended 
to have succeeded to, should be speedily deter- 
mined by the courts. In Mr. Lacombe’s opinion 
a decision as to the city’s rights could in no way 
nffect the legal rights of the Receiver of the 
Broadway Surface Company, for whom the At- 
torney-General acted. 

Mr. Lacombe appeared before Judge Van 
Brunt yesterday with Thomas Allison as special 
counsel for the city. James C. Carter and Elihu 
Root appeared to oppose the motion for an 
jojunction. In opening the argumeut Mr. La- 
combe stated in detail the legal teatures of his 
side of the controversy. They were, in brief, 
that the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Ruil- 
road Company never obtained a iegal right to 
run cars in Broadway south of fourteenth- 
Btreet, for the reasons that its charter 
did not include that part of the great 
thoroughfare within its route; that it did 
not extend its line along lower Broad- 
way in accordance with the provisions of 
the General Railroad act of 1884, and that 
it never obtained the consent of property own- 
ers or of the city to its use of the street. As 
for the lease of its road, made by the Broadway 
Surface Kaijlroad Company to the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Company, that, said Mr. 
Lacombe, was invalid. It never bad any legal 
torce or effect. It was not called alease, buta 
traffic agreement, yet it was practically a lease, 
tor the Broadway Surface Company never ran 
any cars of its own on the route, and 
a lease by one railroad company to a 
competing company—one operating a par- 
aiilel road—was forbidden by law. <And 
the prohibition was the stronger against 
a lease to the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Company for the reason that it had never ac- 
quired a shadow orf right under legislative pro- 
visions to make use of lower Broadway for rail- 
road purposes. Mr. Lacombe informed the 
court that an injunction restraining the defend- 
nent company from operating a railroad in 
Broadway would cause public inconvenience, 
but he said it was his business to care for the in- 
terests of the city. lf an i: junction were not 
granted because of the public inconvenience it 
would produce, he thought the court should 
compel the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Company to assume the duties of tue dissolved 
Broadway Surface Company under its pond to 
the city to pay the city the $10,000 yearly rental 
for the use ot Broadway, and also, while it used 
the Broadway tracks, to pay the city a percent- 
age of its receipts from passenger traflic. 

Elibu Root insisted that the city was estopped 
from questioning the right of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Company by the tact that the 
consent of the Jocal authorities to the construc- 
tion and operation of a railroad in Broadway 
was given when the local authorities were fully 
nware of the arrangement by which the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Company was to oper- 
ate the road, to the end that public convenience 
might be served by the direct curriage of pas- 
sengers from the Battery to Central Park. Mr. 
Root submitted all the contracts affecting the 
interlaced relations of the two companies to the 
city. 

Mr. Carter followed and supported Mr. Root. 
He argued thatif the Legisiature had intended 
to take away all rights that had their origin in 
the tact of the incorporation of the Broadway 
Surface Company it would have said so, and not 
have left the matter to the implication of par- 
ties hostile to those who had acquired such 
rights. Those rights, he insisted, were property, 
just as much as rea! estute was, and their 
owners could not be deprived of them by legis- 
lative action. All the Legislature could do it 
haa done. It had deprived the Broadway Sur- 
tace Company of iife. But it had left alive 
the results achieved by the company in its 
lifetime. The intrinsic charnxcter of those prop- 
erty results remained in them. Whatever of 
value they had which was dependent on the lite 
of the company departed from them when the 
‘Legisiature took that life. So the contract of 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company 
with the Broadway Surface Company remained 
alive. and, under’ it, the former company was 
entitied to continue to run its cars on Broad- 
way justas if the Broadway Surface Company 
had not been killed. 

Mr. Allison took up and elaborated the points 
made by the Corporation Counsel. As reasons 
for advancing them at this juncture he said 
that it appeared there was no protection pro- 
Vided as matters now are for the pecuniary 
rights of the city. The Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company was bound to the city for the 
payment of rentaland a percentage of receipts 
Trom traffic, but the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Company was not. The former com- 
pany was dead, and experience had taught 
the city’s law officers that lessee corpo- 
rations were not willing to pay the 
Obligations of their lessors. If the Broud- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Companys were 
not put in a position of responsibility to it 
the city was not likely to get anything, for it 
seemed that the liability of the sureties on the 
bond given it by the Broadway Surface Com- 
pany was abroyated by the dissolution o¢ that 
corporation. The reai point, then, Mr. Allisoo 
contended, was, did the two corporations have 
the valid right to assume the relation of lessor 
nod lessee? If they did not have that right, pe- 
cause the Seventh-Avenue Company had failed 
to obtain, under legislative acts, the privilexe of 
making lower Broadway a part of its route, then 
the execution of the so-called contract or lease 
betweer them should be restrained. If not re- 
strained at once, some provision should be made 
forthe pecuniary rightsof the city pendinga 


» final determination of the question. 


Mr. Koot remarked that there seemed but lit- 
tie real difference between his ride and the city’s, 
god he asked Mr. Allison if the Receiver of the 
Broadway Surface Company would have tbe 
right to sell, as part of the property of that dis- 
solved corporation, the consents under which it 
had operated its road. 

Mr. Allison and Corporation Counsel Lacombe 
said they thought the Receiver would have that 
right, though it was a matter not related to the 
present issue and was to be determined in the 
future. But they referred to the consents of 

roperty owners merely. Astothe consent of 

he city, the duty and right of selling it to the 
ivhest bidder had been provided tor by law. 

Mr. Root said that he asked the question be- 
pause it had an important bearing on the speedy 
procurement by a purchaser of the absolute 
right to operate a road in Broadway. Pending 
kh settlement by purchase, an injunction, he said, 
would work great public inconvenience. 

Judge Van Brunt answered that he would not 
take the responsibility of working such incon- 
venience unless an absolutely clear case for an 
injuoction was made out in the papers. Other- 
wise he would Jet the matter go on to formal 
trial at Special Term. Both sides are to submit 
briefs to him next Monday.

SELLING AT. AUCTION ARTICLES LEFT IN 
THE KLEVATED RAILROAD CARS.” 
FRighth-avenue shopping folks forsook 
the dry goods stores yesterday morning and 
trotted nimbly into J. W. Campbell's auction 
rooms, where bargains, due to no reduction, to 
no clearance sale, but to feminine forgetfulness 
and male carelessness, met their eye. All the 
treasures culled from the elevated railroad 
trains during one year, not worth advertising 
for, and consequently unclaimed, were heaped 
in very disorderly disorder on the littered floor, 
around the incumbered shelves, to the right and 
tothe leftof the room. There was a surging, 
eager crowd in attendance. Germans in profu- 


sion stood around, and made their bids with 
Teutonic zest.

‘*Mr. Okshooneer,” shouted a fat'little woman,

affidavit.” 

The fat little woman’s voice was lost in the 
jargon of bids. There were 72 umbrellas in 
bundles of 6. They went for prices varying 
trom $1 30 to $1 60 per bundle. Some parcels of 
six silk umbrellas sold for $2 90and $3 90 per 
parcel, The books were in great request. The 
Seaside Library books, in all stages of dilapida- 
tion and varying in subject matter from Not 
Wisely, but Too Well,” to Johnson's * Rasselas 
and Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” were 
sold for 5 cents a volume. In = many 
of the books the leaves were turne 
down, testifying that some _ fair reader 
in all the throes of interest had been warned by 
the gateman to quit the train and drop the vol- 
ume. “A History of Ireland,” handsomely 
bound, was bought by Mr. Dan Rice, whose eagle 
eye took in all the bargains, for 70 cents. One ele- 
vated traveler had forgotten seven volumes con- 
taining all the testimony ina celebrated English 
ecundal case. Fifteen hundred parcels of cloth- 
ing, of every conceivable description, were for 
sale. ‘The crowd bought them comparatively 
blindfolded, as each parcel was a kind of eur- 
prise packet, the contents being known to the 
purchaser only after possession. Aprons, gloves, 
handkerchiefs, towels, corsets, and workmen's 
tools were stancéard articles. 

Ten cigar boxes fullof pocket books were 
sold fora song. Five hundred portmonnaies ana 
purses, all conspicuously empty, but showing 
by a gentle bulge that they had once been occu- 
pied, were solid at prices varying from 5 to15 
centseach. A large number of shawls, mostly 
plaid and black, went for from 25 cents to $1 
each. There were luncheon baskets 1n numbers 
legion. The inclosed napkins told of the succu- 
lent sandwich or the crummy cake which they 
had encircled. Walking canes, left by the reck- 
less dude, and breathing of ethereal lips; leather 
valises and bags and parasols, al) found buyers 
witn much facility.

POWELL’S CLAIM ON SHARP. 
eS ae 
ILLUSTRATING SOME OF THE METHODS IN 
THE BROADWAY STEAL. 

George V. Powell was employed by the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company to obtain 
consents to the laying of railroad tracks in 
Broadway by the surface road from amajority 
of the fourteen owners of property opposite the 
City Hall Park. In case he could not obtain the 
consents he was to prevent the owners from giv- 
ing their consents to rival companies who were 
trying to get them. This was during May and 
June, 1884. Heclaims that, for performing this 
service, which was undertaken atthe instance 
of President Fosbay, Mr. Sharp promised him 
100 fully paid-up shares of the stock of the sur- 
face railroad company. These shares he has 
asked for, but Mr. Sharp refused to give them 
to him. So Mr. Poweil brought suit against Mr. 
Sbarp to recover $10,000, with interest from 
July 1, 1884. Mr. Sharp, in bis answer, claimed 
that Powell bad been amply paid for his work 
by the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company, by whom he had been employed, and 


made a general denial of any promise to pay 
Powell for his services in the stock of the road. 


Court before Judge Freedman yesterday. Powell 
was the only witness examiued, and his testl- 
mony gave an inkling of some of the methods 
;ursued in the notorious Broadway steal. After 
Powell had failed to obtain the wished-for con- 
sents and reported the fact to Mr. Sharp, new 
tactics were suggested, and he claims that by 
Sharp’s direction he offered to give to property 
owners blocks of 50 shares of stockin the road 
in some cases, and in others offered to sell the 
stock to them at 50centsonthedollarif they 
would either give their consents to the surface 
road or refuse to give them to either of the 
rival roads. He got one consent, that of the 
Shoe and Leather Bank, promising the bank a 
block of 50 shares of stock, which promise he has 
not been able to keep, beculse Mr. Sharp re- 
fused to give the bank the stuck, claiming, each 
time he was spoken to about it, that the stock 
bad not been issued. Powell claimed that this 
consent and the agreement of four other parties 
not to give their consents to any other road 
which be obtained prevented any road from ob- 
taining a majority of the consents. Because this 
much bad been accomplished he claimed from 
Sharp the 100 shares of stock for himseif and 
the 50 shares for the Shoe and Leather Bank. 
Sharp would not give up the stock because, so 
Powell said. he had not obtained the consents 
of a majority of the property owners, which 
Sharp claimed was necessary before Powell 
could lay claim to the stock for either himself 
or the bank. 

Judge Freedman assisted by some terse ques- 
tions in bringing out the fact that Powell had 
not carried out the agreement, and then, with- 
out examining either Mr. Sharp or Mr. Foshay, 
both of whom were present in court, he dis- 
missed the case on the ground that the plaintiff 
failed to make out his case as set forth in his 
pleadings, because be had neither obtained the 
consents ot a majority of the property owners, 
nor prevented them from giving their consents 
to rival roads.
